Construction Ban Threat Casts Heavy Pal!

The mere threat of a housing 
construction ban because of Ri­ 
chardson 
Bay 'pollution has 
thrown a heavy pall on Mill 
Valley 
area developers and 
builders, who contend such a 
ban would ruin them. 
The thought that voters in the 
area 
probably 
would 
cheer 
their demise and 
cheerfully 
vote against any project that 
would 
allow future 
building 
sends the developers off for 
more aspirin. 
Gathered around a table in a 
real estate office yesterday, a 
group of developers, builders, 
engineers, architects, land own­ 


ers and city and sanitary dis­ 
trict officials mulled over its 
common problem. 
Under 
discussion 
was 
a 
t h r e a t made Feb. '25' by the 
Regional Water Quality Control 
Board that all new construction 
may be banned in Mill Valley 
and the Richardson Bay Sani­ 
tary District area .if new tough 
sewage 
treatment 
standards, 
are not met. 
The men from the construc­ 
tion industry were pleased to 
learn from Mill Valley city en­ 
gineer Stanley M. Bala that 
new construction is not what is 
causing the main problem, but 
were gloomy about solving the 
problem. 


Bala told the group that he 
thought the water quality con­ 
trol board had w o r k e d with 
two-year-old information in as­ 
sessing the sewage situation 
and added that Mill Valley has 
spent over $500,000 to improve 
its sewage system since 1967. 
“We’ve done more than any 
other city of 12,000 anywhere,” 
he said. 
Bala saw the board's stand as 
having two aspects. First, the 
board is dissatisfied with se­ 
wage lines in the old sections of 
Mill Valley which allow infiltra­ 
tion during storms, and second­ 
ly, the treatment of sewage 
does not come up to the new 
standards. 


“I think they’re telling us 
that we have to take our se­ 
wage to the o c e a n but they 
haven’t said so in words,” Bala 
said in reference to the new 
high standards for effluents 
clumped into Richardson Bay. 


He said that a ban on new 
housing would not affect resi­ 
dents in the older areas of Mill 
Valley and that in fact they 
probably 
would 
be 
pleased • 
about it. 


As for a $400,000 sewage bond 
proposal that the city is consi­ 
dering for July, Bala said that 
the money would be' a “drop in 
the bucket” toward reaching 


the water quality control board 
standards. 
Futher, Councilman Jerome 
C. Hauke told the group that if 
“Mill Valley 'people think, that 
the bond issue would allow de­ 
velopment, they'll vote against 
it.” 
Bala said that ‘ ‘ e a c h new 
h o u s e pays more than its 
share” toward sewage systems, 
and a. developer, Edward H. 
Kuykendall, added, “Everyone 
in. this room would h a p p i 1 y 
agree to doubling sewage con- 
n e e t i, o n. fees” if that would 
solve the problem. 
Bala added that the regional 
board doesn’t seem to under­ 
stand that threatening to stop 


new construction will have no 
effect on getting residents in 
the older sections of Mill Valley 
to fix up their sewage lines. 


That the ban t h r e a t is al­ 
ready being felt in the construc­ 
tion industry was confirmed by 
many at the gathering. 


Dean A. Rhodes, a civil engi­ 
neer, said that his office has 
stopped work on three of five 
subdivisions that were in the 
planning stage because “there’s 
no sense in going ahead with 
something il a month from, now 
you’re not going to be able to 
proceed.” 
(The regional water board 
will meet again March 25 in 


Hayward to consider replies 
from 
the 
sanitary 
districts 
about its ultimatum and could 
issue an order that no new se­ 
wage hookups be permitted un­ 
til its standards are met.) 
Kuykendall said that while he 
is going ahead with an 18-lot 
subdivision, if the ban went into 
effect, “I’d go broke in a year.” 
Timothy O'Donoghue, another 
developer, agreed the ban could 
c a u s e him “to lose a lot of 
money,” and blamed the Ri­ 
chardson Bay Sanitary District 
for “doing nothing for years.” 
He strongly advocated raising 
sewage connection fees for new 
houses in order to help solve 
the problem. 


Real estate man J e f f o r 3 
Moreshead, 
who 
called 
th< 
meeting, told of lot sales undei 
way which had been halted be­ 
cause he couldn’t guarantee 
clients they could get sewage 
hookup. 
“The real victims will be the 
people who rent apartments 01 
houses,” 
said architect 
Ed­ 
mund C. Heine Jr., who pre­ 
dicted a rise in rents if new 
housing is halted. 
Although Bala said that “if 
we had all the money we need­ 
ed it would take four or five 
years” to meet board stan­ 
dards, Councilman Hauke said 
that he was “optimistic” that 
the ban will not be imposed.

CEASE-FIRE 
Egypt Likely To Accept 
itary Restraint Plea 


Impasse 
In Union, 
Rail Talks

Political sources in Cairo said 
today 
Egypt 
will 
probably 
accept 
the 
call 
by 
United 
Nations Secretary General 
Thant for m ilitary restraint 
when the cease-fire in the 
Middle East expires Sunday but 
reject any formal extension of 
the truce. 


The Cairo sources spoke after 
Egypt’s semiofficial 
newspa­ 
per, Al A ti r a m , said today 
Egypt would agree to a cease­ 
fire extension only if the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Bri­ 
tain and France promise to per­ 
suade .Israel to withdraw from • 
occupied Arab lands. 
The 
cease-fire 
began, last 
August. 
E gypt’s position will be 
announced by President Anwar 
Sadat in a speech Sunday night, 
Cairo sources 
said. These 
informants said Sadar would 
announce that Egypt does not 
plan to renew hostilities unless 
its 
diploma,tic 
efforts, 
are 
exhausted but would not reject 
the idea that military action 
may be the only way to achieve 
a solution. 
As the expiration of the truce 
approached, 
the Suez Canal 
front was q u ie t but reports 
from the waterway said Israeli 
troops were wearing helmets 
and flak jackets as a precau­ 
tion against renewed fighting. 
On the eve of the cease-fire, 


Israeli 
troops 
clashed 
with 
Arab guerrillas on its Syrian 
and Jordanian fronte. A milita­ 
ry 
spokesman 
said 
three 
guerrillas were killed including 
two along the Jordan frontier 
and one in the occupied Syrian 
Golan Heights 
while 
Israeli 
troops suffered no casualties. 
Israel 
made 
it 
clear 
it 
accepts U.N. Secretary General 
Thant’s appeal for a cease-fire 
extension but resents his urging 
for more consideration to a full 
withdrawal from lands seized in 
the 1967 war. 
“ We 
do 
not 
need 
any 
foreigners 
to 
advise 
us 
or 
Egypt on how to draw up peace 
maps,” 
said 
Israeli 
Deputy 
Premier 
Yigal 
Alien. 
“We 
prefer direct negotiations. 
“Our heart is open for a 
generous 
solution, 
not 
as 
victors but as equals among 
equals,” Alton said. “Therefore, 
the sooner Egypt rids itself of 
its. illusion (about total withdra­ 
wal, the better it is for her.” 
Israel's government-run radio 
station criticized today Thant’s 
report delivered Friday, saying 
it was a “mendacious prevari­ 
cation” that “ brazenly flaunt­ 
ed” quiet diplomacy . 
“The Secretary General has 
dearly violated in his report 
the 
ground 
rules 
of 
quiet 
diplomacy,” 'the Israeli radio 
said. 
'The Egyptian viewpoint was 
front-paged in A1 Ahram. which 


said the idea was passed, on to' 
the Big Four powers. 
“Egypt, is not interested in .an 
appeal by the Big Four to 
refrain from firing,” A1 Ahram 
said. “More is needed—a clear 
condemnation of Israel and a 
clear pledge of positive action 
to 
implement 
the 
(U.N.) 
.Security Council resolution (of 
Nov. 22, 1967) particularly its 
first provision which 'is Israeli 
withdrawal,” A1 Ahram said. 
The new spaper said Egypt 
based

Israeli 
aggression on, Arab land,” 
—An extension of the cease­ 
fire is not acceptable because

The Egyptian viewpoint was 
passed on to British Ambassa­

In C airo, Palestinian com­ 
mando leaders failed to achieve 
their declared aim of national, 
unity, guerrilla sources said. 
The sources said a meeting of

Kidnapped Quartet 
Believed Still Alive 


ANKARA,. 
Turkey 
(UPI)— 
U.S. Embassy 
officials 
said 
today four kidnapped American 
servicemen were believed to be 
alive despite the fact that the 
, deadline for their threatened 
execution had passed. 


Leftist 
demonstrations 
touched off by the abductions 
flared anew. U. S. Ambassador 
William J. Handley issued a, 
new appeal to the kidnappers — 
“The Turkish People’s Libera­ 
tion Army — to free the four U. 
S. Air Force men. 
“It is my fervent hope that 
those 
who 
are 
holding 
the 
American airmen will heed this 
appeal and release the men 
soon .and safely,” Handley said. 
About 
400 
leftist 
students 
blocked 
the 
main 'highway 
linking 
Izmir, 
a 
port 
on 
Turkey’s Aegean coast and a 
major operations point for U.S. 
forces, with Istanbul to the 
northeast. 
Firing pistols in the air and 
exploding dynamite and gaso­ 
line bombs, the students held 
the road for an hour. Witnesses 
said police did not intervene, 
although 
student 
barricades 
blocked traffic in both direc­ 
tions. The students eventually 
dispersed after protesting a

One of the kidnapped men 
issued an appeal Friday night 
saying “Help us, I want to 
live.” 
The Turkish government re­

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U.S. Troops 
Will Leave 
Korean D M Z 


SEOUL (UPI) - After 18 
years American troops today- 
were preparing their final with-, 
drawal from the Korean demili-. 
tarized Zone (DMZ) where 33 
Americans 
have been 
slain, 
since the Armistice was signed, 
in 1953. 


'The pullback will give Wash­ 
ington 
more 
flexibility 
in 
deciding whether or not to' 
commit American men to war 
if fighting should break out 
again in, the peninsula. 
The 
withdrawal 
from 
the 
DMZ Is part of the general, 
cutback that will lower the 
number of American, 'troops 'in 
Korea from 63,000 to 43,000 by 
June. 
Although the Pentagon has 
been advertising the cutback as 
primarily a money-saver, high 
U.S. military officers in Seoul 
said 'the major reason was to 
get Americans away from the 
immediate area of the DMZ. 
• 
“The main purpose of the 
withdrawal was to get our boys 
off 
the 
front 
line. 
If 
the 
bayonets coming across the 
DMZ go into' .American, boys, 
we’re committed to war,” one 
officer said. 
He said if no American blood 
were shed in. a North Korean 
invasion, 
the United 
States 
might not want to commit its 
forces. 
American officers believe the 
South, Koreans soon will be able 
to handle any North Korean 
invasion successfully and, alone 
—provided 
that 
Chinese 
or 
Russian forces do not, also pour 
across the DMZ. 
These 
officers 
caution, 
however, what this will be true 
only if Congress comes through 
■with, enough money to moder­ 
nize Soul’s forces. South Korea 
recently asked, for about $1 
billion for new equipment to 
modernize its forces. U.S. 
military sources would not put 
a price tag on the amount they 
believe Korea needs since that 
would depend on how much was

Pakistan President 
Moves To End Chaos 


KARACHI, Pakistan (UPI)— 
President 
Mohamad 
Yahya 
Khan, in a move to' end political 
chaos in E ast Pakistan, an­ 
nounced today 
the National 
Assembly will meet on March 
25 to draft a new constitution. 
The assembly wras scheduled 
to 
meet 
in 
Dacca, 
E ast 
Pakistan, last Wednesday, but 
Yahya postponed it because of 
a conflict between the country’s 
two major 
political leaders, 
-Sheikh Mujibur Rehman of the 
Awami League in East Pakis­ 
tan, and Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, of 
West Pakistan’s People’s 'party. 
The postponement touched off 
a general 
strike, called by 
Mujibur, 
and 
widespread 
protest riots in East Pakistan. 
The unofficial death toE stood 
at 173. 
The assembly is charged with 
framing a constitution as a first 
step to' restoring, parliamentary 
democracy after 12 years of 
military rule. 


Yahya, in a nationwide radio 
broadcast, appealed to political 
leaders to' help end 'the crisis. 
He said he hoped the national 
assembly would produce 
“a 
lasting constitution” to provide 
“security, integrity and solida­ 
rity” in. the nation. 
The 
political 
crisis 
arose 
from the Awami League’s six- 
point plan that, among other 
things, would give East Pakis­ 
tan virtual autonomy except in 
defense 
and foreign 
affairs. 
Bhutto, contending that home 
rule for East Pakistan would 
weaken the central government 
in West Pakistan, threatened to 
boycott the assembly, and it 
was postponed. The 
Awami 
League has 160 seats in the 
National Assembly, while Bhut­ 
to holds 65. 
West Pakistan, with about 85 
per cent of. the nation’s land 
mass and only 4.5 per cent of

Safety Rules 
For Use Of 


Flammables 


Span Panel Endorses Buying 
Second-Hand Float For Pier 


With spring approaching and 
fires involving flammable li­ 
quids likely to increase, Lt. R. 
E. Dougherty, fire prevention 
officer of the Novato Fire Dis­ 
trict, has recommended a list of 
safety rules. 
Spring usually is accompa­ 
nied by an increase in use of 
equipment such 
as portable 
containers 
and 
gasoline-pow­ 
ered tools, and with this activi­ 
ty there is usually an upward 
trend in fires, Dougherty said. 
To avoid such fires, he sug­ 
gested the following rules: 
1. Always store flammable li­ 
quids in a sound metal contai­ 
ner with a screw-on-type cap. 
2. When not in use, keep in a 
cool ventilated location, out of 
the reach of children. An out­ 
side storage locker is best. 
3. Avoid long-term storage. 
Purchase only as needed to 
minimize the amount of such 
material in the home. 
4. Label all containers accur­ 
ately, such as “ stove gas,” etc. 
5. Perform filling and trans­ 
fer operations outdoors, well 
away from sources of ignition. 
6. When spills occur, use gar­ 
den hose for washdown. If rags 
are used for wiping up spills, 
place in a closed metal contai­ 
ner such as garbage can after 
use. 
7. When pouring flammable 
liquids into or from a container, 
maintain contact between tank 
and 
container to avoid the 
chance of static sparks. 
8. Never fuel while the engine 
or appliance is operating. 
9. Avoid substituting. Gaso­ 
line should never be used as a 
cleaning solvent or paint thin­ 
ner.

Marin 'County firemen today 
blamed a plumber’s torch for 
starting a fire at the Dolphin 
Apartments outside Sausalito 
yesterday which did $10,000 
damage to four units and their 
contents.

IN QUAKE AREA 
Major State Water 
Projects Survive 


Sheriffs Investigative 
Staffs To Be Reorganized 


PALM SPRINGS (U P I)- 
Major works of the State Water 
Project survived the disastrous 
Southern California earthquake 
last month without “as much as 
a crack,” Water Resources 
Director William Gianelli re­ 
ported yesterday. 
But he warned that there is 
“no guarantee of freedom from 
damage in all future earth- 


layoffs occurred during four 
years but forecast “it is 
probable our layoff rate wiE 
increase.” 
"As a reflection of the 
difficult market, our voluntary 
separation rate has dropped off 
and if this continues, the 
number of layoffs will necessa­ 
rily increase,” Gianelli said. 


Investigative staffs of the 
Marin County sheriff’s office 
will be reorganized Monday in 
an effort to provide more man­ 
power to unincorporated areas 
of Marin, S h e r i f f Louis P. 
Mountanos said yesterday. 
The move will consolidate ad­ 
ult and juvenile investigation 
staffs and the identification 
bureau into one staff. Mountan­ 
os said. 
Lt. Guido Battaglia, head of 
the adult investigation unit, will 


be in charge of the day shift of 
the new unit; Lt. William Jo­ 
hansen, now head of the juven­ 
ile investigation unit, will 
supervise the evening and early 
morning shift, and Lt. Earl 
Cummesky, head of the identifi­ 
cation bureau, will serve as re­ 
lief for Battaglia and Johanson 
two days a week each. 
The new operation will be un­ 
der the overall supervision oí 
Capt. Harvey Teague, Moun­ 
tanos said. 


The shift will combine the 
three lieutenants and 11 investi­ 
gators — three from identifica­ 
tion; four from juvenile bureau 
and seven from adult investiga­ 
tion — into the one new unit. 
Mountanos said the new unit 
should provide for a more effi­ 
cient operation at no increase 
in costs. 
Until now, he said, when a 
crime was reported to the sher­ 
iff’s office, a deputy would res­ 
pond. From the scene of the 
crime, the deputy would call for 
an investigator from one or 
more of the three bureaus. 
Now, Mountanos said, an in­ 
vestigator will respond along 
with a deputy to begin imme­ 


diate investigation of the crime. 
All of the investigators are 
trained to handle duties pre­ 
viously divided among the three 
bureaus, Mountanos said.

“If an earthquake should 
cause much movement along 
the Tehachapi mountain faults 
where they are crossed by the 
California Aqueduct, our tun­ 
nels or aqueducts could be 
ruptured,” he said. 
He said during a careful 
“foot-by-foot” 
inspection of 
project works after the quake, 
“we didn't find as much as a 
crack in any of the structures 
that were designed and built to 
resist the earthquakes that may 
shake the Tehachapi mountain 
region.” 
The inspection included the 
California Aqueduct and the 
Castaic Dam, 14 and 17 miles 
from the epicenter, respective­ 
ly. The cracked Van Norman 
Dam was 14 miles from 
epicenter. 
GianeUi’s report, prepared for 
the California Water Commis­ 
sion, confirmed the depart­ 
ment’s analysis issued shortly 
after the quake. 
He also reported a continued 
“shrinking” in the department’s 
manpower as construction of 
the State Water Project nears 
completion.

Loans For 


Are Ordered 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) -The 
Third District Gout of Appeal 
yesterday ordered the state 
Public Health Department to 
begin a loan insuranceprogram 
tor private and public hospital 
construction. 
Dr. Louis F. Saylor, state 
health director, balked at 
implementing the plan author­ 
ized by the legislature in 1969. 
He said such a program may 
violate constitutional debt limi­ 
tations. 
But the unanimous three- 
judge ruling held that a state 
program insuring hospital con­ 
struction loans was constitution­ 
al so long as the money came 
from a premium fee on the 
insurance. 
The court, however, invalidat­ 
ed a section of the law which 
would have permitted the state 
to issue debentures to set up 
the loan fund. 
“We have concluded that the 
constitutional debt limit bar 
debentures exceeding the assets 
of the Health Facility Construc­ 
tion 1-oan Insurance Fund,” the 
opion said.

DEAR EUNICE, 
I have heard so much about 
the unlined double knit wool 
capes. They sound so easy to 
make. My question is, do I have 
to find a. special pattern or will 
any cape pattern work? 
MKRS. J.A.P. 
DEAR MRS. J.A.P.: 
You will want a pattern that 
is cut rather full so that it will 
drape nicely when you have it 
on... Most of the tmlined capes I 
have seen do not have a. slit 
for the armhoes. A strip on 
lining fabric is applied about 4 
inches from the finished edge of 
your cape, on the wrong side, 
for your arms to slide through 
which helps keep your cape on 
your shoulders. This strip of 
fabric should measure about 6 
inches. 
The n i c e s t finish for your 
s e a m s is to bind them in a 
matching colored lining fabric. 
These bindings are cut about 1 
inch wide on the bias. Machine 
s t i t c h the bias strip to your 
fabric, 
right 
sides 
together,,, 
a b o u t 1/8 inch from the cut 
edge. Next, fold the bias strip 
over the seam you have just 
stitched. To the wrong side, pin 
to avoid shifting of the grain, 
and machine stitch from the 
right side, in the well or crack 
that form s where the two fa­ 
brics were joined. This stitch­ 
ing will not be' n o t i c a. b 1 e 
because it is not on the binding 
itself. 
Cut off the additional binding 
if it extends more than 1/4 inch 
from the stitching. It is much 
simpler to finish all the raw 
edges in this maimer 'before you. 
h a. v e done any construction 
seams, This method of seam 
finishing gives the unlined cape 
a very neat, professional look

MRS. ERIKA, Schmid, 
amton, N.Y. is this week’s Tai­ 
lor Trix pressing board winner 
for her f o l l o w i n g sewing 
suggestion. 
“The application of an invisi­ 
ble zipper used to be a joy, 
until 
recently, when working 
with a, .knit, fabric where I had 
to m eet horizontal stripe's. .After 
„ 
two failures and much frustra­ 
tion, I solved my problem as 
follows: 
“After applying one side of 
the z i p p e r , I closed it and 
marked 
the horizontal lines 
with pencil, on the opposite zip­ 
per tape. Matching the marks 
with the stripes on. the fabric 
assured the perfect outcome.” 
DEAR READERS: 
Mrs. G.P.M. says: My moth­ 
er and I do quite a bit of sewing 
and have never had trouble 
with thread until they started 
putting it on plastic instead of 
wooden s p o o 1 s . The thread 
seem s to feed t h r o u g h the 
machine too fast and causes the 
annoying problem of loops and 
bunchiness under the fabric. 
We have solved this problem by 
placing a metal w asher on top 
of the spool of thread, the extra 
w e i g h t seems to adjust the 
speed and for us it has 'worked 
perfectly. 


DEAR EUNICE: 
When making garments out 
of solid colored Ban-Lon, which 
is the right side? I have seen it 
rolled, 'both ways at our shop. 
One side seems to have a. decid­ 
ed up and down ridge, the other 
side s e e m s to have a cross 
weave. 
DEAR MRS. L.A.M.: 
The easiest w'ay to decide the 
right from the wrong side of 
these sheer tricot knits is to 
stretch a. small area between 
your fingers, near the cut edge 
of the fabric, if will automati­ 
cally roll or curl over to the 
right side. 
I might also add a little word 
of advice about sewing on these 
fine tricot nylon fabrics (it also 
works with the sheerest of 'po­ 
lyester knits,) keep your fingers 
in front and also in back of the 
needle and apply a slight ten­ 
sion in both directions. Howev­ 
er, be sure to allow’ the fabric 
to feed itself naturally. If the 
length of your stitches is not 
uniform , it means you are ap­ 
plying too. much t e n s i o n, or 
stretch, with your fingers. 
DEAR EUNICE, 
I’m at my wits end and have- 
tried 
everything 
possible 
to 
avoid skipped stitches when I 
am sewing on knits. I brought 
this up at a recent meeting 
w here most, of the women, .did 
th eir own. sewing and. was sur­ 


prised to find that many others 
are having the sam e difficul­ 
ties. 
However, 
this 
doesn’t 
solve the problem, sure hope 
you can help all of us. 
MRS. H.H. 
DEAR MRS. H .H .: 
We have found in our sewing 
school, where incidentally, eve­ 
rything I write about in this 
column has been tested, that 
the secret in sewing with knits 
and usually avoiding the skip­ 
ping of stitches, is the use of 


the 
new 
ballpoint 
needles. 
These needles are available at 
all the better fabric shops and 
department stores, and fit all 
machines.

walks a tightrope over what is 
personal and what is private, 
and, naturally there is curiosity 
about the family.” 
As overseer of two White 
House weddings after none had 
been held there for more than 
50 years, Mrs. Carpenter lead a 
parade of 500 reporters trying, 
she says, to bring a little order 
out of the chaos and answering 
questions like,

asked it to the chore of counting 
the raisins.

Ballet theater has not lost 
its touch. .Alter Tuesday’s 'di­ 
sastrous “Swan. Lake,” one

day evening, in a. program of 
strange contrast at the 'Opera. 
House. 
The evening opened with. Jose 
Limon’s “The Moor’s Pavane,"

'Theme of Othello.” Set, to Pur­ 
cell’s suite "The Mow’s Re­ 
venge,” it, was a puzzling piece 
but a tasteful, different introd­ 
uction. to the main. fare. 
The Moor and Us wife were 
Bruce Marks and Cynthia Gre­ 
gory; the friend, and Us wife 
were Royes Fernandez and, Sal* 
lie Wilson. All communicated a. 
sense of poise, continuity and 
Shakespearean elegance. 
A disturbing point emerged, in, 
the discrepancy between, the in­ 


tensely dramatic 'Othello theme 
and the studied, formal music 
which in the 17th Century was a. 
ballet interlude to a play by the 
same title. If the theme really 
were to work, with the music, 
the choreography should have 
'been more tightly structured 
and more consistent, with the 
style of the English Baroque. 
It appeared accidental,, there­ 
fore, that some interesting yet 
anachronistic Renaissance lines 
emerged. However, a very ef­ 
fective integration of modern 
dance and ballet techniques 'be­ 
came apparent immediately. 
.Although, the piece left 'behind, a 
certain, uneasiness, the idea 
still brims over with possibili­ 
ties. 
'The Rom,antic masterpiece' 
“Giselle” was, of course, the 
high point of the evening. The 
early 19th Century choreogra­ 
phy by Jean Coralli and Jules 
Permit remained more or less 
intact, and. the score by Adam, 
never musically strong, has 


still, not lost. Its ethereal beauty 
to the ravages of time. 
Even, the hopelessly mediocre 
orchestra, 'Conducted by Akira. 
Ende, surpassed, itself by play­ 
ing with some degree of sensi­ 
tivity. 'The corps de ballet was 
fairly precise, but Roni. Ma.hl.er 
as Hyrta looked strained and 
woody, lacking the necessary 
ballon for this part. 
'' 
Ex-Kirov ballet star Natalya 
Makarova stole the show, and. it 
was truly refreshing to see that 
her tremendous reputation is 
not, contingent only on her de­ 
fection from, the USSR. It could 
be said without exaggeration 
that hers is the1 most moving 
and aesthetically 'perfect Gi­ 
selle since Ulanova's. 
This 
blonde, 
long-necked 
young genius, conceals a. pheno­ 
menal technique, completely 
transcended by a prodigious ar­ 
tistry, sensitivity and musicali- 
ty. In. Act; I she is refreshing 
untheatrical, with none of that 
“ballerina presence" which too 


frequently detracts from libret­ 
tist Iheophfle Gautier's portrait 
of a, naive and fragile peasant 
girl. 
In Act II she is the 'poet’s 
dream, and. the incarnation, of 
Heine’s phantom, from a distant 
world. All. she does is rendered 
with a simplicity and openness 
so transparent that pirouettes, 
arabesques and. pintes seem, to Benryesaa, 
occur only as an Misión. Rus- the grave 
sian to the core, she dances 
■with the essence of her being. 
Erik Bruhn as Count Albrecht 
was a little down, .although he 
never fails to give a consistent­ 
ly fine performance. Always 
the perfect partner, he and 
Miss Makarova were in, com­ 
plete harmony, and his own 
acting was natural and tho­ 
roughly 'Convincing.

the Marin County Board of Su­ 
pervisors decided it could get 
rid. of nine dilapidated house­ 
boats in Richardson. Bay by 
towing them to the Army Engi­ 
neers dept in Sausalito and. 
informing the Army: 'They’re 
hazards to navigation; please 
remove them. 
Deputy County Counsel Jo­ 
seph. E. F o r e s f, had told the 
suprvisors that an old federal 
act made the Army 'Corps, of 
Engineers 
respnsiMe 
for 
'“clearing navigable waters of. 
any old hulks and 'wrecks,.,'”' 
Col. Charles R, Roberts, dis­ 
trict engineer for the Army, 
'disagreed;. 
“This is to inform, you that 
such propsed action is illegal 
as a deliberate and intentional 
creation of an 'obstruction to the 
"navi,gable waters of the United 
States,''Roberts, wrote. “To 
avoid litigation, and expense, it 
is urged that you take action to 
rescind the resolution 'directing 
the deliberate and intentional 
creation of an obstruction,” 
Richard L. Larson, marine 
inspctor for the county, who 
was instructed to tow the boats 
to the Army Corps dept, will 
propse an 'alternative .solution 
at the Suprvisors'’ meeting 
Tuesday, 
Larson, said that a. tug 'boat 
could be 'hired to tow the .abated 
boats to the edge of the house­ 
boat community at 'high, tide, 
leave them for 48 hours to give 
the boat owners time to remove 
their personal effects, and then 
have contractors remove the 
" hulks.

Simple Plan Would 
Prevent State Deficits 


Everybody knows that California 
state government is facing another 
financial crisis. It is com m itted to 
spend more than its income. 


The legislature took characteris­ 
tic action in the face of the crisis. 
Legislators raised their own ex­ 
pense allowances. 


The governor has a plan for m eet­ 
ing the crisis. It is extrem ely doubt­ 
ful 
whether the 
legislature 
will 
accede to the governor’s plan. 


Where does this leave us? 
In the same old bag, probably: 
the legislature will have to vote new 
taxes upon us. 


There may be another alterna­ 
tive, a better way out. 


So far as we know, no one else 
has yet thought of the possibility we 
have in mind. It is not likely that 
anyone in state government would 
think of this particular approach. If 
they did think of it, you can be sure 
that they would breathe not a word 
of it publicly. 


We call it the Salary Suspension 
Incentive Plan. It is something like 
this: 


Whenever the state finds itself 
with more outgo than income, all 
services to the public would be froz­ 
en — that is, they would neither be 
increased nor be decreased. They 
would rem ain constant. 


But a system of cost c u t t i n g 
would automatically be instituted. 
The e x t e n t to which this cost- 
cutting system was applied would 
be determined by the extent of the 
threatening deficit. Costs would be 
cut merely enough to bring outgo 
into balance with income. 


The cost cutting system is 
icity itself. 


The state would merely suspend 
salary payments to certain state 
employees to the degree necessary 
to balance outgo with income. 


Salary suspensions would be insti­ 
tuted according to a priority list of 
state employees. The order of prior­ 
ity would be determined by the size 
of an official’s salary. The largest 
salary would be first. That would be 
the governor. 


Right behind him on the list would 
come the top adm inistrators of state 
super-agencies. 


Since the legislature shares with 
the governor the responsibility for 
keeping state s p e n d i n g within 
bounds, it is only right that the top 
legislative officials — the president 
pro tern of the S e n a t e and the 
speaker of the Assembly — share 
top priority with the governor, al­ 
though legislative officials received 
somewhat less salary than top ad­ 
ministrators. 


Legislative committee chairmen, 
in both Senate and Assembly, would 
constitute the next priority level, 


followed by individual legislators 
according to seniority. Those with 
the longest seniority (and presuma­ 
bly the most influence) should be 
the first to be affected by the salary 
suspension plan. 


Such a system of salary suspen­ 
sions in time of fiscal crisis has so 
many advantages and good features 
that there is not space enough here 
to touch on more than the mere 
highlights. 


First, services to the needy, the 
poor, the aged, the blind, the ill, 
etc., 
would 
continue 
unaffected. 
Those at the bottom of the pay scale 
in state service, like hospital order­ 
lies, 
would 
be 
unaffected. 
The 
m eager salaries on which they and 
their families depend for existence 
would be protected. 


On the other hand, those at the 
top level whose salaries would be 
cut or eliminated — like governor 
Reagan — would not be hurt appre­ 
ciably. It may be that the most 
noticeable 
immediate 
affect 
on 
them would be an income tax de­ 
duction, an obvious benefit. 


The overall effect on the top ad­ 
ministrators 
and 
top 
legislators 
should 
be, 
from the 
taxpayers’ 
standpoint, very good. Salary sus­ 
pension would motivate these in­ 
fluential officials to find immediate 
solutions to the state’s critical prob­ 
lem s with a minimum of political 
shadow boxing. 


Obviously the Salary Suspension 
Incentive Plan would benefit ever­ 
yone in the long run. 


It is pretty certain that such a 
pian would not be advocated by the 
governor nor voted into being by the 
state legislature, however. 


If it is to be implemented, it will 
have to be by iniative petition of 
voters. We can count on little help 
from experienced politicans in put­ 
ting the measure on the ballot and 
getting it passed. 


The whole operation would have 
to be a do-it-yourself operation by 
voters.

If we don’t unite to protect our­ 
selves against further invasion of 
our pocketbooks, our paychecks and 
bank accounts by Sacramento, we 
will have only ourselves to blame. 


One of the great t h i n g s about 
spring fever is that it enables a man 
to sit back, look up, and see more 
easily and more clearly how the 
complex problems of our day can be 
solved so simply.

WASHINGTON—In any bal­ 
ance sheet of the damage done 
by nearly 10 years of the Amer­ 
ican war in Indochina, a large 
debit must be entered for the 
way it has set A m e r i c a n s 
against each, other. With the 
Laotian adventure greatly en­ 
larged and the o u t c o m e in 
doubt, a tide of opposition is 
rising that can mean still an­ 
other encounter with official­ 
dom. 
Increasing 
bitterness 
and 
hostility have marked these en­ 
counters. Support of the war is 
being made a test of patriotism. 
That tactic is so divisive, so 
destructive of the good, will pre­ 
vailing in the past even be­ 
tween sharply opposed political 
opponents, as to threaten the 
broad sense of common cause 
serving this country so well 
across the years. 
In one way in particular the 
division is destructive. “Kill the 
messenger who brings the bad 
news.” That practice out of the 
ancient past has been applied 
in a rather less stringent form 
to the messengers reporting the 
news of the Vietnam war. 
AMERICAN 
REPORTERS 
have repeatedly challenged the 
official optimism out of Saigon 
and Washington. 
In 1962 things had gone well 
for Ngo Dinh Diem, who with 
his family had begun, to exer­ 
cise an increasingly authorita­ 
tive rule over South Vietnam. 
Gen. Paul Harkins, commander 
of 
the 
approximately 
16,000 
American troops in the area, 
had become an apostle of opti­ 
mism. 
Predicting 
the 
war 
would be “ won within a year,” 
he sent glowing reports to the 
Pentagon 
that 
sparked 
the 
sanie optimism in the highest 
quarters. 
Then in 1963 things began to 
go badly. Diem ordered the 
wholesale arrest of Vietnamese 
youths suspected of sympathy 
with the Communists and seek­ 
ing an end to the w a r . The 
Buddhists were in open revolt. 
As they immolated themselves 
in 
protest. Mme. Ngo Dinh 
Nhu. Diem’s sister, applauded, 
saying she was never happier 
than when the bonzes were bar­ 
becuing themselves. 
All this, together with doubts 
about what was happening in 


the field, was reported by Dav­ 
id Halberstam of the New York 
Times and the other reporters 
who were not confined to the 
hothouse atmosphere of Saigon 
and the tender care of escorting 
officers. 
They 
were 
writing 
what was contrary to the offi­ 
cial line, and the teletype be­ 
tween Saigon and the Pentagon n 
burned up with angry protest. 
President John F. Kennedy 
was finally prevailed upon to 
act. He called the top brass at 
the New York Times to suggest 
that the national interest would 
be served if Halberstam were 
replaced by another correspon­ 
dent. The Times b a c k e d its 
man. Lyndon Johnson, briefing 
reporters about to go out to 
Vietnam, would cite Halber­ 
stam as an example of one who 
had betrayed his country. 
OTHER REPORTERS have 
come under this same attack. 
One was Francois Sully, the 
courageous and able correspon­ 
dent for 2.0 years of Newsweek, 
killed in the helicopter crash 
that cost the life of Gen. Do Cao 
Tri. Sully was expelled from 
Vietnam by the Diem regime in 
1962, with the American Mis­ 
sion doing little or nothing to 
resist what was an act of cen­ 
sorship. Both Peter Arnett, Pul­ 
itzer Prize-winning reporter in 
Vietnam, and Horst Fa as, pho­ 
tographer for the AP and also a 
Pulitzer Prize winner, were as­ 
sailed. 
The Laotian “incursion” has 
been shrouded in a 
greater 
darkness than any action dur­ 
ing the entire war. While per­ 
mission was finally granted for 
American reporters to go in 
American helicopters, there are 
no reporters on the ground. The 
South Vietnamese, high com­ 
mand takes a jaundiced view of 
the presence of American cor­ 
respondents. 
The official view, therefore, 
has had greater weight than 
ev er before. 
The war has been at times 
over-reported by zealous young 
correspondents. Television for 
the first time brought blood and 
gore into the living room. The 
alternative 
was 
censorship 
blanking out all but the official 
line. Can anyone seriously be­ 
lieve this would have been bet­ 
ter?

Plea For At Least 13 Pet. 
Hike In Salaries For Faculty 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The state’s top educators yes­ 
terday pleaded for “ at least" a 
13 per cent jump in college and 
university faculty salaries in 
1971-72 and warned California 
would otherwise face loss of its 
best teachers and researchers. 
President Charles J. Hitch of 
the University of California and 
Chancellor Glenn S: Durake of 
the California State Colleges 
presented the cause before the 
Assembly 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Subcommittee on faculty sala­ 
ries and fringe benefits. 
The administrators warned 
the Assembly committee that if 
salary increases were not prov­ 
ided the University of Califor­ 
nia and the state colleges face 
the possibility of becoming se­ 
cond-class institutions.. 
Hitch, 
in his presentation, 
said the university “urgently 
requests” the committee to sup­ 
port the 13 per cent salary' in­ 
crease. 
“This is the amount of in­ 
creased compensation which is 
necessary to retain the distin­ 
guished faculty which has prod­ 
uced a state university of the 
first rank,” be said. 
“It is the amount necessary 
to enable the university to com­ 
pete with other institutions in 
filling vacancies.” 
Hitch added that the increase 
was “needed to raise academic 
compensation to the level which 


existed 20 months ago, before 
the erosion of inflation reduced 
the purchasing power of these 
accomplished 
and 
deserving 
people.” 
Dumke 
presented a docu­ 
mented study of 102: compara­ 
ble state colleges in other areas 
relating to salary increases for 
the academic salary group, sa­ 
lary increases for the support, 
staff and improvement in fringe 
benefits of alístate college per­ 
sonnel. 
“This study showed that the 
California state colleges are 
currently lagging behind the 
median comparison institutions 
of this group,” Dumke said. 
•The average state college 
salary for 1970-71 is $13,714 — 
the projected average salary of 
the median institution for 1971- 
72 is $15,394. This is a lag of 
slightly less than 13 per cent.” 
Dumke said a log of six per

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HIGH SCHOOL PROGRAM 
A Taste Of Hospital Life 


By LARRY MOWELL 
Sorting out those who are in­ 
terested in a medical career 
from those who only think they 
are is the purpose of a high 
school program at Marin and 
Ross general hospitals. 
The project, known as the 
Work 
Experience 
Education 
Program, has offered 73 high 
school students from through­ 
out Marin a taste of hospital 
life since it began in the spring 
of 1969, according to A. Denis 
Ragan, coordinator of the pro­ 
gram. 
The students, all juniors and 
seniors, spend a semester at 
the hospitals learning opera­ 
tions of the various depart­ 
ments, Ragan, a teacher at 
Redwood High School, said. 
The students take a class 
from 1:30 to 3 p.m. Monday 
through Friday to obtain first­ 
hand knowledge. “The whole 
idea is to get them out into the 
real world,” Ragan said. 
While not u n i q u e in the 


state, the Marin program is the 
most extensive, Ragan said. 
Currently enrolled are 10 from 
Redwood, four from Terra Lin­ 
da High School and one from 
Marin Catholic High School. 
The program had to turn 
away 11 other students, Ragan 
said, despite requirements that 
the potential doctors and nurses 
buy their own uniforms and ar­ 
range transportation. 
While working at the hospi­ 
tals requires 
more sacrifice 
than taking a course at school, 
the students at Marin General 
were enthusiastic about the pro­ 
gram. 
The young people — who had 
to express a “serious interest in 
learning more about the medi­ 
cal field to be selected — each 
said the desire for medical 
professions 
has 
been 
rein­ 
forced. 
There have been only four 
dropouts in two years, Ragan 
said. 


Redwood senior, who had been 
interested in nursing in a men­ 
tal health facility, said, 
“1 
might change my mind because 
I’ve become interested in eve­ 
rything I have gone into so 
far.” 
Since her class started Feb. 
8, she has worked in the phar­ 
macy, X-ray and physical ther­ 
apy sections of the hospitals. 
Other departments in which 
the students are trained include 
nursing, laboratory and admin­ 
istration. The students are ro­ 
tated t h r o u g h the various 
departments 
to learn about 
each. 
Gus Roland, also a 17-year- 
old Redw'ood senior, said, “I 
wanted to see how interested. I 
really was. I didn’t really have 
any exposure.” 
He said his desire to be a 
doctor has increased during his 
work at the hospital. Working 
in physical therapy, he said, 
has enabled him. to learn how­ 
to teach p e o p l e to use their 


bodies again. 
While the students in physical 
training get a lot of first-hand 
experience, some of the other 
departments provide less satis­ 
fying tasks, the students said. 
Under the direction of hospi­ 
tal personnel at all times, the 
students are shown how each 
department functions, but in 
some departments their contri­ 
bution is limited. 
In the lab, Roland said, stu- 
d e n t s are shown, how' to do 
blood and urine tests, how to do 
throat cultures, and how to type 
blood... However, they cannot do 
the actual tests. 
Girls assigned to the materni­ 
ty ward grudgingly accept bas­ 
ic chores — feeding babies and 
changing diapers. 
However, all the students at 
Marin General claimed the oc­ 
casional drudgery' is compen­ 
sated for at other times. Sonja 
Horn, a Redwood senior, was 
excited about seeing a child 
born. 


Others laughed about trying 
to 
revive 
Recusci-Annie, 
a 
dummy used to practice resus­ 
citation procedures. 
Karen Rossi said she liked 
the intensive care unit best be­ 
cause she can work with pa­ 
tients, but. in the recovery room 
“you just sit around.” 
All of the Redwood students 
are at Marin General while the 
other five are at Ross General. 
The program is the same at 
each hospital, but in Ross, the 
smaller hospital, the students 
get to know people faster, Ro­ 
land said. He began at Ross but 
was switched to Marin General. 
Whichever hospital the stu­ 
dents are assigned to, the expe- 
r i e n c e seems to whet their 
appetites to study some aspect 
of medicine... 
Miss H o r n , who has been 
helping nurses in the emergen­ 
cy room, said, “I remember 
one time I would have liked, to 
help, but I haven’t had the ex­ 
perience.” 
She hopes to get that experi­ 
ence someday, using the class 
at the hospital as a stepping 
stone.

The Commerce Department 
reported a rise in new factory 
orders in January', the third 
consecutive monthly rise. 
It 
was good news for investors 
because it was regarded as a 
strong indication the economy 
is recovering as the Adminis­ 
tration had predicted. 
In addition, 
the Federal 
Reserve Board, an independent 
organization 
which regulates 


the nation's monetary policy 
predicted an overall improve­ 
ment .in the economy this year. 
But it said one key to overall 
economic activity would be the 
behavior of consumers. 


In a 58-page preview of its 
annual 
report, 
the 
Federal 
Reserve noted “the extent to 
which consumer spending will 
rebound in 1971 is a critical 
question in appraising the likely 
speed of economic recovery.”

Eskimo Art In Sausalito 


For more than 1,000 years the Eskimos who 
inhabit remote King Island in the Bering Sea 
have carved tools and. artifacts from ivory 
and turned animal skins into clothing. 


Three Kings Island Eskimos are in Sausali­ 
to for the next two weeks, dem onstrating the 
N 
ancient crafts which have been passed on to 
them , relatively unchanged, from antiquity. 


The three, Paul and Cecilia Nattanguk and 
Romeo Katexac, can be seen daily at the 
Scrim shaw, 759 Bridge way. While the men 
carve diamond-hard w alrus tusk into unique 
statues and such useful items as cribbage 
boards, Mrs. Nattanguk sews rabbit and seal 
fur into moccasins and. other kinds of wearing 
apparel. 


All the craftsmen use the same tools Eski­ 


mo artisans have used for centuries, although 
the blades are metal now, where once they 
w ere stone. 


‘ Sealskin 
Charlie” 
McAlprin, 
a 
young 
American turned Arctic trader who brought, 
the trio to Sausalito after a month’s stay in 
Hawaii said the old arts are becoming obso­ 
lete even in Alaska, as the state industrializes 
the Eskimo artists move to cities and towns. 


The trip to the states was the first trip out 
of Alaska for the Nattanguks and. Katexac... 
They came, according to McAlprin, because it 
seemed like a pleasant change from the frigid 
Alaska winter. 


After Sausalito, which the trader noticed on 
a previous trip to California and decided to 
return to for a visit, the craftsmen will go 


back to Nome where they have lived for three 
years since moving from the island which lies 
halfway between Alaska and Siberia. 


In Nome, they make the art objects and 
clothing for a living. McAlprin, who moved, 


to Alaska six years ago from Colorado, trav­ 


els all over the remote areas of the state, 


buying arts and craftwork from. Eskimos in 


fishing camps and tiny villages. 


He m et the trio about five years ago and 
because he was impressed, by the quality of 
their work (“ It is the finest of its kind I’ve 
seen”), invited them to go into business with 
him... 


Most of the carvings and fur clothing are 
sold to gift stores throughout Alaska.

MIAMI (LC) —An exploratory 
examination of the papacy from 
historical and theological per­ 
spectives marked the opening 
of the seventh year of doctrinal 
discussions between Lutheran 
and Roman Catholic theologi­ 
ans. 
Held recently St. John Vian- 
ney Minor Seminary, the sem­ 
iannual session was the 12th in 
a series initiated in mid-1965 
under the joint auspices of the 
USA Nal.ion.al Committee of the 
Lutheran World Federation and 
the US Bishops’ Committee for 
Ecumenical and Interreligious 
Affairs. 
Nineteen churchmen — eight 
Lutherans and 11 Catholics — 
considered "The Papacy . as 
Expression of the Teaching 
Ministry of the Church” as a. 
sub-topic to the overall theme, 
"The Teaching Ministry of the 
Church.” 


Participants in the talks em­ 
phasized that the authority of 
scripture, 
tradition, 
creeds, 
confessions, bishops, and coun­ 
cils are also integral parts, of 
the Church’s teaching ministry 
and that this relationship will 
emerge more clearly by first 
discussing the papal office. 
Fifteen essays on various as­ 
pects of the papacy — regarded 
as the chief problem, of polity 
between the two communions — 
were discussed by the scholars 
as background material to in- 
depth studies of the main theme 
at future sessions.

When young people complain 
that church services are boring, 
they are merely saying out loud 
what a great many adults have 
always thought. 
The plain, truth, to1 which any 
veteran churchgoer can attest, 
is that worship all too often is 
as dull, dreary, formalized and 
uninspiring a routine as one is 
likely to encounter in modem 
society. 
It got 'that way 'because of a 
notion widely held among our 
Puritan 
ancestors and 
still 
fairly prevalent in churches 
that worshipping God is a grave 
duty to be undertaken at the 
proper times and places with 
the utmost solemnity. 
This grim approach to' piety 
finds no warrant in 'the 'New 
Testament. To Jesus Christ, 
worship was a joyous business, 
a way of celebrating the good 
news that God is and God 
cares. 
WAKING UP 
Fortunately, 
and 
not 
a 
moment too soon, churches are 
beginning to wake up 'to 'the 
fact that worship is supposed to 
be a shared happiness, not a 
penance. 
The Roman Catholic Church 
has 
extensively revised 
its 
liturgy in the past five years. 
Many of the major Protestant 
bodies—including 
Episcopali­ 
ans, Presbyterians, Lutherans 
and Methodists—are in the pro­ 
cess of overhauling their accus­ 
tomed rites. 
All these efforts at liturgical 
renewal have several things in 
common. They are designed to 
draw the 
congregation 
into 
active 
participation, 
rather 
1 than 
passive 
spectatocship. 
They emphasize community— 
the fact that worship is the 
corporate act of a body of 
people who are supposed to be 
united to each other by strong 
bonds of love and understand­ 
ing. They provide for a degree 
of variety, so 'that every service 
need not be a carbon copy of 
what was done the week before. 
NE LITURGIES 
But the most profound and 
far-reaching change involved in 
the new liturgies is a rediscove­ 
ry of joy and thanksgiving as 
the authentic notes of Christian 
worship. 
The New Worship 'book of the 
United Presbyterian Church, 
for example, suggests this ray- 
er to be said at the beginning of 
a service;. 
"God of grace: You have 
given us minds to know you, 
hearts, to love you, and voices 
to' sing your praise;. Fill us with 
Holy 
Spirit, 
so 
we 
may 
celebrate your glory, and truly 
worship you.” 
At another point 
in 
the 
service, the minister says—and 
if he has any feeling for the 
line, he’ll say it with an 
exul.ta.nt .shout: 
“Friends, believe the good 
news of the gospel!” 
And the congregation 
re­ 
sponds in unison: 
“In Jesus Christ we are 
forgiven.” 
The spirit of joyous celebra­ 
tion is spreading from the 
words to the music of public 
worship. Pastors .are learning 
that the entire mood of a 
service can be altered simply 
by choosing hymns that are 
joyous and triumphant rather 
than 
dolorous. 
In 
some 
churches, musical experimenta­ 
tion has gone much further. 
Washington's famed Episcopal 
Cathedral, for example, now 
conducts—each Sunday morning 
a "guitar mass” 
in which 
young musicians celebrate the 


mysteries of life with a hard- 
driving rock tempo. 


Even dancing, 
which 
the 
Puritans 
regarded 
as 
an 
invention 
of 
the 
Devil, 
is 
.coming back .into' sancutary 
where—as. toe Old Testament 
clearly records—it originated as 
an expression of joyous grati­ 
tude to God. 


Other forms of physical 
activity which permit worship­ 
pers to move around instead of 
sitting rooted to toe pew are 
being utilized to add a little life 
to services. Many churches now 
include in each service the 


ancient ritual of “passing the 
peace” in which every person 
embraces toe one next to him 
and says, "May the peace of 
God be always with you.” 
Some churches have proces­ 
sionals in which not only toe 
choir and minister but all 
members of the congregation 
get up and march about toe 
aisles bearing colorful banners. 
This writer’s all-time favorite 
banner, which sums up the 
whole 
spirit 
of 
the 
new 
approach to worship, was 
carried by a very small 'boy in 
a Christmas eve procession. It 
said: 


"Hooray for God.” 
Some church members who 
are no longer young in spirit or 
body look askance at such 
innovations. But young people— 
and a surprisingly large num­ 
ber of old people—are respond­ 
ing enthusiastically. 


However novel 
they may 
seem to those who have grown 
accustomed to stodginess in 
worship, none of these things 
.are really new. They are rather 
a return to Hie Biblical view 
expressed by the psalmist who 
described worship as “making 
a joyful noise unto toe Lord.”

Fred Small: 'Revolutionary For God' 


By GEORGE NEVIN 
It’s doubtful that many of 
Marin's commuters find the 
twice-daily drive along High­ 
way 101 very inspiring. 
But Rev. Fred C. Small, pas­ 
tor of the Marin City Church of 
God, can’t travel the highway 
without being reminded of a 
day in 1957 when he was struck 
by an inspiration so strong that 
it changed his life. 
The 
experience marked a 
turning point in his life — of 
that Reverend Small is certain. 
As he tells it: 
“I had been thirsting for a 
life in God, seeking the deeper 
experience I’d been reading 
about in the Bible, a complete 
surrendering of myself to the 
Lord.” 
“AFTER MUCH prayer and 
fasting, it came to me as I was 
driving on the freeway. The 
Lord poured so much heaven

into my soul that I could hardly 
contain myself, but I didn’t lose 
control, I drove home and went 
into the study and enjoyed the 
presence of the Lord.” 
“That experience,” said Rev­ 
erend S m a l l , with a quick 
smile, “revolutionized my life. 
And I’ve been a revolutionary 
ever since.” 
Like most profound experi­ 
ences, Reverend Small’s enligh- 
t e n m e n t 
didn’t 
happen 
overnight. He had been working 
toward it — though he wasn’t 
aware of the fact — for years.” 
THE CHAIN of events that 
led to his spiritual experience, 
w hich in turn led to his becom­ 


ing pastor of the Church of God 
and Marin City’s best-known 
religious figure, can be traced 
to his service in the Air Force 
during the Korean war. 
“ I had a good friend — a 
drinking buddy — in Korea,” 
he said during an interview in 
his office at the church. “We 
both were transferred from Ko­ 
rea and lost track of each oth­ 
er, but I found him again when 
I was sent to Hamilton Air 
Force Base just before my dis­ 
charge.” 
The friend had taken up re­ 
sidence in Marin City and had 
been converted to the Church of 
God, and he couldn’t wait to get

“AT FIRST, I refused to go 
to a service,” said Reverend 
Small, his eyes twinkling, “but 
he persisted and finally, just to 
get him off my back, I agreed.” 
Reverend 
Small found he 
liked 
the 
informal, friendly 
church, and went back a second 
time and then a third. 
“I heard it was possible for a 
man to become a new creature 
and 1 was so intrigued that I 
wanted to try it for myself. And 
lo and behold, it worked!” 
As he tells it, he went to the 
altar, asked God lor forgive­ 
ness and then went back and 
led his wife to the altar with 
him. 


“FROM THAT day in 1954 
we’ve had nothing but peace 
and 
c o n t i n u e d 
spiritual 
growth,’’ said the minister. 
But acceptance of God is a 
long way from accepting a call 
to the ministry, as Fred Small 
soon learned. After his vision 
on the freeway he began study­ 
ing under local tutors and min­ 
isters, and then went to San 
Francisco Bible College. After 
a few correspondence courses, 
he was made assistant pastor of 
the Marin City church in 1960 
and then b e c a m e its leader 
when the pastor moved out of 
town. 
Reverend Small believes he 
{ was fortunate tp¡ ^epjr his cjidl- 
* ing io the mgiistiy^so.QlearlyT^ 


Many people miss their calling 
and wind up in areas of the 
spiritual world for which they 
have no talent, he believes. 
LIKE ANY pursuit, being a 
m i n i s t e r takes a certain 
amount of talent. “A good cook 
doesn’t learn to cook in school 
if he has no talent for cooking 
in the first place,” he said, 
“and a preacher is a preacher 
before he’s called.” 
After he was called, the rest 
was 
easy, 
Reverend 
Small 
said: “The spirit permeated 
me, and I began preaching.” 
Reverend Small’s ideas on 
the purpose of life and theology 
center around the notion that 
all men have one purpose in 
life: to glorify God. 
“Nobody is here accidental­ 
ly," he said, “but we all have a 
purpose for our existence. Ev­ 
ery man is a vessel, a channel 
whereby God reveals himself 
on earth.” 
MAN, HE believes, is a ser­ 
vant, not a r o b o t , and was 
made of earth but inspired by 
heaven. “He has citizenship in 
both places,” Small declares. 
God’s master plan doesn’t re­ 
quire everyone to be preachers 
like himself, Reverend Small 
thinks. “ Every man is different 
but his differences are the prod­ 
uct of the total plan to manifest 
all of the attributes of a great 
God to a great body of people. 
Every talent is needed.” 
Much of Reverend Small’s 
work since becoming pastor of 
the Marin City Church of God 
has been in organizing and run­ 
ning what he calls the Triple I- 
C, or Interdenominational In­ 
terracial.

Crusade. 
THE CRUSADE began in 
1969 with a tent m e e t i n g in 
Marin City, was moved to Corte

He 
made flowers of different hues, 
hills of different heights, oceans 
of vast dimensions and people 
of different colors, but all with 
one purpose: that God and hu­ 
manity may be one. And that's 
my purpose, too.’’ 
DÉSPITE Reve re nd Sma IT's 
optimism for the success of his 
work, he can’t help but feel that 
the world has a long way to go 
to attain peace and brother­ 
hood. 
“ We're trying to shift gears 
in a society that has a great 
talent for sliding backwards. 
We re going in the opposite di­ 
rection from what we should be 
going; we’re closer to war than 
peace,’’ said the 40-year-old 
minister.

Reverend Small disputes the 
myth, as he sees it. that Chris­ 
tianity is a doleful religion that 
precludes its followers from 
having fun. 
“I'VE NEVER had so much 
fun in all my life as when I 
found Christ," he says. “ But 
before I was converted I tried 
to have fun. but couldn’t. 1 did 
everything — I sang, danced, 
chased women, tried to drink 
my troubles away. None of it 
worked.” 
Reverend 
Small 
believes 
most people have their priori­ 
ties reversed when it comes to 
expecting things out of life. 
“Christ said to seek first the 
Kingdom of Heaven and all 
these things will be added unto 
you,” he points out. 
“The tragedy of most people 
is that they seek pleasure first 
and God second. That’s when 
we get the illusion that if we 
have God we can't have plea­ 
sure. This is not true." 
IF PEOPLE would “seek 
eternal security before they 
seek m aterial and physical se­ 


curity, they wouldn’t lack for 
anything,” he believes. 
Reverend Small doesn't con­ 
sider himself a religious person 
— “Religion is like a rocking 
chair; it gives you plenty to do 
but gets you nowhere” — but a 
geuine “ born-again child of God 
who’s found his place." 
Unhappiness, he believes, is a 
result of not being in the proper 
place in life. “ People ought to 
be miserable and unhappy 
when they’re not in their slot,” 
he says. “In the Lord we get all 
we want and want all we get, 
but we have no excesses and we 
have no want.” 
UNDER 
R E V E R E N I) 
Small’s direction the Church of 
God has grown from a small 
congregation without a perm a­ 
nent home to a church of some 
60 families. 
The church used to meet in 
an old cleaning shop, and then 
in a room at the recreation 
center,” he says. “But when 
most of our furniture got ruined 
by leaking water and by rats, 
we decided to look for a perm a­ 
nent home.” 
A building program was suc­ 
cessful in raising enough funds 
to buy a plot of land at Drake 
Avenue and Bucklew Street, 
and the c h u r c h was able to 
borrow to build the sanctuary. 
It was complete in 1965. 
IN HIS NEW building Rever­ 
end Small has attempted to fa- 
s h i o ti a truly nondenomina­ 
tional, 
interracial 
church. 
‘ ‘ T h i s isn't a black or 
white c h u r c h , but God's 
church,” he says — “a place 
where all people are invited to 
share.” 
The Church of God. Reverend 
Small reports, has “a beautiful 
relationship with a number of 
churches in Marin County. 
Members of these churches 
come to visit us a lot, and every 
Sunday we have a goodly num­ 
ber of persons of varied reli­ 
gious and ethnic backgrounds." 
He emphasizes that “the spir­ 
itual atmosphere here is not 
one of wild emotionalism. We 
try to make people with vary­ 
ing modes of worship comforta­ 
ble to be here with us.” 
THE A T T E M P T at the 
Church of God, he says, is “not 
to try to hammer people into a 
certain mold but to challenge 
them spiritually and encourage 
their souls to grow — and all of 
this without fanaticism .” 
While Reverend Small admits 
that his official title is pastor of 
the Church of God of Marin 
City, he actually considers him­ 
self “ pastor of Marin County.” 
"Anywhere there’s a need, 
I’m there. The whole county is 
my parish.”

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Master Chef 
At The House 
Of Cannelloni 
Bill Bisson Caters To The 
Demand For Haute Cuisine 


II you think of the typical 
master chef as being short and 
rotund, temperamental and Eu­ 
ropean, you’re in for a big sur­ 
prise when you first meet Bill 
Bisson, 
At six feet two inches tall, 
Bill weighs in at 207 pounds of 
mostly bone and muscle. He 
loves fun and people. And he 
was born right here in Califor­ 
nia in —of all places — Angels 
Camp! 
But if his attributes and ori­ 
gin are atypical, Bill Bisson’s 
credentials as a master of 
haute cuisine are impeccable. 
His Medallions of Beef a la 
Bisson. Lasagne Verde de la 
Casa, 
Capon Flambe, Steak 
Diane, Cannelloni and Crepes 
Suzettes are justia few of the 
culinary creations that have en­ 
deared Bill to the Bay Area’s 
most finicky gourmets. 
AS A MATTER of fact, Bill’s 
Crepes Suzettes received na­ 
tionwide publicity as early as 
1952 when they were featured in 
“The Sullivan Slant,” a column 
then appearing in newspapers 
throughout the country. Here’s 
what columnist Sullivan had to 
say: 
“Then there’s a place on 
Pacific Avenue in San Fran­ 
cisco called Paris Louvre, 
‘The House of Crepes Suz­ 
ettes,'where you couldn’t get 
a bad meal to save your life. 
Everything is perfect. . . but 
it’s the Crepes Suzettes that 
make the customers talk to 
themselves. 
“ There’s a guy who must 
be 
about 
six-feet-six 
all 
dressed up in a tall white 
chef's hat, and he devotes 
practically all of his time to 
whipping up those wonderful 
little pancakes. He assembles 
all of the ingredients in a 
saucepan right at your table, 
then the lights are doused and 
the mixture is set afire, and 
the crepes ladled with the 
flaming elixir. Heavenly ! 
“ . . . Yes, Bill B i s s o n 
knows the restaurant busi­ 
ness from all a n g l e s . He 
could make a pretty good liv­ 
ing in any phase of it. But 
Bill is smart enough to let his 
competitors take care of the 
run-of-the-mill trade while he 
capitalizes on his individual 
specialty. 
“ If that sort of approach 
works so successfully with 
Crepes Suzettes, it might be 
interesting to speculate upon 
other applications, don’t you 
think?’’ 
IF 
COLUMNIST 
Sullivan 
added a few i n c h e s to the 
“white-hatted giant’s” actual 
height, he also omitted one 
highlight of Bill’s career —his 
war years with the U .S. Mer­ 
chant Marine — in which, as a 
chief commissary steward, h e 1 


supervised 
the loading, stor­ 
age, menus and preparation 
of food on ships leaving San 
Francisco for the war zones. 
After the war — and for the 
two years prior to his move to 
the Paris Louvre — Bisson was 
at the P a l - a c e Hotel in San 
Francisco. Working under the 
famous Adolph Bach at the Pa­ 
lace was to Bill one of his most 
rewarding experiences in the 
fine art of preparing and serv­ 
ing food. 
Bill’s Paris Louvre era ended 
in 1959 when he and his part­ 
ner, Adolph Motta, sold the res­ 
taurant. But the two men joined 
forces again in 1955 to purchase 
the West End Villa at Second 
and G Streets in San Rafael. 
The restaurant was complete­ 
ly remodeled and redecorated 
in Victorian style and opened in 
September of that year as Bill 
& Adolph's West End Villa, 
with Bill managing the new res­ 
taurant while his partner con­ 
tinued running his own well- 
known San Francisco restaur­ 
ant, Adolph's. 
AS WOULD BE expected, BUI 
spends much of his time inWest 
End Villa’s immaculate kitch­ 
en. But when the rush of lun­ 
cheon or d i n n e r orders has 
passed the peak you can count 
on Bill appearing in the dining 
room to greet his many friends 
and circulate among the tables 
to make sure that all have tho­ 
roughly enjoyed their food and 
the way it was served. 
Although 
the “white-hatted 
giant’s’’ skill and artistry in 
preparing Crepes Suzettes is 
undiminished 
and 
still very 
much in demand, Bill has per­ 
fected a new specialite de la 
maison which has earned the 
West End Villa the sobriquet of 
“The House of Cannelloni.” 
Here's his recipe for this Ita- 
Jjan dish:

• Serves 8) 


Force m eat: 
1 1 lb. pork butt 
2 lbs. chicken 
*4 lb. veal 
',4 lb. Riccotta cheese 
2 tablespoons 
Parmesan 
cheese 
1 egg 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Boil pork, chicken and veal 
together with just enough water 
to cover, adding 2 carrots, 1 
medium-sized onion, 2 large 
sprigs of parsley, 1 stalk of 
celery, 1 leek, 1 bay leaf and 2 
cloves after blanching. 
When meat has been cooked 
and deboned, grind very fine 
and then mix with remainder of 
above ingredients.

CREPES 
Vi cup flour 
1Í4 cups milk 
3 eggs 
Vi teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon butter 
Mix above ingredients. On 
griddle heat a little salad oil or 
shortening. Drop batter in 4- 
inch rounds on griddle; cook, 
turning once, until light brown 
on both sides, then lay crepes 
out flat on table and roll each 
one around the force meat. 
Trim both ends off for uniform 
size.Place a thick tomato sauce 
about Vi-inch deep in a 2-inch 
deep baking dish. Then arrange 
Cannellonis in this dish on the 
tomato sauce, spacing them 
about an inch apart.

THIS GENERATION now in 
its 20s has also played a major 
role in the upgrading of food 
service in the United States, he 
says,Hot dogs, hamburgers and 
apple pie may still be Ameri­ 
ca’s national fare.

man of the science department 
at Redwood High School, was 
granted a half-year sabbatical 
to study geology and paleontolo­ 
gy at University of Edinburgh 
in Scotland. 
He and his wife Ysabel — a 
former teacher — took their 
four children along and enrolled 
them in Scottish schools. This 
turned out to be a fringe benefit 
which the Johnsons think may 
be more important than what 
the h u s b a n d learned at the 
university. 
THE ELDEST son, Michael, 
13, was enrolled in Fort Augus­ 
tus Abbey School in the Scottish 
Highlands at the foot of Loch 
N ess on the Caledonian Canal. 
Sons Patrick, 12, and Timo­ 
thy, 10, were enrolled in Carle­ 
kemp Priory School at North 
Berwick, where the Firth of 
F o r t h meets the North Sea. 
This and Fort Augustus Abbey 
School are both operated by the 
Order of St. Benedict. 
Daughter Teresa, 5, entered 
first grade at a neighborhood 
state-operated school in Edin­ 
burgh — for while in Scotland 
there is no kindergarten, chil­ 
dren start the first grade at age 
5. 
MICHAEL IS still at Fort Au­ 
gustus. The rest returned home 
last month, for the father to 
resum e 
teaching 
biology at 
Redwood High with the start of 
the second semester.

self in Ross School kindergar­ 
ten —about which she is a bit 
unhappy, since she had started 
learning first grade readin’, 
writin’ and 'rithmetic in Scot­ 
land, 
The Firth of Forth and the 
foot of Loch Ness (“ Many in 
Fort Augustus, both from the 
shore and while on the loch, 
have had excellent sightings of 
the Monster,” says a brochure 
describing Fort Augustus Ab­ 
bey and its school) might seem 
unlikely places for a pair of 
Marin 
County 
educators, 
trained in the modern thought 
and techniques of California’s 
public school system, to acquire 
a new idea of the meaning of 
education. But it fumed out 
that way. 


“THE REALLY significant 
difference” between the schools 
of Scotland and those of Califor­ 
nia, said Johnson— choosing 
his words carefully — is the 
“ much broader general educa­ 
tional 
background” 
provided 
there. 
He said this applies to En­ 
glish schools, also, of which he 
visited several while on his 
leave. 
Other significant differences, 
he said, are that the Scottish 
(and English) schools offer few­ 
er electives in early years — 
thus assuring more uniform, 
well-rounded education for all; 
that they have concommitant 
study of subjects which are 
■treated in isolation in California 
(this applying particu* 


dents must pass one of several 
national examinations. 


THE R E S U L T is what is 
being talked about here as “ac­ 
countability.” 
Although Fort Augustus and 
Carlekemp schools are operat­ 
ed by Benedictine monks, they 
are organized along much the 
same lines as the E n g l i s h - 
“public’’ (i.e., private) boarding 
schools. And though neither has 
its Arnold of Rugby, they are 
run today much like the Rugby 
of Thomas Arnold, immortal­ 
ized in “Torn Brown’s School 
Days” well over a century ago. 
The boys attend school six 
days a week, although Satur­ 
day’s is a short session, with* 
much time for sports (rugby, 
hockey, cricket, tennis, swim­ 
ming and golf at both schools). 
There is Mass on Sunday for 
the Catholic boys, who make up 
a small majority of the enroll­ 
ment of 140 at Fort Augustus 
and of half that number at Car­ 
lekemp. 


BOYS ENTER Carlekemp at 
age 8 and m ay continue there 
until 14 or go on to Fort Augus­ 
tus at 12. 
Besides the sports, there are 
hikes and outings. Movies — 
selected to appeal to the boys — 
are shown each weekend at the 
schools themselves. 
But there are eight class per­ 
iods a day, plus supervised stu­ 
dy hall, after tea. The boys aré 
assigned 
to 
“houses,” 
with 
ch house supervised largely 
tho older boys, themselves, 
M usi jpT e ¿amí their own 
s, m ake* áteir *cwn beds, 


and appear washed, combed, 
uniformed 
and 
with 
shining 
shoes each morning. And the 
uniform includes a tie. 
This is the “old school tie” of 
British legend, and “old boys” 
(graduates) wear it with pride. 


BOTH THESE schools, and 
the 
Scottish 
state-operated 
schools, 
said 
Mrs. 
Johnson, 
probably “are comparable to 
good U.S. s c h o o l s 50 years 
agp.” All emphasize basic stu­ 
dies, 
patriotism, 
and 
moral 
training — non-sectarian reli­ 


gious education is included in 
the state schools also. 
The eight-period day makes 
possible 
a wider curriculum 
than students can take in even 
the largest U.S. schools. 
Johnson 
produced 
a 
class 
schedule 
from 
Leominster 
Grammar School in England, 
which does not have Saturday 
classes. Its 40 periods per week 
include at a single grade level 
five of mathematics, six of En­ 
glish, two of history, three of 
geography, five of French, two 
of chemistry, two of physics, 
two of art, two of domestic 
science for girls or woodwork 
for boys, two of religious educa­ 
tion, four of physical education

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“form period” which is some­ 
what like California’s “ home 
room .” 


EACH PERIOD is 35 min­ 
utes, and Johnson said teachers 
do not feel longer classes would 
be an advantage. 


In the fourth and fifth forms 
( f i r s t and second year high 
school), each student takes nine 
subjects of which four may be 
electives. 


It all s o u n d s very old-fa­ 
shioned, the Johnsons admitted. 
So does the Carlekemp claim in 
a prospectus: 
“ In educating 
boys in a friendly atmosphere, 
we aim at developing in them a 
sense of responsibility, self-dis­ 
cipline and a true sense of val­ 
ues so that they may one day 
take their place in society.”

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He's Behind The Mike At KTIM 
Young Clint Weyrauch Presides Over 
Marin Station's New Rock Show

There’s a new sound on Marin 
County’s radio station these 
evenings. 
Those who dial 100.9 on their 
Frequency Modulation sets find 
themselves listening from 8 p.m. 
to 
midnight, 
Mondays 
to 
Thursdays, to rock music on the 
station that has long been known 
for its more traditional music 
and public affairs program­ 
ming. 
It is all, says Hugh Turner, 
KTIM president and general 
manager, part of a movement 
“to add a new dimension to our 
programming.” 
IN 
OTHER 
words, 
it 
represents a bold bid by the 
Marin station for the younger 
radio audience that in the past 
has customarily tuned their sets 
to one of the several San 
Francisco stations specializing 
in rock. 
KTIM has dubbed its new four- 
hour program simply “The 
Show.** 
The man behind the turntable 
and microphone for “The Show” 
is Clint Wyrauch, a slender and 
energetic 
23-year-old 
of 
moderately-long hair and an 
inordinateiy-wide range of in­ 
terests. 
WEYRAUCH, San Francisco 
bom, continues to live there, 
commuting between that city 
and San Rafael for his KTIM job. 
Rut he is on the alert for a Marin 
apartment that would suit his 
bachelor needs. 
Weyrauch 
attended 
San 
Francisco public schools, but for 
his college education traveled 
across the country to attend 
College 
of New 
York at 


Schenectady where he earned a 
Bachelor of Arts Degree in 
economics. 
With him • to New York 
Weyrauch took a long-felt in­ 
terest in rock music and a 
special fascination for radio. 
ON DAY, he remembers, he 
just happened to stroll into the 
offices radio station, WRUC, 
“just out of curiosity — to find 
out how they operated.” 
This led to a discussion with 
the management of Weyrauch’s 
favorite subject, rock music, 
“and before I knew it, they had 
put me to work in the studio.” 
Soon Weyrauch was presiding 
overa program that he says was 
quite similar to his present show 
on KTIM. 


“I FELT THERE was a real 
need for rock music at the 
college,” he says. “It was not 
only what the students wanted, 
but also what they needed.” 
His show there ran from 
midnight to 2 a.m. which, with 
his studies, made for what 
Weyrauch admits was “a rough 
schedule.” Still, he stuck with it, 
and radio became more and 
more a part of his blood stream. 
Among his listeners were not 
only the college of New York 
students, but also the co-eds of 
the all-girl Skidmore College

nearby. There the girls lived in 
all-steel dormitories that shut 
out all radio programming 
except for WRUC which was 
piped into the buildings by 
carrier current through the 
electrical system. 
“WE HAD A monopoly,” 
smiles Weyrauch. 
His new-found satisfaction in 
radio caused Weyrauch to obtain 
summer work during vacations 
at home with San Francisco’s 
KMPX for whom he did the 
broadcasting from the much 
publicized Teen Fair at the Cow 
Palace in 1966. 
Weyrauch 
graduated 
at 
Schenectady in June of 1969, and 
went to Europe for awhile, 
touring 
that continent 
by 
motorcycle. 
BACK IN this country, he went 
to work for KTIM which 
broadcasts from the Indepen- 
dentJournal Building, Fifth and 
B, San Rafael, in May of 1970. 
Not too much later Weyrauch 
found himself shifted to KTIM’s 
sister city in Lake County , KBLC 
at Lakeport, and found that

experience

them — have very little interest 
in rock music. The country or • 
the popular stuff is their bag.'*1 
WEYRAUCH was happy to 
return to Marin and KTIM in 
November of 1970. “There just 
didn’t seem to be enough 
stimulation up there,’ ’ he says of 
the Lake County job. 
Soon after his return KTIM 
general manager Turner and 
Weyrauch began laying plans 
for that station’s first regularly 
scheduled rock music show. 
Previously KTIM had carried 
some “live” rock music from 
The Lion’s Share, but had of­ 
fered no disc jockey program­ 
ming to challenge the big San 
Francisco rock stations of KFRC 
and KYA for the attentions of 
young listeners. 
WAYRAUCH says: “ Hugh 
Turner has been behind me all 
the way. This surprises some, 
since KTIM has something of a 
reputation for a more con­ 
servative, traditional broad­ 
casting. 
But . 
a 
closer 
examination would show that 
KTIM has always been In­ 
novative, 
willing 
to 
try 
something new and striving for a 
variety in its programs.” 
What can KTIM offer young 
Marinites in the late hours that 
they cannot already hear on the 
San Francisco stations? 
Greater selectivity, for one 
thing, answers Weyrauch. “We 
try to play the very best rock 
music.” 
And a sensible, appealing 
format, for another. 
“WE DON’T go off on tangents 
with a 15-minute jazz cut or an 
hour of talk,” he says. “In fact 
we try to hold the talk down to a 
minimum. We keep a tight 
show.” 
But Weyrauch does work in 
announcements and comments 
that he feels will be of special, 
local interest to his audience — 
what is coming up at pep- 


perland, scheduled concerts, a 
plug for Marin Open House or 
Center Point, etc. 
Most 
of 
the 
recordings 
Weyrauch plays come from his 
own 
collection, 
which 
he 
estimates to number 1,000 discs 
and tapes “dating back to 1955 or 
so and the heyday of Elvis 
Presley and Chuck Berry.” 
MARIN RECORD shops such 
as the Sound Shop provide him 
with more music. “And of course 
we get some records from the 
promoters.” 
Is there any good reason for 
offering Marin four hours of rock 
music four nights a week? Are 
the songs really worth the 
listening? Are they better, or 
worse, than the music of earlier 
generations? 
“Music has evolved,” says 
Weyrauch. “From the ordinary 
love songs of the past we have 
progressed to music today with 
more depth and with real social 
portent Each song, if you listen, 
has a social message for our 
day. . 
“IN OTHER words, today’s 
music has socially redeeming 
features that go beyond the 
sound itself which many young 
people find so pleasing. There is 
a whole new depth to music.” 
To create interest in “The 
Show,” KTIM launched it by 
giving away a Magic Mountain 
waterbed. 
So far, says Weyrauch, the 
response to the new program has 
been “very good — in fact, 
fantastic. It is evident that we 
are picking up a lot of listeners 


who used to dial the San Fran­ 
cisco stations.” 
AT THE station, Weyrauch 
also sells commercials for the 
A.M. programming “which I 
enjoy less than the music show, 
but which I realize is invaluable 
experience,” and does some of 
the less technical engineering 
tasks required of all personnel 
by 
today’s 
smaller 
radio 
stations. 
Outside the station, Weyrauch 
has a number of interests, three 4 
of them his modes of travel. 
He owns a big 
Harley 
Davidson motorcycle and he 
also owns a Ferrari automobile 
“that makes me look like a real 
capitalist.” And he also holds a 
pilot’s license, having received 
his flying training in New York 
and at San Carlos, and he 
sometimes rents a Piper or a 
Cessna for a flight. 
HE ATTENDS automobile 
rallies and admits a liking for 
speed although he has not raced 
competitively. 
He is a devotee of a number of 
sports, principally water and 
snow skiing, and he takes in the 
football games. 
As for his social life, he says: 
“I came close to getting married 
once, but was saved.” 
He says he will remain with 
radio as long as he finds it in­ 
teresting — “and I found it 
absolutely exhilarating now” — 
but notes that he always has that 
schooling in economics to fall 
back upon if he needs another 
profession. The mortality rate 
among disc jockeys is high, but 
less so on community stations 
such as KTIM than one of the big 
city stations. So Weyrauch feels 
that “The Show” has a long and 
bright future on the KTIM-FM 
(100.9 on your dial) schedule. 
“The new dimension” that 
Hugh Turner noted in an­ 
nouncing the addition of the 
program 
to 
his 
station’s 
programming is likely here to 
stay.

Bahamians have been blow­ 
ing

conch 
(pronounced 
konk) for countless generations 
— using the loud blasts over 
stretches of water to herald the 
arrival of their boatloads of 
produce. 
Lately, 
more 
and 
more tourists, intrigued be the 
idea, have been “horning in” 
on the act. 
To prepare a suitable conch 
shell for blowing purposes, (the 
Lamb Conch is an excellent one 
to use) the point is carefully 
sawed off about an inch from 
the tip, leaving a hole about 
three-quarter-inch in diameter. 
This o p e n i n g is filed until 
smooth for the lips. The conch 
is then blown like a bugle. 
The resulting sound, bound to 
s t a r t l e friends back home, 
beats Jack Benny’s horn that 
blew at midnight by a wide 
margin. 
Uncut conch shells can be 
purchased inexpensively along 
the docks in bustling Nassau.

* If your best friend has let you down, 
and you are now faced with spending a 
two-week: vacation on your own, per­ 
haps you should consider the positive 
aspects of going it alone. 
Many women a c t u a l l y travel by 
them selves by preference. When there 
are no one else’s plans to consider, you 
can do what you want, when you want 
to do it. You can eat at oddhours, or 
take a nap in the middle of the day, 
and no one will consider you strange, 
or resent it. You have time to think, 
and to develop a new and clearer per­ 
spective about yourself, and people and 
situations around you at home. 
You also have the satisfaction of 
knowing that you can be self-reliant. 
Is it safe? 
A num ber of women who have been 
lone travelers for a num ber of years 
were asked this q u e s t i o n , and all 
agreed that safety was never a prob­ 
lem. However, they all also agreed that 
one of the reasons for this was that 
they took norm al precautions — usually 
the sam e ones they exercised at home. 
It is a good idea to read a couple of 
guide books on the area you plan to 
visit before the trip, so that you be­ 


come fam iliar with local customs. In 
M ilan, Italy, for example, one of the 
women interviewed, who wanted to see 
this beautiful city after dark, was told 
politely by a kindly gentleman, that 
“ nice” women were not usually seen 
out on the streets alone at night. 
Other recom mendations from sea­ 
soned women travelers include: 
Insist on written confirmation of 
travel and hotel reservations. Do not 
overpack. Porters are not always re­ 
adily available, and with new perm a­ 
nent press m aterials one suitcase is not 
only possible but also practical. Take a 
supply of travelers checks instead of 
cash. Plan a basic sightseeing tour for 
each area you visit, before going out on 
your own. This is also a good way to 
m eet other travelers. 
. A c o m m o n fear is that you m ay 
become ill in a strange city or country. 
Most hotel m anagers, airline personnel, 
and the U.S. Consulates in cities out­ 
side the U.S. are prepared to direct you 
to a qualified physician, usually one 
who speaks English. 
It is also a good idea to bring some 
basic medications with you for sudden 
upsets, which always seem to happen 


when the local drug store has closed for 
the night, even if it does carry your 
medication. 
F ear of not making travel connec­ 
tions, new foods, and anxieties about 
unfam iliar places often put a strain on 
the digestive system. Take with you a 
preparation for diarrhea, and an anta­ 
cid. (There are also new m edications 
especially for relief of gas pains.) 
Aspirin, an a n t i s e p t i c liquid or 
cream , and Band-Aids should also be 
part of a basic kit. 
Will you be lonely? 
In spite of keeping busy and having a 
good tim e, there may be occasions 
when you will be. At such tim es, put on 
your best dress and makeup and treat 
yourself to a special dinner at an ele­ 
gant restaurant, go see a play, or do 
anything else that you know usually 
your spirits. The idea is not to sit in 
your room and feel sorry for yourself. 
The fact that many women who start­ 
ed to travel on their own for business 
reasons continue to do so on their vaca­ 
tions, is perhaps the best recom m enda­ 
tion for your going ahead with the trip 
you planned — even though your friend 
may have cancelled out.

ochre concrete exterior should 
be viewed from all sides, to be 
fully appreciated. Inside, a last 
arrival for a concert may consi­ 
der it a challenge to find the 
way up the multitude of swing­ 
ing and straight stairs to find 
his seat. 
The auditorium itself is sim­ 
ply awe inspiring. Scharoun has 
placed the audience on various 
terraces surrounding the or­ 
chestra stage, so that it is in 
full view from each of the 2,200 
seats. 
Mies van der Rohe’s magnifi­ 
cent New National Gallery — 
with its clear and uncomprom­ 
ising lines — harmonizes with 
the graceful 19th Century St. 
Matthew Church which will be­ 
come the focal point of the cul­ 
tural forum. It was among the 
last and most beautiful crea­ 
tions of the great architect who 
died in 1969, a year after the 
gallery was dedicated. 


FROM THE almost austere 
square steel and glass pavilion, 
stairs lead down to vast halls 
where Berlin’s collections of 
19th and 20th Century art are 
on display. 
Across the street from the 
New National Gallery, the gi­ 
gantic State Library is under 
construction. The first sections 
of this ultra-modern archive — 
h o u s i n g the latest word in 
technical equipment, reading, 
research and storage facilities 
— will open later this year. 
This building, too, was de­ 
signed by Hans Scharoun, no\y 
an honorary citizen of Berlin, to 
blend with his own Philharmon­ 
ic Hall as well as with Mies’ 
Museum. It is expected that by 
1975 about three million vol­ 
umes will be installed here. The 
ultimate goal for this library is 
about eight million volumes. 
With the opening of the State 
Library vast collections of inva­ 


luable volumes, documents, or­ 
iental 
and 
O c c i d e n t a 1 
manuscripts, 
original 
music 
scores by famous composers, 
incunabula and historic maps 
will return to Berlin. It will be 
the end of their long odyssey 
which started during the war 
when the most important col­ 
lections of the Prussian State 
library were shipped out of 


Berlin. 


PLANS FOR the Tiergarten 
Cultural Center include five ad­ 
ditional museum buildings to 
house the various collections of 
.occidental art, a new home for 
the Institute of Music Research 
(another contribution by Schar­ 
oun», and the transfer of the 
Latin American Institute to the 


new State Library complex. 
The Tiergarten area close to 
the wall was carefully chosen 
as the site for the Cultural Cen­ 
ter to form a continuation of the 
cultural buildings in Fast Ber­ 
lin. City planners hope that one 
day Berlin’s people will be able 
to m ove freely between East 
and West and view entire col­ 
lections.

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THE BOOK PACES 
Brazilians Understand 
Their Spirit Worlds

Brazil, says the Vatican, is 
the w o r l d ’ s largest Roman 
Catholic country. 
True, says David St. Clair. 
But it is also the world’s largest 
Spiritist country. 
The same worshipers who at­ 
tend mass in the churches of a 
Sunday morning are quite like­ 
ly to have been present for 
rituals in the spirit house the 
night before. 
There are p r a y e r s to the 
F a t h e r , the Son and Holy 
Ghost.. And there are exhorta­ 
tions to Yemanja, Oxala and 
Ogun as well. 
St. Clair, Ohio-born, Colum­ 
bia University educated, has 
spent 12 years in Brazil as a 
news magazine correspondent 
and freelance writer with a spe­ 
cial interest in voodooism and 
its kin cults. 
In “Drum & Candle” he re­ 
cords his observations and his 
impressions of a country and a 
people saturated with beliefs in 
ancient gods and spirits. 
And it is not, St. Clair makes 
plain, simply the poor and the 
illiterate who nourish such be­ 
liefs. Brazil's more sophisticat­ 
ed and more affluent whites 
have their own religious rituals 
that are quite apart from their 
Catholic faith. 
St. Clair breaks down the re­ 
ligious beliefs of Brazilians into 
four divisions. 
First, there is the Roman 
Catholicism which most Brazili­ 
ans profess. 
Second, there are the Can- 
domble b e 1 i e f s and rituals

b r o u g h t to Brazil by black 
slaves mainly out of the culture 
of Africa’s once great Yoruba 
nation. This, basically, is what 
Americans call “voodooism.” 
Its s t r e n g t h lies with the 
blacks, particularly the less ed­ 
ucated and those living in the 
backwoods. 
Third, there is the Spiritism 
derived from 18th Century Eu­ 
ropean mysticism and particu­ 
larly from the writings and 
teachings of 
Allan Kardek. 
Here the followers are most 
likely to be white and from the 
more affluent, strata of Brazili­ 
an society. 
And last there is Umbanda, a 
more complicated, highly or­ 
ganized series of religious prac­ 
tices combining some of the 
aspects of Kardekism with Can- 
domble beliefs. 
St. Clair has studied all these 
in far greater depth than have 
most visitors, and eventually 
confronts 
himself with this 
question: “Do I, a white, edu­ 
cated Christian American be­ 
lieve in the p o w e r s of the 
Brazilian spirits?” 
His answer; “I cannot truth­ 
fully answer no. I must answer, 
truthfully, that I do. There 
it is. In print.” 
And he goes on: “I do believe 
in the pagan spirits that inhabit 
that vast South American na­ 
tion called Brazil. I have seen 
too much not to believe . . . ” 
Much of his book is a recita­ 
tion of the evidence that has

ifestations, table rappings, spir­ 
it operations, prophecies come 
true, cards that foretell the fu­ 
ture, “events that cannot be 
explained in any other way.” 


With St. Clair the reader at­ 
tends exotic rituals and meets a 
diverse assortment of practi­ 
tioners. 
Jose Arigo, an uneducated 
Brazilian who performs diffi­ 
cult surgery with a paring knife 
and tweezers while under the 
spell of a Dr. Fritz, is one of 
the more fascinating characters 
St. 
Clair 
has 
encountered. 
There's a chilling photo of him 
inserting his knife into the eye 
socket of a “patient.” 
The flamboyant Edu upon 
whose powers Brazil’s most 
successful soccer teaTn relies, 
and Umbanda medium Tancre- 
do da Silva Pinto, “the black 
pope of Brazil,” are but two of 
many others. 
Spirit worship, St. Clair re­ 
ports, has the advantage over 
Catholicism in the struggle for 
the minds of the Brazilians in 
that the former is strictly a 
Brazilian belief. “It is theirs 
without outside interference . . . 
as much a part of their lives as 
•their own families, their friends 
and their country. They accept 
it and take it seriously. 
“Foreigners may laugh and 
criticize, but they don’t under­ 
stand. The Brazilians under­ 
stand. The spirits understand 
the Brazilians. The two planes 
— worldly and unworldly — 
work together and help each 
other. 
“It's that complex, and yet 
it’s that simple.” 
And Catholicism in Brazil has 
found it necessary more and 
more to accommodate itself to 
and even to accept spiritism as 
a companion belief, the author 
asserts. 
And St. Clair suggests that 
just perhaps “these uneducated 
black-skinned descendants of il­ 
literate slaves have something 
we modern sophisticates do not. 
That these people have man­ 
aged to stay pure and natural 
and close to Nature in such a 
way that the secrets of Nature 
are revealed to them. 
“Now maybe the ways they 
interpret these secrets are not 
100 per cent correct. Maybe 
they see spirits and demons and 
talk to dead friends because 
this is the way that the Great 
Force of Nature (God? Buddha? 
Jesus? Oxala?) can get through 
to them. 
“ Maybe this is the way that 
the 
Brazilians 
understand 
things we refuse to see.” 
St. Clair suggests that for all 
our vaunted science, our own 
society falls far short of the 
Brazilian in its exercising of 
the powers of the mind. In Bra­ 
zil, he contends, what we would

Liu Lung is a ham let in the Yenan 
area of China’s hinterland. Jan Myr­ 
dal spent m ost of 1.969 there, observ­ 
ing and interviewing the villagers. 
He did the sam e in 1962 and w rote 
“ R eport from a Chinese V illage.” 
This sequel com pares present village 
life to the ea rlier tim e. 
M yrdal's purpose is to give a “ true 


picture of the cultural revolution” 
and its impact upon a m icrocosm of 
the Peoples Republic. 
To the e x t e n t that we learn some­ 
thing of the m odes, m anners and 
aspirations 
of 
agrarian 
Chinese 
th ere is m erit to this work. It is also 
a polem ic, and a hopelessly inept 
one. 
Myrdal swallows Maothink without 
a burp, if you would believe him , the 
tug and p u l l of life in Liu Lung 
centers on finding the broadest ap­ 


plication of Mao Tse-tung Thought. 
Soil erosion, pig production, manure 
spreading, it’s all there in the aphor­ 
ism s of the little red book. (Question: 
is M aofarm ing superior to Jew ish 
farming, or is that a kibbutz?) 
Almost an y classic polem ic I’ve 
read pulled m e into the orbit of the 
author’s rationale, for a tim e at 
least. Not so Myrdal. 
He believes a report on episodes in 
one village constitutes an exegesis 
and a justification of th e cultural 


revolution. In fact, he gives a chill­ 
ing indictm ent, albeit unintentional­ 
ly.” B e c a u s e 
the whole thrus of 
Maothink in Liu Lung is fhinksame. 
M indless application of M ao’s politi­ 
cal and social philosophy to food 
production, social structure, school 
curricula and fam ily relationships. 
T renchant questioning, intellectual 
honesty, understanding of individual­ 
ity — all are lacking in M yrdal.H e is 
no m ore than a Swedish C harlie Mc­ 
C arthy for m ao Tse-tung.

Irving 
Berlin, the Chautauqua, show, 
patriotic fervor, witchhunts and 
much, much more. 
Most generally, it was, for 
America, an age of innocence 
coming to an end. And the be­ 
ginning of a new international 
ego that was to bring responsi­ 
bilities and eventually involve­ 
ment in a war that took the 
lives of thousands of its young 
men. 
They 
were 
very 
different 
times from today, and yet they 
were, in Time-Life’s words, 
“afluent times roiled by in­ 
creasing ferment and discon­ 
tent,” a description that could 
be accurately applied as well to 
the late 1960s and early 1970s. 
The Time-Life book captures 
the flavor and spirit of the era 
splendidly, and the collection of 
period illustrations is simply 
marvelous.

Some Ceiling Decorating Tricks 
That Will Give A Room A Lift 


The way to start is to under­ 
take an easy project, one that 
will be inexpensive and satisfy­ 
ing. 
A good “ starter project” for 
the unpracticed handyman is 
lining closets with aromatic red 
cedar. 
EVEN THE unhandiest do-it- 
yourselfer can accomplish a 
closet-lining project with ease 
over a weekend — and usually 
for a cost of less than $65. 
Housewives who sometimes 
frown on their hubby’s home 
improvement 
ideas 
usually 
change their tune when they 
l e a r n he’s going to build a 
moth-repellent storage area. 
The job is easy because it 
requires only a hammer and 
saw. Each piece of red cedar 
c 1 o s e t lining is tongue-and- 
grooved to simplify fitting. Ce­ 
dar closet lining is sold at lum­ 
beryards 
in packages, each 
containing pieces of random or 
uniform lengths. 
IT’S SIMPLE to figure how 
much material is needed. 
M u l t i p l y the height and 
width. A section three by eight 
would require 24 square feet of 
material. When making calcu­ 
lations, don’t forget to include 
the floor and ceiling as well as 
the inside of the closet door. 
The reason for lining the clo­ 
set completely is to achieve 
maximum 
protection 
from 
moths.' 
The appealing feature of lin­ 
ing a c l o s e t with red cedar, 
from the novice handyman's 
i’reW, is that it can fee apfehed 


wall of any fixtures or hooks. 
CEDAR SHOULD1 be applied 
from the bottom up. Place the 
first piece of c e d a r , groove 
down, in a horizontal position at 
the bottom of a wall. If it is too 
long, cut it to fit. 
The best way to fasten cedar 
strips to the wall is with small 
finishing nails. Nail into the 
stud, which can be located by 
tapping the wall with a ham­ 
mer. When the tapping has a 
flat sound, the stud has been 
located. To be certain, drive a 
nail. 
MARK THE position of the 
stud with a vertical pencil line 
before starting on another. Use 
the same application technique 
for the ceiling. 
After the closet lining has 
been applied, trim the closet 
with quarter-round cedar mold­ 
ing, Check the door to be cer­ 
tain it closes t i g h t l y . If it 
doesn’t, use weather-stripping 
to insure an airtight area. 
Cedar 
shelves are 
recom­ 
mended, too.

Throw away most scraps of 
ordinary one-inch-thick lumber. 
Its common use continually 
produces more pieces you’ll be 
able to use. 
Throw’ away most s c r a p s 
from cutoff sawing. They are 
difficult to work with and sel­ 
dom prove useful. 
Save larger ripping scraps 
for cleats, nailing strips, and so 
on. They may save your ripping 
a good board. 
Save scraps of five-quarter or 
full two-inch thick stock. These 
slightly thicker pieces are very 
often useful. 
Save scraps of plywood for 
use as corner braces and for 
other uses where its two-way 
strength makes it essential. 
Save nearly every scrap of 
the expensive cabinet woods. 
The larger pieces can make 
attractice assessories. 
Save useful lengths of mold­ 
ings, especially types you’ve 
used in the house. They will 
simplify matching for repairs 
to existing moldings. 


Store small scraps of ordi­ 
nary lumber in a tall cardboard 
carton. When the box is full, 
burn it, s c r a p s and all, and 
start over again with a new, 
empty box. 


Don’t let scraps and shavings 
pile up so as to constitute a fire 
hazard. It is better to buy new 
than to risk a fire. A sound 
storage place can minimize 
that risk. 


While wood scraps make good 
fireplace starters, never use 
painted lumber for that pur­ 
pose. Too much smoke. 


Low ceilings look higher with 
a white or delicate tint. On the 
other hand, high ceilings in an 
older home appear lower when 
a darker hue is used. 
If you have a large expanse 
of glass, tile the ceiling and 
paint the opposite wall with a 
deeper color. The room will

Aqua, blue or green ceiling tile 
accents will help to bring out 
the richness of tone and grain 
in wood paneling.

THE STEREO SCENE 
Some Pop Albums From 


By JOHN SINTER 
One of the most satisfying and beautiful 
albums 1 have had the pleasure of hearing 
in many a moon is “The Winter Consort” (A 
& M 4Í70). Never has there been an LP 
so comp let e 1 y un-pi ge o n- hoi e- a ble. 
The titles may look classical, what with 
“Allemande” by Weiss, “LittleTrain of the 
Caipira” by Villa-Lobos, or a Chorale by the 
organ composer Alain, but the glorious 
chamber sound often swings — and in a 
manner so tasteful as to make everything 
from Alec Templeton to Switched-on Bach 
sound crude. Instrumentation includes lute, 
cello, sax horn, English horn, alto flute, 
marimba and others. 
I'm wearing this one out already; please 
let’s have more quickly from imaginative 
former modem-jazzman Paul Winter and. 
his Consort! 
OUR NEXT ALBUM says it was “record­ 
ed by Denis and Craig at home, Sausalito,” 
and is titled “Lambert and Nuttycombe at 


Home” (A & M 4250». 
The contents are tw’o young men and their 
acoustic guitars, with a dozen quiet, har­ 
monious and tuneful duets, mostly their own 
originals. Best of the bunch is probably the 
opener, the tender “Morning.” Very nice 
unamplified and sensitive music-making, 
bovs. 
“Sea Train” (A & M 4171) is one of the 
outgrowths of the former “Blues Project,” 
and retains a. strong influence of modern 
jazz with sax and flute featured, as well as 
some swinging violin. Their sound on the 
eight originals is finely honed and tasteful, 
much as the Winter Consort, but much more 
in the rock vein. Titles are d i f f i c u l t to 
spotlight — tunes seem to flow into one 
another. 
This is a d e f i n i t e winner in the rock 
deluge and should easily avoid being swept 
out to Sea. 
PROCOL HARUM IS easily one of the 
very best of the British groups, yet has been 


generally ignored since their big hit, “A 
Whiter Shade of Pale.” Their work is al­ 
ways concise and polished, yet they can 
shake it up like the Stones when they wish 
to. 
. * 
Their albums usually have a theme, and 
this time it is obviously nautical in “A Salty 
Dog” (A & M 4179). The title tune, with a big 
fat orchestral backing, keeps up the theme, 
as does “Wreck of the Hesperus.” 
An astounding variety of instruments are 
heard, most of them seemingly played by 
lead v o c a 1 i s t. Gary Brooker. who wrote 
many of the fascinating tunes as well. 
BRAVO PROCOL Ha rum, and bravo A & 
M, for setting such high standards of musi­ 
cianship and good taste as evidenced by all 
the above pop albums. 
If owner Herb Alpert has anything to do 
with these policies, he deserves high praise 
and full freedom to go on bleating out his 
Tía juana brassiness from now til Dooms­ 
day.

Regional Water Quality Control 
Board that all new construction 
may be banned in Mill Valley 
and the Richardson Bay Sani­ 
tary District area if new tough 
sewage 
treatment 
standards. 
are not met. 
The men from the construc­ 
tion industry were pleased to 
learn from Mill Valley city en­ 
gineer Stanley M. Bala that 
new construction is not what is 
causing the main problem, but 
were gloomy about solving the 
problem. 


Bala told the group that he 
thought the water quality con­ 
trol board had w o r k e d with 
two-year-old information in as­ 
sessing the sewage situation 
and added that Mill Valley has 
spent over $600,000 to improve 
its sewage system since 1967. 
“We’ve done more than any 
other city of 12,000 anywhere,” 
he said. 
Bala saw the board’s stand as 
having two aspects. First, the 
board is dissatisfied with se­ 
wage lines in the old sections of 
Mill Valley which allow infiltra­ 
tion during storms, and second­ 
ly, the treatment of sewage 
does not come up to the new 
standards. 


“ I think they’re telling us 
that w'e have to take our se­ 
wage to the o c e a n but they 
haven’t said so in words,” Bala 
said in reference to the new 
high standards for effluents 
dumped into Richardson Bay. 


He said that a ban on new 
housing would not affect resi­ 
dents in the older areas of Mill 
Valley and that in fact they 
probably 
would 
be 
pleased 
about it. 


As for a $400,000 sewage bond 
proposal that the city is consi­ 
dering for July, Bala said that 
the money would be a “drop in 
the bucket” toward reaching 


the water quality control board 
standards. 
Futher, Councilman Jerome 
C. Hauke told the group that if 
“ Mill Valley people think that 
the bond issue would allow de­ 
velopment, they’ll vote against 
it.” 
Bala said that ‘ ‘ e a c h new 
h o u s e pays more than its 
share” toward sewage systems, 
and a developer, Edward H. 
Kuykendall, added, “Everyone 
in this room would h a p p i l y 
agree to doubling sewage con- 
n e c t i o n fees” if that would 
solve the problem. 
Bala added that the regional 
board doesn’t seem to under­ 
stand that threatening to stop 


new construction will have no 
effect on getting residents in 
the older sections of Mill Valley 
to fix up their sewage lines. 


That the ban t h r e a t is al­ 
ready being felt in the construc­ 
tion industry was confirmed by 
many at the gathering. 


Dean A. Rhodes, a civil engi­ 
neer, said that his office has 
stopped work on three of five 
subdivisions that were in the 
planning stage because “there’s 
no sense in going ahead with 
something if a month from now 
you’re not going to be able to 
proceed.” 
(The regional water board 
will meet again March 25 in 


Hayward to consider replies 
from

sanitary 
districts 
about its ultimatum and could 
issue an order that no new se­ 
wage hookups be permitted un­ 
til its standards are met.) 
Kuykendall said that while he 
is going ahead with an 18-lot 
subdivision, if the ban went into 
effect, “I’d go broke in a year.” 
Timothy O’Donoghue, another 
developer, agreed the ban could 
c a u s e him “to lose a lot of 
money,” and blamed the Ri­ 
chardson Bay Sanitary District 
for “doing nothing for years.” 
He strongly advocated raising 
sewage connection fees for new 
houses in order to help solve 
the problem.

Egypt Likely To Accept 
Military Restraint Plea 
!:pu„Ton. S. Vietnam Claims 


Roil Talks

Political sources in Cairo said 
today 
Egypt 
will 
probably 
accept

Nations Secretary General 
Thant for military restraint 
when the 
cease-fire 
in 
the 
Middle East expires Sunday but 
reject any formal extension of 
the truce. 


The Cairo sources spoke after 
Egypt’s semiofficial 
newspa­ 
per, Al A h r a m , said today 
Egypt would agree to a cease­ 
fire extension only if the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Bri­ 
tain and France promise to per­ 
suade Israel to withdraw from 
occupied Arab lands. 
The cease-fire 
began 
last 
August. 
Egypt’s position will be 
announced by President Anwar 
Sadat in a speech Sunday night, 
Cairo sources said. These 
inform ants said Sadar would 
announce that Egypt does not 
plan to renew hostilities unless 
its 
diplomatic 
efforts 
are 
exhausted but would not reject 
the idea that military action 
may be the only way to achieve 
a solution. 
As the expiration of the truce 
approached, 
the Suez Canal 
front was quiet but reports 
from the waterway said Israeli 
troops were wearing helmets 
and flak jackets as a precau­ 
tion against renewed fighting. 
On the eve of the cease-fire, 


Israeli 
troops 
clashed 
with 
Arab guerrillas on its Syrian 
and Jordanian fronts. A milita­ 
ry 
spokesman 
said 
three 
guerrillas were killed including 
two along the Jordan frontier 
and one in the occupied Syrian 
Golan Heights 
while

troops suffered no casualties. 
Israel 
made 
it 
clear 
it 
accepts U.N. Secretary General 
Thant’s appeal for a cease-fire 
extension but resents his urging 
for more consideration to a full 
withdrawal from lands seized in 
the 1967 war. 
“ We

not 
need 
any 
foreigners to 
advise 
us 
or 
Egypt on how to draw up peace 
maps,” 
said 
Israeli 
Deputy 
Premier 
Yigal 
Allon. 
“We 
prefer direct negotiations. 
“Our heart is open for a 
generous 
solution, 
not 
as 
victors but as equals among 
equals,” Allon said. “Therefore, 
the sooner Egypt rids itself of 
its illusion (about total withdra­ 
wal, the better it is for her.” 
Israel’s government-run radio 
station criticized today Thant’s 
report delivered Friday, saying 
it was a “mendacious prevari­ 
cation” that “brazenly flaunt­ 
ed’’ quiet diplomacy. 
“The Secretary General has 
clearly violated in his report 
the 
ground 
rules 
of 
quiet 
diplomacy,” the Israeli radio 
said. 
The Egyptian viewpoint was 
front-paged in Al Ahram, which 


said the idea was passed on to 
the Big Four powers. 
“Egypt is not interested in an 
appeal by the Big Four to 
refrain from firing,” Al Ahram 
said. “More is needed—a clear 
condemnation of Israel and a 
clear pledge of positive action 
to

the 
(U.N.) 
Security Council resolution (of 
Nov. 22, 1967) particularly its 
first provision which is Israeli 
withdrawal,” Al Ahram said.

Labor Department spokesmen 
said neither side had shown any

Usei y said a nationwide work 
stoppage appeared unlikely but 
that walkouts against selected 
rail lines could begin at any 
time. 


The UTU’s m em bers have 
been free to walk off their jobs 
since last Sunday night when 
congressional legislation which 
ended a one-day strike last Dec. 
10 expired.

three years, a figure accepted 
by three other unions that 
joined in the December walk­ 
out.

The pullback v/ill give Wash­ 
ington 
more 
flexibility 
in 
deciding whether or not to 
commit American men to war 
if fighting should break out 
again in the peninsula. 
The 
withdrawal 
from 
the 
DMZ is part of the general 
cutback that will lower the 
number of American troops in 
Korea from 63,000 to 43,000 by 
June. 
Although the Pentagon has 
been advertising the cutback as 
primarily a money-saver, high 
U.S. military officers in Seoul 
said the major reason was to 
get Americans away from the 
immediate area of the DMZ. 
• 
“ The main purpose of the 
withdrawal was to get our boys 
off 
the 
front 
line. 
If 
the 
bayonets coming across the 
DMZ go into American boys, 
we’re committed to war,” one 
officer said. 
He said if no American blood 
were shed in a North Korean 
invasion, 
the 
United 
States 
might not want to commit its 
forces. 
American officers believe the 
South Koreans soon will be able 
to handle any North Korean 
invasion successfully and alone 
—provided 
that 
Chinese 
or 
Russian forces do not also pour 
across the DMZ. 
These 
officers 
caution, 
however, what this will be true 
only if Congress comes through 
with enough money to moder­ 
nize Soul’s forces. South Korea 
recently asked for about $1 
billion for new equipment to 
modernize its forces.

Pakistan President 
Moves To End Chaos 


KARACHI, Pakistan (UPI)— 
President’ 
Mohamad 
Yahya 
Khan, in a move to end political 
chaos in E ast Pakistan, an­ 
nounced today the National 
Assembly will meet on March 
25 to draft a new constitution. 
The assembly was scheduled 
to 
m eet 
in 
Dacca, 
East 
Pakistan, last Wednesday, but 
Yahya postponed it because of 
a conflict between the country’s 
two major political leaders, 
Sheikh Mujibur Rehman of the 
Awami League in East Pakis­ 
tan, and Zulfikar Aii Bhutto, of 
West Pakistan’s People’s party. 
The postponement touched off 
a general strike, called by 
Mujibur, 
and 
widespread 
protest riots in East Pakistan. 
The unofficial death toll stood 
at 173. 
The assembly is charged with 
framing a constitution as a first 
step to restoring parliamentary 
democracy after 12 years of 
military rule. 


Yahya, in a nationwide radio 
broadcast, appealed to political 
leaders to help end the crisis. 
He said he hoped the national 
assembly would produce 
“a 
lasting constitution” to provide 
“security, integrity and solida­ 
rity” in the nation. 
The 
political 
crisis 
arose 
from the Awami League’s six- 
point plan that, among other 
things, would give East Pakis­ 
tan virtual autonomy except in 
defense and foreign affairs. 
Bhutto, contending that home 
rule for East Pakistan would 
weaken the central government 
in West Pakistan, threatened to 
boycott the assembly, and it 
was postponed. 
The 
Awami 
League has 160 seats in the 
National Assembly, while Bhut­ 
to holds 65. 
West Pakistan, with about 85 
per cent of. the nation’s land 
mass and only 45 per cent of

samples that 
escaped the battering was a 
gem-like sphere “that looks like 
a small Chinese checker,” said 
Dr. Howard Wilshire, a lunar 
geologist. 
He said the stone was “too 
pretty” to be scarred by testing

Wilshire said one 
of the astronauts remarked it 
would be pretty as a ring or 
pendant for his wife. 
“We’re dealing with a very 
complicated group of rocks,”

“If we had got rocks as 
complicated as this on Apollo 
11, we would have really just 
about gone out of our minds, 
because on Apollo 11, nobody 
knew what to expect at all.

Safety Rules 
For Use Of 
Flammabies 


With spring approaching and 
fires involving flammable li­ 
quids likely to increase, Lt. R. 
E. Dougherty, fire prevention 
officer of the Novato Fire Dis­ 
trict, has recommended a list of 
safety rules. 
Spring usually is accompa­ 
nied by an increase in use of 
equipment such as portable 
containers and gasoline-pow­ 
ered tools, and with this activi­ 
ty there is usually an upward 
trend in fires, Dougherty said. 
To avoid such fires, he sug­ 
gested the following rules: 
1. Always store flammable li­ 
quids in a sound metal contai­ 
ner with a screw-on-type cap. 
2. When not in use, keep in a 
cool ventilated location, out of 
the reach of children. An out­ 
side storage locker is best. 
3. Avoid long-term storage. 
Purchase only as needed to 
minimize the amount of such 
material in the home. 
4. Label all containers accur­ 
ately, such as “stove gas,” etc. 
5. Perform filling and trans­ 
fer operations outdoors, well 
away from sources of ignition. 
6. When spills occur, use gar­ 
den hose for washdown. If rags 
are used for wiping up spills, 
place in a closed metal contai­ 
ner such as garbage can after 
use. 
7. When pouring flammable 
liquids into or from a container, 
maintain contact between tank 
and container to avoid the 
chance of static sparks. 
8. Never fuel while the engine 
or appliance is operating. 
9. Avoid substituting. Gaso­ 
line should never be used as a 
cleaning solvent or paint thin­ 
ner.

F. Del Carlo. 
The f e r r y float which will 
cost $5,000, is located in the 
Sacramento area, according to 
Gen. Mgr. Dale W. Luehring. 


Nod Given

Directors of the Bolinas Publ­ 
ic Utility District have author­ 
ized Kennedy Engineers of San 
Francisco to proceed with engi­ 
neering plans for sewer lines to 
feed the district’s proposed $1.8 
million sewage treatment sys­ 
tem. 


The board also told the engi­ 
neering firm to go ahead with 
plans for establishing an as­ 
sessment district to finance the 
collection system, Gen. Mgr.

Goldsberry said the assess­ 
ment district will include the 
entire mesa area of Bolinas, the 
Canyon Road area and the flat 
land between Bolinas School 
and downtown Bolinas.

$10,000 In 
Apartment

Marin County firemen today 
blamed a plumber’s torch for 
starting a fire at the Dolphin 
Apartments outside Sausalito 
yesterday which did $10,000 
damage to four units and their 
contents.

Major State Water 
Projects Survive 


Sheriffs Investigative 
Staffs To Be Reorganized 


PALM SPRINGS (U P I)- 
Major works of the State Water 
Project survived the disastrous 
Southern California earthquake 
last month without “as much as 
a 
crack,” 
Water Resources 
Director William Gianelli re­ 
ported yesterday. 
But he warned that there is 
“no guarantee of freedom from 
damage in all future earth­ 
quakes.” 
“If an 
earthquake 
should 
cause much movement along 
the Tehachapi mountain faults 
where they are crossed by the 
California Aqueduct, our tun­ 
nels or aqueducts could be 
ruptured,” he said. 
He said during a careful 
“foot-by-foot” 
inspection 
of 
project works after the quake, 
“we didn't find as much as a 
crack in any of the structures 
that were designed and built to 
resist the earthquakes that may 
shake the Tehachapi mountain 
region.” 
The inspection included the 
California Aqueduct and the 
Castaic Dam, 14 and 17 miles 
from the epicenter, respective­ 
ly. The cracked Van Norman 
Dam was 
14 miles 
from 
epicenter. 
Gianelli’s report, prepared for 
the California Water Commis­ 
sion, 
confirmed 
the 
depart­ 
ment's analysis issued shortly 
after the quake. 
He also reported a continued 
“shrinking” in the department’s 
manpower as construction of 
the State Water Project nears 
completion. He said from a 
peak of 4,476 employes in 1967, 
the civil service work force 
stood at 3,390 last month and is 
expected to shrink to 3,150 by 
next July 1. 
He 
said 
despite 
the 
net 
reduction 
in 
staff, 
only 
71 


layoffs occurred during four 
years 
but 
forecast 
“it 
is 
probable our layoff rate will 
increase.” 
“As 
a 
reflection 
of 
the 
difficult market, our voluntary 
separation rate has dropped off 
and 
if 
this 
continues, 
the 
number of layoffs will necessa­ 
rily increase,” Gianelli said. 


Investigative staffs of the 
Marin County sheriff’s office 
will be reorganized Monday in 
an effort to provide more man­ 
power to unincorporated areas 
of Marin, S h e r i f f Louis P. 
Mountanos said yesterday. 


The move will consolidate ad­ 
ult and juvenile investigation 
staffs and the identification 
bureau into one staff. Mountan­ 
os said. 
Lt. Guido Battaglia, head of 
the adult investigation unit, will 


be in charge of the day shift of 
the new unit; Lt. William Jo- 
hanson, now head of the juven­ 
ile 
investigation 
unit, 
will 
supervise the evening and early 
morning shift, and Lt. Earl 
Cummesky, head of the identifi­ 
cation bureau, will serve as re­ 
lief for Battaglia and Johanson 
two days a week each. 
The new operation will be un­ 
der the overall supervision oi 
Capt. Harvey Teague, Moun­ 
tanos said. 


The shift will combine the 
three lieutenants and 11 investi­ 
gators — three from identifica­ 
tion; four from juvenile bureau 
and seven from adult investiga­ 
tion — into the one new unit. 


Mountanos said the new unit 
should provide for a more effi­ 
cient operation at no increase 
in costs. 
Until now, he said, when a 
crime was reported to the sher­ 
iff’s office, a deputy would res­ 
pond. From the scene of the 
crime, the deputy would call for 
an investigator from one or 
more of the three bureaus. 
Now, Mountanos said, an in­ 
vestigator will respond aiong 
with a deputy to begin imme­ 


diate investigation of the crime. 
All of the investigators are 
trained to handle duties pre­ 
viously divided among the three 
bureaus, Mountanos said.

Loans For 
Hospitals 
Are Ordered 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) -T he 
Third District Cout of Appeal 
yesterday ordered the state 
Public Health Department to 
begin a loan insuranceprogram 
tor private and public hospital 
construction. 
Dr. Louis F. Saylor, state 
health 
director, balked at 
implementing the plan author­ 
ized by the legislature in 1969. 
He said such a program may 
violate constitutional debt limi­ 
tations. 
But the unanimous 
three- 
judge ruling held that a state 
program insuring hospital con­ 
struction loans was constitution­ 
al so long as the money came 
from a premium fee on the 
insurance. 
The court, however, invalidat­ 
ed a section of the law which 
would have permitted the state 
to issue debentures to set up 
the loan fund. 
“We have concluded that the 
constitutional debt limit bar 
debentures exceeding the assets 
of the Health Facility Construc­ 
tion I>oan Insurance Fund,” the 
opion said.

I 
wouldn’t trade him for anyone 
else in the world, even when he 
was drinking. I say was be­ 
cause he hasn’t had a drink in 
three and one-half years and 
the best part is, he doesn’t even 
want one. — PROUD 


DEAR HELEN: 
I'm glad you told the girl who 
wrote “ What is an Alcoholic 
F ath er?” to seek our AJateen, 
whether her father realizes he 
is an alcoholic or not. My heart 
goes out to her, for I too had a 
father like that. Now I am hap­ 
pily — yes, happily, m arried to 
an alcoholic, and am the moth­ 
er of three well-adjusted chil- 
d r e n . (I did not know my 
husband had this problem when 
we were m arried.) 
Alcoholism is not an illness to 
be asham ed of and it has no 
regard for the type of person it 
attacks. My husband is vice 
president of a large company. 
We are both college graduates 
with m asters degrees. 
After indulging in “ Poor Me” 
for the first six years of m ar­ 
riage, I discovered A1 Anon and 
learned: 
1. I was not responsible for 
John’s drinking. 
2. The only person I was res­ 
ponsible for was myself. 
3. Total detachm ent from his 
problem was my only salvation, 
and the chance to give my chil­ 
dren at least one parent they 
could be proud of — and not a 
scream ing shrew. 
4. To detach does not mean to 
stop loving. It m eans simply 
that his drinking problem is his 
problem, and I will not let his 
illness ruin my life. 
5. Only John would have to 
take the consequences of his 
drinking 
regardless 
of 
what 
they were. 
I learned to take one day — 
sometimes even one hour — at 
a t i m e , and to ask God for 
courage. Gradually, it worked. 
It’s been four y e a r s since I 
went to my first A1 Anon m eet­ 
ing and three years since A.A. 
said to John, ‘ ‘ W e l c o m e 
H om e.” - ONE WHO KNOWS 


DEAR HELEN: 
My f a t h e r was a “ mean 
drunk.” Sick? No, I think he 


drank so he'd have an excuse 
for cruelty. My m other stuck it 
out and died early. We children 
have scars, physical and m en­ 
tal, that will never disappear. 
Maybe some alcoholics can 
be h e l p e d , but a family 
shouldn’t waste its life trying. 
Let him kill himself alone — 
and (in the case of my father) 
good riddance.

DEAR EUNICE, 
I have heard so much about 
the unlined double knit wool 
capes. They sound so easy to 
make. My question is, do I have 
to find a special pattern or will 
any cape pattern work? 
MKRS. J.A.P. 
DEAR MRS. J.A .P .: 
You will want a pattern that 
is cut rather full so that it will 
drape nicely when you have it 
on. Most of the unlined capes I 
have seen do not have a slit 
for the arm hoes. A strip on 
lining fabric is applied about 4 
inches from the finished edge of 
your cape, on the wrong side, 
for your arm s to slide through 
which helps keep your cape on 
your shoulders. This strip of 
fabric should m easure about 6 
inches. 
The n i c e s t finish for your 
s e a m s is to bind them in a 
m atching colored lining fabric. 
These bindings are cut about 1 
inch wide on the bias. Machine 
s t i t c h the bias strip to your 
fabric, 
right 
sides 
together, 
a b o u t 1/8 inch from the cut 
edge. Next, fold the bias strip 
over the seam you have just 
stitched. To the wTong side, pin 
to avoid shifting of the grain, 
and m achine stitch from the 
right side, in the well or crack 
that forms where the two fa­ 
brics were joined. This stitch­ 
ing will not be n o t i c a b 1 e 
because it is not on the binding 
itself. 
Cut off the additional binding 
if it extends more than 1/4 inch 
from the stitching. It is much 
sim pler to finish all the raw 
edges in this m anner before you 
h a v e done any construction 
seam s. This method of seam 
finishing gives the unlined cape 
a very neat, professional look

MRS. ERIKA Schmid, Bingh­ 
amton, N.Y. is this w eek’s Tai­ 
lor Trix pressing board winner 
for her f o l l o w i n g sewing 
suggestion. 
“The application of an invisi­ 
ble zipper used to be a joy, 
until recently, when working 
with a knit fabric where I had 
to meet horizontal stripes. After 
two failures and much frustra­ 
tion, I solved my problem as 
follows: 
“After applying one side of 
the z i p p e r , I closed it and 
m arked 
the 
horizontal 
lines 
with pencil on the opposite zip­ 
per tape. Matching the m arks 
with the stripes on the fabric 
assured the perfect outcom e.” 
DEAR READERS: 
Mrs. G.P.M. says: My moth­ 
er and I do quite a bit of sewing 
and have never had trouble 
with thread until they started 
putting it on plastic instead of 
wooden s p o o l s . The thread 
seem s to feed t h r o u g h the 
machine too fast and causes the 
annoying problem of loops and 
bunchiness under the fabric. 
We have solved this problem by 
placing a metal w asher on top 
of the spool of thread, the extra 
w e i g h t seems to adjust the 
speed and for us it has worked 
perfectly. 


DEAR EUNICE: 
When making garm ents out 
of solid colored Ban-Lon, which 
is the right side? I have seen it 
rolled both ways at our shop. 
One side seem s to have a decid­ 
ed up and down ridge, the other 
side s e e m s to have a cross 
weave. 
DEAR MRS. L.A.M.: 
The easiest way to decide the 
right from the wrong side of 
these sheer tricot knits is to 
stretch a small area between 
your fingers, near the cut edge 
of the fabric. It will autom ati­ 
cally roll or curl over to the 
right side. 
I might also add a little word 
of advice about sewing on these 
fine tricot nylon fabrics (it also 
works with the sheerest of po­ 
lyester knits,) keep your fingers 
in front and also in back of the 
needle and apply a slight ten­ 
sion in both directions. Howev­ 
er, be sure to allow the fabric 
to feed itself naturally. If the 
length of your stitches is not 
uniform, it means you are ap­ 
plying too much t e n s i o n or 
stretch with your fingers. 
DEAR EUNICE, 
I’m at my wits end and have- 
tried 
everything 
possible 
to 
avoid skipped stitches when I 
am sewing on knits. I brought 
this up at a recent meeting 
where most of the women did 
their own sewing and was sur-

As Best Ferry Terminal Site

SAN FRANCISCO - Ameri­ 
can Ballet theater has not lost 
its touch. After Tuesday’s di­ 
sastrous 
“Swan 
Lake,” one 
could only hope that the com­ 
pany would find some way to 
vindicate itself. It did, Thurs­ 
day evening, in a program of 
strange contrast at the Opera 
House. 
The evening opened with Jose 
Limon’s “The Moor’s Pavane,” 
subtitled 
“Variations 
on 
a 
Theme of Othello.” Set to Pur­ 
cell’s suite “The Moor’s Re­ 
venge,” it was a puzzling piece 
but a tasteful, different introd­ 
uction to the main fare. 
The Moor and his wife were 
Bruce Marks and Cynthia Gre­ 
gory; the friend and his wife 
were Royes Fernandez and Sal- 
lie Wilson. All communicated a 
sense of poise, continuity and 
Shakespearean elegance. 
A disturbing point emerged in 
the discrepancy between the in- 


tensely dramatic Othello theme 
and the studied, formal music 
which in the 17th Century was a 
ballet interlude to a play by the 
same title. If the theme really 
were to work with the music, 
the choreography should have 
been more tightly structured 
and more consistent with the 
style of the English Baroque. 
It appeared accidental, there­ 
fore, that some interesting yet 
anachronistic Renaissance lines 
emerged. However, a very ef­ 
fective integration of modern 
dance and ballet techniques be­ 
came apparent 
immediately. 
Although the piece left behind a 
certain uneasiness, the idea 
still brims over with possibili­ 
ties. 
The 
Romantic 
masterpiece1 
“ Giselle” was, of course, the 
high point of the evening. The 
early 19th Century choreogra­ 
phy by Jean Coralli and Jules 
Perrot remained more or less 
intact, and the score by Adam, 
never musically strong, 
has 


still not lost its ethereal beauty 
to the ravages of time. 
Even the hopelessly mediocre 
orchestra, conducted by Akira 
Endo, surpassed itself by play­ 
ing with some degree of sensi­ 
tivity. The corps de ballet was 
fairly precise, but Roni Mahler 
as Myrta looked strained and 
woody, lacking the necessary 
ballon for this part. 
' 
Ex-Kirov ballet star Natalya 
Makarova stole the show, and it 
was truly refreshing to see that 
her tremendous reputation is 
not contingent only on her de­ 
fection from the USSR. It could 
be said without exaggeration 
that hers is the most moving 
and aesthetically perfect Gi­ 
selle since Ulanova’s. 
This 
blonde, 
long-necked 
young genius conceals a pheno­ 
menal 
technique, 
completely 
transcended by a prodigious ar­ 
tistry, sensitivity and musicali- 
ty. In Act I she is refreshing 
untheatrical, with none of that 
“ ballerina presence” which too 


frequently detracts from libret­ 
tist Theophile Gautier’s portrait 
of a naive and fragile peasant 
girl. 
In Act II she is the poet's 
dream and the incarnation of 
Heine’s phantom from a distant 
world. All she does is rendered 
with a simplicity and openness 
so transparent that pirouettes, 
arabesques and pointes seem to 
occur only as an illusion. Rus­ 
sian to the core, she dances 
with the essence of her being. 
Erik Bruhn as Count Albrecht 
was a little down, although he 
never fails to give a consistent­ 
ly fine performance. Always 
the perfect partner, he and 
Miss Makarova were in com­ 
plete harmony, and his own 
acting was natural and tho­ 
roughly convincing. 
American Ballet Theater con­ 
cludes its San Francisco per­ 
formances with Makarova and 
Bruhn in “Swan Lake,” tomor­ 
row at 8: 30 p.m. at the Opera 
House.

Idea Not 


Acceptable 


The Army Corps of Engineers 
declared yesterday it will not 
accept old houseboats which the 
county wants to dump on the 
Army’s doorsteps. 
Last week, at the suggestion 
of Supervisor Michael Wornum, 
the Marin County Board of Su­ 
pervisors decided it could get 
rid of nine dilapidated house­ 
boats in Richardson Bay by 
towing them to the Army Engi­ 
neers depot in Sausalito and 
informing the Army: They’re 
hazards to navigation; please 
remove them. 
Deputy County Counsel Jo­ 
seph E. F o r e s t had told the 
supervisors that an old federal 
act made the Army Corps of 
Engineers 
responsible 
for 
“clearing navigable waters of 
any old hulks and wrecks.” 
Col. Charles R. Roberts, dis­ 
trict engineer for the Army, 
disagreed. 
“This is to inform you that 
such proposed action is illegal 
as a deliberate and intentional 
creation of an obstruction to the 
‘navigable waters of the United 
States,” Roberts wrote. 
“To 
avoid litigation and expense, it 
is urged that you take action to 
rescind the resolution directing 
the deliberate and intentional 
creation of an obstruction.” 
Richard L. Larson, marine 
inspector for the county, who 
was instructed to tow the boats 
to the Army Corps depot, will 
propose an alternative solution 
at the Supervisors’ meeting 
Tuesday. 
Larson said that a tug boat 
could be hired to tow the abated 
boats to the edge of the house­ 
boat community at high tide, 
leave them for 48 hours to give 
the boat owners time to remove 
their personal effects, and then 
have contractors remove the 
hulks. 
He said the county could get 
rid of the nine houseboats for 
about $2,000. Wornum had said 
last week the demolition job 
might cost $6,000.

MANY BACTERIA are capa­ 
ble of infecting the meninges (a 
thin membrane covering the 
brain». Meningococci are the 
most common offenders. They 
enter the body through the nose 
and throat and produce a mild 
infection 
resembling a 
cold. 
The bacteria multiply, enter the 
bloodstream and travel all over 
the body. At this stage, fever, 
chills, fatigue and a blotchy or 
spotted rash ensue. 
Shortly thereafter, the mi­ 
crobes settle in the meninges of 
the brain. Intense headache, 
and stiffness of the neck follow. 
A spinal tap produces turbid, 
bloody fluid that is under consi­ 
derable pressure. It is encour­ 
aging to know that we have 
more than one good remedy for 
this alarming condition. A new 
protective vaccine is being test­ 
ed.

Simple Pian Would 
Prevent State Deficits 


Everybody knows that California 
state government is facing another 
financial crisis. It is committed to 
spend more than its income. 


The legislature took characteris­ 
tic action in the face of the crisis. 
Legislators raised 
their own ex­ 
pense allowances. 


The governor has a plan for meet­ 
ing the crisis. It is extremely doubt­ 
ful 
whether 
the 
legislature 
will 
accede to the governor’s plan. 


Where does this leave us? 
In the same old bag, probably: 
the legislature will have to vote new 
taxes upon us. 


There may be another alterna­ 
tive, a better way out. 


So far as we know, no one else 
has yet thought of the possibility we 
have in mind. It is not likely that 
anyone in state government would 
think of this particular approach. If 
they did think of it, you can be sure 
that they would breathe not a word 
of it publicly. 


We call it the Salary Suspension 
Incentive Plan. It is something like 
this: 


Whenever the state finds itself 
with more outgo than income, all 
services to the public would be froz­ 
en — that is, they would neither be 
increased nor be decreased. They 
would remain constant. 


But a system of cost c u t t i n g 
would automatically be instituted. 
The e x t e n t to which this cost- 
cutting system was applied would 
be determined by the extent of the 
threatening deficit. Costs would be 
cut merely enough to bring outgo 
into balance with income. 


The cost cutting system is simpl­ 
icity itself. 


The state would merely suspend 
salary payments to certain state 
employees to the degree necessary 
to balance outgo with income. 


Salary suspensions would be insti­ 
tuted according to a priority list of 
state employees. The order of prior­ 
ity would be determined by the size 
of an official’s salary. The largest 
salary would be first. That would be 
the governor. 


Right behind him on the list would 
come the top administrators of state 
super-agencies. 


Since the legislature shares with 
the governor the responsibility for 
keeping state s p e n d i n g within 
bounds, it is only right that the top 
legislative officials — the president 
pro tern of the S e n a t e and the 
speaker of the Assembly — share 
top priority with the governor, al­ 
though legislative officials received 
somewhat less salary than top ad­ 
ministrators. 


Legislative committee chairmen, 
in both Senate and Assembly, would 
constitute the next priority level, 


followed by individual legislators 
according to seniority. Those with 
the longest seniority (and presuma­ 
bly the most influence) should be 
the first to be affected by the salary 
suspension plan. 


Such a system of salary suspen­ 
sions in time of fiscal crisis has so 
many advantages and good features 
that there is not space enough here 
to touch on more than the mere 
highlights. 


First, services to the needy, the 
poor, the aged, the blind, the ill, 
etc., 
would 
continue 
unaffected. 
Those at the bottom of the pay scale 
in state service, like hospital order­ 
lies, 
would 
be 
unaffected. 
The 
meager salaries on which they and 
their families depend for existence 
would be protected. 


On the other hand, those at the 
top level whose salaries would be 
cut or eliminated — like governor 
Reagan — would not be hurt appre­ 
ciably. It may be that the most 
noticeable 
immediate 
affect 
on 
them would be an income tax de­ 
duction, an obvious benefit. 


The overall effect on the top ad­ 
ministrators 
and 
top 
legislators 
should 
be, 
from 
the 
taxpayers’ 
standpoint, very good. Salary sus­ 
pension would motivate these in­ 
fluential officials to find immediate 
solutions to the state’s critical prob­ 
lems with a minimum of political 
shadow boxing. 


Obviously the Salary Suspension 
Incentive Plan would benefit ever­ 
yone in the long run. 


It is pretty certain that such a 
plan would not be advocated by the 
governor nor voted into being by the 
state legislature, however. 


If it is to be implemented, it will 
have to be by iniative petition of 
voters. We can count on little help 
from experienced politicans in put­ 
ting the measure on the ballot and 
getting it passed. 


The whole operation would have 
to be a do-it-yourself operation by 
voters. 


Voters of California, arise! 


We have it within our power to 
bring about our own solution to our 
state’s recurring fiscal crises. 


If we don’t unite to protect our­ 
selves against further invasion of 
our pocketbooks, our paychecks and 
bank accounts by Sacramento, we 
will have only ourselves to blame. 


One of the great t h i n g s about 
spring fever is that it enables a man 
to sit back, look up, and see more 
easily and more clearly how the 
complex problems of our day can be 
solved so simply.

WASHINGTON—In any bal­ 
ance sheet of the dam age done 
by nearly 10 years of the Am er­ 
ican w ar in Indochina, a large 
debit must be entered for the 
way it has set A m e r i c a n s 
against each other. With the 
Laotian adventure greatly en­ 
larged and the o u t c o m e in 
doubt, a tide of opposition is 
rising that can mean still an­ 
other encounter with official­ 
dom. 
Increasing 
bitterness 
and 
hostility have m arked these en­ 
counters. Support of the w ar is 
being made a test of patriotism. 
That tactic is so divisive, so 
destructive of the good will pre­ 
vailing in the past even be­ 
tween sharply opposed political 
opponents, as to threaten the 
broad sense of common cause 
serving this country so well 
across the years. 
In one way in particular the 
division is destructive. "Kill the 
m essenger who brings the bad 
news.” That practice out of the 
ancient past has been applied 
in a rather less stringent form 
to the m essengers reporting the 
news of the Vietnam war. 
AMERICAN 
REPORTERS 
have repeatedly challenged the 
official optim ism out of Saigon 
and Washington. 
In 1962 things had gone well 
for Ngo Dinh Diem, who with 
his family had begun to exer­ 
cise an increasingly authorita­ 
tive rule over South Vietnam. 
Gen. Paul Harkins, com m ander 
of 
the 
approxim ately 
16.000 
American troops in the area, 
had become an apostle of opti­ 
mism. 
Predicting 
the 
war 
would be “ won within a y ear,” 
he sent glowing reports to the 
Pentagon 
that 
sparked 
the 
sam e optimism in the highest 
quarters. 
Then in 1963 things began to 
go badly. 
Diem ordered the 
wholesale arrest of Vietnamese 
youths suspected of sym pathy 
with the Communists and seek­ 
ing an end to the w a r 
The 
Buddhists were in open revolt. 
As they imm olated themselves 
m 
protest, 
Mme. 
Ngo 
Dinh 
Nhu, Diem 's sister, applauded, 
saying she was never happier 
than when the bonzes were bar­ 
becuing themselves. 
All this, together with doubts 
about what was happening in 


the field, was reported by Dav­ 
id H alberstam of the New York 
Times and the other reporters 
who were not confined to the 
hothouse atm osphere of Saigon 
and the tender care of escorting 
officers. 
They 
were 
writing 
what was contrary to the offi­ 
cial line, and the teletype be­ 
tween Saigon and the Pentagon 
burned up with angry protest. 
President John F. Kennedy 
was finally prevailed upon to 
act. He called the top brass at 
the New York Times to suggest 
that the national interest would 
be served if H alberstam were 
replaced by another correspon­ 
dent. The Times b a c k e d its 
man. Lyndon Johnson, briefing 
reporters about to go out to 
Vietnam, 
would 
cite H alber­ 
stam as an exam ple of one who 
had betrayed his country. 
OTHER REPORTERS have 
come under this sam e attack. 
One was Francois Sully, the 
courageous and able correspon­ 
dent for 20 years of Newsweek, 
killed in the helicopter crash 
that cost the life of Gen. Do Cao 
Tri. Sully was expelled from 
Vietnam by the Diem regim e in 
1962, with the American Mis­ 
sion doing little or nothing to 
resist what was an act of cen­ 
sorship. Both P eter Arnett. Pul­ 
itzer Prize-winning reporter in 
V’ietnam , and Horst Faas. pho­ 
tographer for the AP and also a 
Pulitzer Prize winner, were as­ 
sailed. 
The Laotian “ incursion” has 
been shrouded 
in a 
greater 
darkness than any action dur­ 
ing the entire war. While per­ 
mission was finally granted for 
American reporters to go in 
American helicopters, there are 
no reporters on the ground. The 
South 
Vietnamese high com­ 
mand takes a jaundiced view of 
the presence of American cor­ 
respondents. 
The official view, therefore, 
has 
had greater weight than 
ever before. 
The war has been at times 
over reported by zealous young 
correspondents. Television for 
the first tim e brought blood and 
gore into the living room. The 
alternative 
was 
censorship 
blanking out all but the official 
line. Can anyone seriously be- 
lieve this would have been bet­ 
ter?

HIGH SCHOOL PROGRAM 


A Taste Of Hospital Life

Sorting out those who are in­ 
terested in a medical career 
from those who only think they 
are is the purpose of a high 
school program at Marin and 
Ross general hospitals. 
The project, known as the 
Work 
Experience 
Education 
Program, has offered 73 high 
school students from through­ 
out Marin a taste of hospital 
life since it began in the spring 
of 1969, according to A. Denis 
Ragan, coordinator of the pro­ 
gram. 
The students, all juniors and 
seniors, spend a semester at 
the hospitals learning opera­ 
tions of the various depart­ 
ments, Ragan, a teacher at 
Redwood High School, said. 
The students take a class 
from 1:30 to 3 p.m. Monday 
through Friday to obtain first­ 
hand knowledge. ‘'The whole 
idea is to get them out into the 
real world,” Ragan said. 
While not u n iq u e in the 


state, the Marin program is the 
most extensive, Ragan said. 
Currently enrolled are 10 from 
Redwood, four from Terra Lin­ 
da High School and one from 
Marin Catholic High School. 
The program had to turn 
away 11 other students, Ragan 
said, despite requirements that 
the potential doctors and nurses 
buy their own uniforms and ar­ 
range transportation. 
While working at the hospi­ 
tals requires 
more sacrifice 
than taking a course at school, 
the students at Marin General 
were enthusiastic about the pro­ 
gram. 
The young people — who had 
to express a “ serious interest in 
learning more about the medi­ 
cal field to be selected — each 
said the desire for medical 
professions 
has 
been 
rein­ 
forced. 
There have been only four 
dropouts in two years, Ragan 
said. 
Gale McCall, a 17-year-old 


Redwood senior, who had been 
interested in nursing in a men­ 
tal health facility, 
said, “ I 
might change my mind because 
I ’ve become interested in eve­ 
rything I have gone into so 
far.” 
Since her class started Feb. 
8, she has worked in the phar­ 
macy, X-ray and physical ther­ 
apy sections of the hospitals. 
Other departments in which 
the students are trained include 
nursing, laboratory and admin­ 
istration. The students are ro­ 
tated t h r o u g h the various 
departments to learn 
about 
each. 
Gus Roland, also a 17-year- 
old Redwood senior, said, “ I 
wanted to see how interested 1 
really was. I didn’t really have 
any exposure.” 
He said his desire to be a 
doctor has increased during his 
work at the hospital. Working 
in physical therapy, he said, 
has enabled him to learn how 
to teach p e o p 1 e to use their 


bodies again. 
While the students in physical 
training get a lot of first-hand 
experience, some of the other 
departments provide less satis­ 
fying tasks, the students said. 
Under the direction of hospi­ 
tal personnel at all times, the 
students are shown how each 
department functions, but in 
some departments their contri­ 
bution is limited. 
In the lab, Roland said, stu- 
d e n t s are shown how to do 
blood and urine tests, how to do 
throat cultures, and how to type 
blood. However, they cannot do 
the actual tests. 
Girls assigned to the materni­ 
ty ward grudgingly accept bas­ 
ic chores — feeding babies and 
changing diapers. 
However, all the students at 
Marin General claimed the oc­ 
casional drudgery- is compen­ 
sated for at other times. Sonja 
Horn, a Redwood senior, was 
excited about seeing a child 
born. 


Others laughed about trying 
to 
revive 
Recusci-Annie, 
a 
dummy used to practice resus­ 
citation procedures. 
Karen Rossi said she liked 
the intensive care unit best be­ 
cause she can work with pa­ 
tients, but in the recovery room 
“ you just sit around.” 
All of the Redwood students 
are at Marin General while the 
other five are at Ross General. 
The program is the same at 
each hospital, but in Ross, the 
smaller hospital, the students 
get to know people faster, Ro­ 
land said. He began at Ross but 
was switched to Marin General. 
Whichever hospital the stu­ 
dents are assigned to, the expe- 
r i e n c e seems to whet their 
appetites to study some aspect 
of medicine. 
Miss H o r n , who has been 
helping nurses in the emergen­ 
cy room, said, “ I remember 
one time I would have liked to 
help, but I haven't had the ex­ 
perience.” 
She hopes to get that experi­ 
ence someday, using the class 
at the hospital as a stepping 
stone.

Hike In Salaries For Faculty 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The state’s top educators yes­ 
terday pleaded for “ at least” a 
13 per cent jump in college and 
university faculty salaries in 
1971-72 and warned California 
would otherwise face loss of its 
best teachers and researchers. 
President Charles J. Hitch of 
the University of California and 
Chancellor Glenn S: Dumke of 
the California State Colleges 
presented the cause before the 
Assembly Ways and 
Means 
Subcommittee on faculty sala­ 
ries and fringe benefits. 
The administrators warned 
the Assembly committee that if 
salary increases were not prov­ 
ided the University of Califor­ 
nia and the state colleges face 
the possibility of becoming se­ 
cond-class institutions. 
Hitch, in his presentation, 
said the university “ urgently 
requests” the committee to sup­ 
port the 13 per cent salary in­ 
crease. 
“ This is the amount of in­ 
creased compensation which is 
necessary to retain the distin­ 
guished faculty which has prod­ 
uced a state university of the 
first rank,” he said. 
“ It is the amount necessary 
to enable the university to com­ 
pete with other institutions in 
filling vacancies.” 
Hitch added that the increase 
was “ needed to raise academic 
compensation to the level which 


existed 20 months ago. before 
the erosion of inflation reduced 
the purchasing power of these 
accomplished 
and 
deserving 
people.” 
Dumke 
presented a docu­ 
mented study of 102 compara­ 
ble state colleges in other areas 
relating to salary increases for 
the academic salary group, sa­ 
lary increases for the support 
staff and improvement in fringe 
benefits of all state college per­ 
sonnel. 
“ This study showed that the 
California state colleges are 
currently lagging behind the 
median comparison institutions 
of this group,” Dumke said. 
“ The average state college 
salary for 1970-71 is $13,714 — 
the projected average salary of 
the median institution for 1971- 
72 is $15,394. This is a lag of 
slightly less than 13 per cent.” 
Dumke said a log of six per

Boxer Vs. Slugger Fight: 
'I'll Out Box Him' — Clay

MIAMI BEACH (U PI)—Says 
Muhammad Ali’s trainer, Ange­ 
lo Dundee: “The way to beat a 
slugger is to box him, and 
that’s what we’re gonna do.” 
Ali and Dundee view the 
Monday night battle in Madison 
Square Garden between former 
champ Ali-Cassius 
Clay and 
current champ Joe Frazier for 
the world heavyweight title as 
a match between an aggressive 
slugger and Ali with his fancy 
footwork and jabs. 
“This won’t be any flat-footed 
fight. 
There’ll 
be 
a 
lot of 
footwork in it—in and out, in 
and out, pop, pop, pop,” says 
Ali. “I’ll be back pedalin’ and 
throwin’ rippin’ punches.” 
Ali planned a final workout 
here today before flying to New 
York this evening to relax— 
maybe at a “hideout,” he says 
—and wait for fight time. 
Ali skipped sparring Friday 
but worked 17 rounds on the 
heavy 
bag 
and 
speed 
bag, 
shadow-boxing in the ring and 
skipping rope. He looked like he 
was working hard all the way 
and at the end he weighed 214 
pounds. He says he plans to 
weigh 212 by M onday—“ The 
same as for the first Liston 
fight.” 
He said his Friday training 
rounds were “swift rounds—so 
I can go that way for 15 if I* 
have to. I don’t know if it will 
go 15, but I’m always ready in 
case it does.” 
“I’ve never been this serious

Milwaukee Sets 
Pro Cage Record

Larry Costello just may have 
been guilty of taking himself a 
bit too seriously Friday night. 


In 
the 
giddy moment 
of 
triumph after the Milwaukee 
Bucks set the NBA record with 
their 19th straight victory, the 
Milwaukee coach said the 
victory was 
“the greatest 
personal achievement for me in 
coaching. You take an expan­ 
sion team like we were and in 
only three years set a record— 
it’s fantastic. It took New York 
25 years to do the same thing.” 


But, of course, Costello didn’t 
actually do it all by himself. He 
had the rather good fortune of 
having Lew Alcindor join his 
club after the Bucks’ 
first 
season. If Milwaukee hadn’t 
won the coin flip with Phoenix 
for the right to pick Alcindor 
two years ago, the Bucks’ rise 
wouldn’t have been so sudden. 
And Lew, who scored 34 


points in the Bucks’ 108-95 
victory over Detroit that broke 
the mark of 18 straight that 
New York set last year is one 
of the great winners in sports 
history. By his standards, 19 
straight isn’t much. His high 
school team won 71 straight 
and his college team won 47 
straight. 
If you throw out last year, 
Lew has played in 14 losing 
games 
in eight years—an 
average of less than two per 
year. He played in one losing 
game in his last three years of 
high school ball and two in four 
years of college 
play. 
The 
Bucks have lost just 11 this 
year with a 64-11 mark and can 
break the season record of 68-13 
set by Philadelphia in 1967. 
The Bucks were out to get 
the record and they almost 
blew Detroit off the court by 
grabbing a 23-6 lead and then 
coasting in the rest of the way.

King Of Spades 
West o p e n s the king of 
spades, and East plays the dis­ 
couraging deuce. West shifts to 
the jack of clubs, covered by 
the king and ace. East returns 
a club, and South wins with the 
queen. 
The average student draws 
trumps, using up all of his own 
trumps in the process. He then 
tries the diamond finesse, win­ 
ning with dummy’s queen. But 
how does he r e p e a t this fi­ 
nesse? 
Declarer cannot get to his 
hand, so must lead dummy's 
ace of diamonds in the hope 
that the king will f a l l .

Eskimo Art In Sausalito 


FUN TUSK — Under the skilled 
hands of Eskimo artisans, a large 
walrus tusk becomes an attrac­ 
tive cribbage board, decorated 


simply with native Alaskan ani­ 
mals, also fashioned from walrus 
ivory. 


DRILLING — Paul Nattanguk 
skillfully operates 
a 
primitive 
bow drill which can put its mod­ 
ern 
electric 
counterparts 
to 
shame in carving holes in even 
the hardest substances. As he 


works, the bow saws back and 
forth in rapid fashion, the bit 
turns, the wood smokes from the 
friction and the drilling is com­ 
pleted in seconds. 


For more than 1,000 years the Eskimos who 
inhabit remote King Island in the Bering Sea 
have carved tools and artifacts from ivory 
and turned animal skins into clothing. 


Three Kings Island Eskimos are in Sausali­ 
to for the next two weeks, demonstrating the 
^ 
ancient crafts which have been passed on to 
them, relatively unchanged, from antiquity. 


The three, Paul and Cecilia Nattanguk and 
Romeo Katexac, can be seen daily at the 
Scrimshaw, 759 Bridgeway. While the men 
carve diamond-hard walrus tusk into unique 
statues and such useful items as cribbage 
boards, Mrs. Nattanguk sews rabbit and seal 
fur into moccasins and other kinds of wearing 
apparel. 


All the craftsmen use the same tools Eski­ 


mo artisans have used for centuries, although 
the blades are metal now, where once they 
were stone. 


“Sealskin 
Charlie" 
McAlprin, 
a 
young 
American turned Arctic trader who brought 
the trio to Sausalito after a month's stay in 
Hawaii said the old arts are becoming obso­ 
lete even in .Alaska, as the state industrializes 
the Eskimo artists move to cities and towns. 


The trip to the states was the first trip out 
of Alaska for the Nattanguks and Katexac. 
They came, according to McAlprin, because it 
seemed like a pleasant change from the frigid 
Alaska winter. 


After Sausalito, which the trader noticed on 
a previous trip to California and decided to 
return to for a visit, the craftsmen will go 


back to Nome where they have lived for three 
years since moving from the island which lies 
halfway between Alaska and Siberia. 


In Nome, they make the art objects and 
(Clothing for a living. McAlprin, who moved 


to Alaska six years ago from Colorado, trav­ 


els all over the remote areas of the state, 


buying arts and craftwork from Eskimos in 


fishing camps and tiny villages. 


He met the trio about five years ago and 
because he was impressed by the quality of 
their work (“It is the finest of its kind I’ve 
seen”), invited them to go into business with 
him. 


Most of the carvings and fur clothing are 
sold to gift stores throughout Alaska. 
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AMBITIOUS PROJECT — With 
infinite patience, Romeo Katexac 
delicately fashions a tiny ivory 
animal which will be used in an 
Alaskan sculpture he is planning, 


When completed the work will 
feature a hunting scene, complete 
with dogsled, driver, polar bears 
and rabbits racing along a large 
walrus tusk.

Collectively the duo has 70 
years of singing experience be­ 
tween them. The y o u n g e r 
Jones, a leading baritone in the 
Bay Area, serves as choral di­ 
rector for the San Rafael City, 
Schools and director of music 
at the church. 


Lutherans, Catholics 
Hold Papacy Discussion 


MIAMI (LC) —An exploratory 
examination of the papacy from 
historical and theological per­ 
spectives marked the opening 
of the seventh year of doctrinal 
discussions between Lutheran 
and Roman Catholic theologi­ 
ans. 
Held recently St. John Vian- 
ney Minor Seminary, the sem­ 
iannual session was the 12th in 
a series initiated in mid-1965 
under the joint auspices of the 
USA National Committee of the 
Lutheran World Federation and 
the US Bishops’ Committee for 
Ecumenical and Interreligious 
Affairs. 
Nineteen churchmen — eight 
Lutherans and 11 Catholics — 
considered “The Papacy as 
Expression 
of the Teaching 
Ministry of the Church” as a 
sub-topic to the overall theme, 
“The Teaching Ministry of the 
Church.” 


Participants in the talks em­ 
phasized that the authority of 
scripture, 
tradition, 
creeds, 
confessions, bishops, and coun­ 
cils are also integral parts of 
the Church’s teaching ministry 
and that this relationship will 
emerge more clearly by first 
discussing the papal office. 
Fifteen essays on various as­ 
pects of the papacy — regarded 
as the chief problem of polity 
between the two communions — 
were discussed by the scholars 
as background material to in- 
depth studies of the main theme 
at future sessions. 


Happiness Breaks Through

When young people complain 
that church services are boring, 
they are merely saying out loud 
what a great many adults have 
always thought. 
The plain truth, to which any 
veteran churchgoer can attest, 
is that worship all too often is 
as dull, dreary, formalized and 
uninspiring a routine as one is 
likely to encounter in modem 
society. 
It got that way because of a 
notion widely held among our 
Puritan 
ancestors 
and 
still 
fairly prevalent in churches 
that worshipping God is a grave 
duty to be undertaken at the 
proper times and places with 
the utmost solemnity. 
This grim approach to piety 
finds no warrant in the New 
Testam ent. To Jesus Christ, 
worship was a joyous business, 
a way of celebrating the good 
news that God is and God 
cares. 
WAKING UP 
Fortunately, 
and 
not 
a 
moment too soon, churches are 
beginning to wake up to the 
fact that worship is supposed to 
be a shared happiness, not a 
penance. 
The Roman Catholic Church 
has 
extensively 
revised 
its 
liturgy in the past five years. 
Many of the major Protestant 
bodies—including 
Episcopali­ 
ans, Presbyterians, Lutherans 
and Methodists—are in the pro­ 
cess of overhauling their accus­ 
tomed rites. 
All these efforts at liturgical 
renewal have several things in 
common. They are designed to 
draw 
the 
congregation 
into 
active 
participation 
rather 
than 
passive 
spectatorship. 
They emphasize community— 
the fact that worship is the 
corporate act of a body of 
people who are supposed to be 
united to each other by strong 
bonds of love and understand­ 
ing. They provide for a degree 
of variety, so that every service 
need not be a carbon copy of 
what was done the week before. 
NE LITURGIES 
But the most profound and 
far-reaching change involved in 
the new liturgies is a rediscove­ 
ry of joy and thanksgiving as 
the authentic notes of Christian 
worship. 
The New Worship book of the 
United 
Presbyterian Church, 
for example, suggests this ray- 
er to be said at the beginning of 
a s_ervice : 
“ God of grace: You have 
given us minds to know you, 
hearts to love you, and voices 
to sing your praise. Fill us with 
Holy 
Spirit, 
so 
we 
may 
celebrate your glory, and truly 
worship you.” 
At 
another 
point 
in 
the 
service, the minister says—and 
if he has any feeling for the 
line, 
he’ll 
say 
it with 
an 
exultant shout: 
“ Friends, believe the good 
news of the gospel!” 
And 
the 
congregation 
re­ 
sponds in unison: 
“In Jesus Christ we 
are 
forgiven.” 
The spirit of joyous celebra­ 
tion is spreading from 
the 
words to the music of public 
worship. Pastors are learning 
that the entire mood of a 
service can be altered simply 
by choosing hymns that are 
joyous and triumphant rather 
than 
dolorous. 
In 
some 
churches, musical experimenta­ 
tion has gone much further. 
Washington’s famed Episcopal 
Cathedral, for example, now 
conducts—each Sunday morning 
a 
“guitar 
mass” 
in which 
young musicians celebrate the

where—as the Old Testament 
clearly records—it originated as 
an expression of joyous grati­ 
tude to God. 


Other forms of physical 
activity which permit worship­ 
pers to move around instead of 
sitting rooted to the pew are 
being utilized to add a little life 
to services. Many churches now 
include in each service the 


ancient ritual of “passing the 
peace” in which every person 
embraces the one next to him 
and says, “May the peace of 
God be always with you.” 
Some churches have proces­ 
sionals in which not only the 
choir 
and minister but all 
members of the congregation 
get up and march about the 
aisles bearing colorful banners. 
This writer’s all-time favorite 
banner, which sums up the 
whole 
spirit 
of 
the 
new 
approach 
to worship, was 
carried by a very small boy in 
a Christmas eve procession. It 
said: 


“Hooray for God.” 
Some church members who 
are no longer young in spirit or 
body look askance at such 
innovations. But young people— 
and a surprisingly large num­ 
ber of old people—are respond­ 
ing enthusiastically. 


However novel 
they may 
seem to those who have grown 
accustomed to stodginess in 
worship, none of these things 
are really new. They are rather 
a return to the Biblical view 
expressed by the psalmist who 
described worship as “making 
a joyful noise unto the Lord.”

Fred Small: JRevolutionary For God' 


By GEORGE NEVIN 
It’s doubtful that many of 
Marin’s commuters find the 
twice-daily drive along High­ 
way 101 very inspiring. 
But Rev. Fred C. Small, pas­ 
tor of the Marin City Church of 
God, can’t travel the highway 
without being reminded of a 
day in 1957 when he was struck 
by an inspiration so strong that 
it changed his life. 
The 
experience 
marked a 
turning point in his life — of 
that Reverend Small is certain. 
As he tells it: 
“I had been thirsting for a 
life in God, seeking the deeper 
experience I’d 
been reading 
about in the Bible, a complete 
surrendering of myself to the 
Lord.” 
‘‘AFTER MUCH prayer and 
fasting, it came to me as I was 
driving on the freeway. The 
Lord poured so much heaven

into my soul that I could hardly 
contain myself, but I didn’t lose 
control. I drove home and went 
into the study and enjoyed the 
presence of the Lord.” 
‘‘That experience,” said Rev­ 
erend S m a l l , with a quick 
smile, ‘‘revolutionized my life. 
And I’ve been a revolutionary 
ever since.” 
Like most profound experi­ 
ences, Reverend Small’s enligh- 
t e n m e n t 
didn’t 
happen 
overnight. He had been working 
toward it — though he wasn’t 
aware of the fact — for years.” 
THE CHAIN of events that 
led to his spiritual experience, 
which in turn led to his becom­ 


ing pastor of the Church of God 
and Marin City’s best-known 
religious figure, can be traced 
to his service in the Air Force 
during the Korean war. 
‘‘I had a good friend — a 
drinking buddy — in Korea,” 
he said during an interview in 
his office at the church. ‘‘We 
both were transferred from Ko­ 
rea and lost track of each oth­ 
er, but I found him again when 
I was sent to Hamilton Air 
Force Base just before my dis­ 
charge.” 
The friend had taken up re­ 
sidence in Marin City and had 
been converted to the Church of 
God, and he couldn’t wait to get

‘‘AT FIRST, I refused to go 
to a service,” said Reverend 
Small, his eyes twinkling, ‘‘but 
he persisted and finally, just to 
get him off my back, I agreed.”

church, and went back a second 
time and then a third. 
‘‘I heard it was possible for a 
man to become a new creature 
and I was so intrigued that I 
wanted to try it for myself. And 
lo and behold, it worked!” 
As he tells it, he went to the 
altar, asked God for forgive­ 
ness and then went back and 
led his wife to the altar with 
him. 


‘ FROM THAT day in 1954 
we’ve had nothing but peace 
and 
c o n t i n u e d 
spiritual 
growth,” said the minister. 
But acceptance of God is a 
long way from accepting a call 
to the ministry, as Fred Small 
soon learned. After his vision 
on the freeway he began study­ 
ing under local tutors and min­ 
isters, and then went to San 
Francisco Bible College. After 
a few correspondence courses, 
he was made assistant pastor of 
the Marin City church in 1960 
and then b e c a m e its leader 
when the pastor moved out of 
town. 
Reverend Small believes he 
was fyijtunate fo, (jepf h]s qajl; 
ing io the myiistqy'so ¿tearty: f 


Many people miss their calling 
and wind up in areas of the 
spiritual world for which they 
have no talent, he believes. 
LIKE ANY pursuit, being a 
m i n i s t e r takes a certain 
amount of talent. ‘‘A good cook 
doesn’t learn to cook in school 
if he has no talent for cooking 
in the first place,” he said, 
‘‘and a preacher is a preacher 
before he’s called.” 
After he was called, the rest 
was 
easy, 
Reverend 
Small 
said: 
“The spirit permeated 
me, and I began preaching.” 
Reverend Small’s ideas on 
the purpose of life and theology 
center around the notion that 
all men have one purpose in 
life: to glorify God. 
‘‘Nobody is here accidental­ 
ly,” he said, “but we all have a 
purpose for our existence. Ev­ 
ery man is a vessel, a channel 
whereby God reveals himself 
on earth.” 
MAN, HE believes, is a ser­ 
vant, not a r o b o t , and was 
made of earth but inspired by 
heaven. “He has citizenship in 
both places,” Small declares. 
God’s master plan doesn’t re­ 
quire everyone to be preachers 
like himself, Reverend Small 
thinks. “Every man is different 
but his differences are the prod­ 
uct of the total plan to manifest 
all of the attributes of a great 
God to a great body of people. 
Every talent is needed.” 
Much of Reverend Small’s 
work since becoming pastor of 
the Marin City Church of God 
has been in organizing and run­ 
ning what he calls the Triple I- 
C, or Interdenominational In­ 
terracial, 
Involved in Christ 
' 
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Crusade. 


THE CRUSADE began 
in 
1969 with a tent m e e t i n g in 
Marin City, was moved to Corte 
Madera Center in 1970 and will 
be held in Marin City again in 
1971. 
“ The name tells what we’re 
tyring to do,” says Reverend 
Small. “ This isn’t just for one 
or two ethnic groups or reli­ 
gious sects. We want people 
from all backgrounds and reli­ 
gious persuasions to worship 
with us.” 
Through the Tiple I-C cru­ 
sades, which have drawn thou­ 
sands of worshippers, Reverend 
Small hopes to prove that “ God 
is not a God of monotony. He 
made flowers of different hues, 
hills of different heights, oceans 
of vast dimensions and people 
of different colors, but all with 
one purpose: that God and hu­ 
manity may be one. And that’s 
my purpose, too.” 


DESPITE Reverend Small's 
optimism for the success of his 
work, he can’t help but feel that 
the world has a long way to go 
to attain peace and brother­ 
hood. 
“ We re trying to shift gears 
in a society that has a great 
talent for sliding backwards. 
We re going in the opposite di­ 
rection from what we should be 
going: we re closer to war than 
peace,” said the 40-year-old 
minister. 
Men must use their God-given 
abilities, he said, “ to lead the 
w o r 1 d to peace and brother­ 
hood.” 
Reverend Small disputes the 
myth, as he sees it. that Chris­ 
tianity is a doleful religion that 
precludes its followers from 
having fun. 
“ I ’VE NEVER had so much 
fun in all my life as when I 
found Christ,” he says. “ But 
before I was converted I tried 
to have fun. but couldn’t. 1 did 
everything 
I sang, danced, 
chased women, tried to drink 
my troubles away. None of it 
worked." 
Reverend 
Small 
believes 
most people have their priori­ 
ties reversed when it comes to 
expecting things out of life. 
“ Christ said to seek first the 
Kingdom of Heaven and all 
these things will be added unto 
you,” he points out. 
“ The tragedy of most people 
is that they s«*ek pleasure first 
and God second. That’s when 
we get the illusion that if we 
have God we can’t have plea­ 
sure. This is not true.” 


IF PEO PLE would 
“ seek 
eternal security before they 
seek material and physical se­ 


curity, they wouldn’t lack for 
anything,” he believes. 
Reverend Small doesn’t con­ 
sider himself a religious person 
— “ Religion is like a rocking 
chair; it gives you plenty to do 
but gets you nowhere” — but a 
geuine “ born-again child of God 
who’s found his place.” 
Unhappiness, he believes, is a 
result of not being in the proper 
place in life. “ People ought to 
be 
miserable 
and 
unhappy 
when they’re not in their slot,” 
he says. “ In the Lord we get all 
we want and want all we get, 
but we have no excesses and we 
have no want.” 


UNDER 
R E V E R E N D 
Small’s direction the Church of 
God has grown from a small 
congregation without a perma­ 
nent home to a church of some 
60 families. 
The church used to meet in 
an old cleaning shop, and then 
m a room at the recreation 
center,” he says. “ But when 
most of our furniture got ruined 
by leaking water and by rats, 
we decided to look for a perma­ 
nent home.” 
A building program was suc­ 
cessful in raising enough funds 
to buy a plot of land at Drake 
Avenue and Bucklew Street, 
and the c h u r c h was able to 
borrow to build the sanctuary. 
It was complete in 1965. 


IN HIS NEW building Rever­ 
end Small has attempted to fa- 
s h i o n a truly nondenomina- 
tional, 
interracial 
church. 
‘ ‘ T h i s 
isn’t 
a 
black 
or 
white c h u r c h , but God’s 
church,” he says — “ a place 
where all people are invited to 
share.” 
The Church of God. Reverend 
Small reports, has “ a beautiful 
relationship with a number of 
churches 
in 
Marin 
County. 
Members of these churches 
come to visit us a lot. and every 
Sunday we have a goodly num­ 
ber of persons of varied reli­ 
gious and ethnic backgrounds." 
He emphasizes that “ the spir­ 
itual atmosphere here is not 
one of wild emotionalism. We 
try to make people with vary­ 
ing modes of worship comforta­ 
ble to be here with us.” 


THE A T T E M P T at the 
Church of God, he says, is “ not 
to try to hammer people into a 
certain mold but to challenge 
them spiritually and encourage 
their souls to grow — and all of 
this without fanaticism.” 
While Reverend Small admits 
that his official title is pastor of 
the Church of God of Marin 
City, he actually considers him­ 
self “ pastor of Marin County." 
“ Anywhere there’s a need, 
I ’m there. The whole county is 
my parish.”

At The House 
Of Cannelloni 


Bill Bisson Caters To The 


Dem and For Haute Cuisine 


If you think of the typical 
m aster chef as being short and 
rotund, temperamental and Eu­ 
ropean, you're in for a big sur­ 
prise when you first meet Bill 
Bisson. 
At six feet two inches tall, 
Bill weighs in at 207 pounds of 
mostly bone and muscle. He 
loves fun and people. And he 
was born right here in Califor­ 
nia in —of all places — Angels 
Camp! 
But if his attributes and ori­ 
gin are atypical, Bill Bisson’s 
credentials 
as 
a 
m aster of 
haute cuisine are impeccable. 
His Medallions of Beef a la 
Bisson. Lasagne Verde de la 
Casa, 
Capon Flambe, Steak 
Diane, Cannelloni and Crepes 
Suzettes are justia few of the 
culinary creations that have en­ 
deared Bill to the Bay Area’s 
most finicky gourmets. 
AS A MATTER of fact, Bill’s 
Crepes Suzettes received na­ 
tionwide publicity as early as 
1952 when they were featured in 
“The Sullivan Slant,” a column 
then appearing in newspapers 
throughout the country. H ere’s 
what columnist Sullivan had to 
say: 
“Then there’s a place on 
Pacific Avenue in San Fran­ 
cisco called Paris Louvre, 
‘The House of Crepes Suz­ 
ettes,’where you couldn’t get 
a bad meal to save your life. 
Everything is perfect. . . but 
it’s the Crepes Suzettes that 
make the customers talk to 
themselves. 
“There’s a guy who must 
be 
about 
six-feet-six 
all 
dressed up in a tall white 
chef’s hat, and he devotes 
practically all of his time to 
whipping up those wonderful 
little pancakes. He assembles 
all of the ingrédients in a 
saucepan right at your table, 
then the lights are doused and 
the mixture is set afire, and 
the crepes ladled with the 
flaming elixir. Heavenly! 
“ . . . Yes, Bill B i s s o n 
knows the restaurant busi­ 
ness from all a n g l e s . He 
could make a pretty good liv­ 
ing in any phase of it. But 
Bill is sm art enough to let his 
competitors take care of the 
run-of-the-mill trade while he 
capitalizes on his individual 
specialty. 
“If that sort of approach 
works so successfully with 
Crepes Suzettes, it might be 
interesting to speculate upon 
other applications, don’t you 
think?” 
IF 
COLUMNIST 
Sullivan 
added a few i n c h e s to the 
“white-hatted giant’s” actual 
height, he also omitted one 
highlight of Bill’s career -—his 
whr years with the U.S. Mer­ 
chant Marine — in which, as a 
chief commissary steward, hfe 
1 


supervised the loading, stor­ 
age, menus and preparation 
of food on ships leaving San 
Francisco for the war zones. 
After the war — and for the 
two years prior to his move to 
the Paris Louvre — Bisson was 
at the P a l a c e Hotel in San 
Francisco. Working under the 
famous Adolph Bach at the Pa­ 
lace was to Bill one of his most 
rewarding experiences in the 
fine art of preparing and serv­ 
ing food. 
Bill s Paris Louvre era ended 
in 1959 when he and his part­ 
ner. Adolph Motta, sold the res­ 
taurant. But the two men joined 
forces again in 1955 to purchase 
the West End Villa at Second 
and G Streets in San Rafael. 
The restaurant was complete- 
.ly remodeled and redecorated 
in Victorian style and opened in 
September of that year as Bill 
& Adolph's West End Villa, 
with Bill managing the new res­ 
taurant while his partner con­ 
tinued running his own well- 
known San Francisco restaur­ 
ant, Adolph’s. 
AS WOULD BE expected, Bill 
spends much of his time inWest 
End Villa's immaculate kitch­ 
en. But when the rush of lun­ 
cheon or d i n n e r orders has 
passed the peak you can count 
on Bill appearing in the dining 
room to greet his many friends 
and circulate among the tables 
to make sure that all have tho­ 
roughly enjoyed their food and 
the way it was served. 
Although 
the “white-hatted 
giant’s” skill and artistry in 
preparing Crepes Suzçttes is 
undiminished 
and still very 
much in demand, Bill has per­ 
fected a new spécialité de la 
maison which has earned the 
West End Villa the sobriquet of 
“The House of Cannelloni.” 
Here's his recipe for this Ita­ 
lia n dish:

A Ross teaching couple, who 
went to Scotland for the hus­ 
band s sabbatical leave, have 
returned to Marin with new ap­ 
preciation of the value of the 
“old school tie.”

Johnson, 
chair­ 
man of the science department 
at Redw’ood High School, was 
granted a half-year sabbatical 
to study geology and paleontolo­ 
gy at I diversity of Edinburgh 
in Scotland. 
He and his wife Ysabel — a 
former teacher — took their 
four children along and enrolled 
them in Scottish schools. This 
turned out to be a fringe benefit 
which the Johnsons think may 
be more important than what 
the h u s b a n d learned at the 
university. 
THE ELDEST son, Michael, 
13, was enrolled in Fort Augus­ 
tus Abbey School in the Scottish 
Highlands at the foot of Loch 
Ness on the Caledonian Canal. 
Sons Patrick, 12, and Timo­ 
thy, 10, were enrolled in Carle- 
kemp Priory School at North 
Berwick, where the Firth of 
F o r t h meets the North Sea. 
This and Fort Augustus Abbey 
School are both operated by the 
Order of St. Benedict. 
Daughter Teresa, 5, entered 
first grade at a neighborhood 
state-operated school in Edin­ 
burgh — for while in Scotland 
there is no kindergarten, chil­ 
dren start the first grade at age 
5. 
MICHAEL IS still at Fort Au­ 
gustus. The rest returned home 
last month, for the father to 
resume 
teaching biology 
at 
Redwood High with the start of 
the second semester.

The Firth of Forth and 
foot of Loch Ness (“ Many 
Fort Augustus, both from 
• shore and while on the loch, 
have had excellent sightings of 
the Monster,” says a brochure 
describing Fort Augustus Ab­ 
bey and its school) might seem 
unlikely places for a pair of

educators, 
trained in the modern thought 
and techniques of California’s 
public school system, to acquire 
a new idea of the meaning of 
education. But it turned out 
that way. 


“THÈ REALLY significant 
difference” between the schools 
of Scotland and those of Califor­ 
nia, said Johnson— choosing 
his words carefully — is the 
“much broader general educa­ 
tional 
background” 
provided 
there. 
He said this applies to En­ 
glish schools, also, of which he 
visited several while on his 
leave. 
Other significant differences, 
he said, are that the Scottish 
(and English) schools offer few­ 
er electives in early years — 
thus assuring more uniform, 
well-rounded education for all; 
that they have concommitant 
study of subjects which are 
treated in isolation in California 
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dents must pass one of several 
national examinations. 


THE R E S U L T is what 
being talked about here as 
countability.” 
^ Although Fort Augustus and 
Carlekemp schools are operat­ 
ed by Benedictine monks, they 
are organized along much the 
same lines as the E n g l i s h 
public (i.e., private) boarding 
schools. And though neither has 
its Arnold of Rugby, they are 
run today much like the Rugby 
of Thomas Arnold, immortal­ 
ized in “Tom Brown’s School 
Days” well over a century ago. 
The boys attend school six 
days a week, although Satur­ 
day’s is a short session, with' 
much time for sports (rugby, 
hockey, cricket, tennis, swim­ 
ming and golf at both schools). 
There is Mass on Sunday for 
the Catholic boys, who make up 
a small majority of the enroll­ 
ment of 140 at Fort Augustus 
and of half that number at Car­ 
lekemp. 


BOYS ENTER Carlekemp at 
age 8 and may continue there 
until 14 or go on to Fort Augus­ 
tus at 12. 
Besides the sports, there are 
hikes and outings. Movies — 
selected to appeal to the boys — 
are shown each weekend at the 
schools themselves. 
But there are eight class per­ 
iods a day, plus supervised stu­ 
dy hall, after tea. The boys are

BOTH THESE schools, and 
the 
Scottish 
state-operated 
schools, 
said 
Mrs.

good U.S. s c h o o l s 50 years 
agp.” All emphasize basic stu­ 
dies, 
patriotism, 
and 
moral 
training — non-sectarian reli- 


gious education is included 
the state schools also. 
The eight-period day makes 
possible a wider curriculum 
than students can take in even 
the largest U.S. schools. 
Johnson 
produced 
a 
class 
schedule 
from 
Leominster 
G ram m ar School in England, 
which does not have Saturday 
classes. Its 40 periods per week 
include at a single grade level 
five of mathematics, six of En­ 
glish, two of history, three of 
geography, five of French, two 
of chemistry, two of physics, 
two of art, two of domestic 
science for girls or woodwork 
for boys, two of religious educa­ 
tion, four of physical education 
and games, two of music, and a 
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“form period” which is some­ 
what like California’s “home 
room.” 


EACH PERIOD is 35 min­ 
utes, and Johnson said teachers 
do not feel longer classes would 
be an advantage. 


In the fourth and fifth forms 
( f i r s t and second year high 
school), each student takes nine 
subjects of which four may be 
electives. 


It all s o u n d s very old-fa­ 
shioned, the Johnsons admitted. 
So does the Carlekemp claim in 
a prospectus: “In educating 
boys in a friendly atmosphere, 
we aim at developing in them a 
sense of responsibility, self-dis­ 
cipline and a true sense of val­ 
ues so that they may one day 
take their place in society.” 


But, insist the Johnsons, it 
works. 
IT SOUNDS very expensive, 
too — particularly since both 
schools feature small classes. 
But the cost at Fort Augustus, 
including board and room, is 
$1,200 per year. That’s why the 
Johnsons left Michael there. 
They figure it’s worth it to 
get an “old school” education 
in a Hanoverian fort in the 
Scottish Highlands, with views 
of Loch Ness (with or without 
monster) and of Corrieyalrick 
Pass, over which P r i n c e 
C h a r l e s 
Edward 
Stuart 
marched his army in 1745 to 
overthrow the Hanovers. 
(Incidentally, from his single 
term of history at Carlekemp, 
Patrick can tell you about that 
Jacobite Rising, and about a lot 
of other things in the histories 
of Great Britain, Europe and 
the United States.)

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Young Clint Weyrauch Presides Over 
Marin Station's New Rock Show

There’s a new sound on Marin 
County’s radio station these 
evenings. 
^ Those who dial 100.9 on their 
Frequency Modulation sets find 
themselves listening from 8 p.m 
to 
midnight, 
Mondays 
to 
Thursdays, to rock music on the 
station that has long been known 
for its more traditional music 
and public affairs program­ 
ming. 
It is all, says Hugh Turner, 
KTIM president and general 
manager, part of a movement 
“to add a new dimension to our 
programming.” 
IN 
OTHER 
words, 
it 
represents a bold bid by the 
Marin station for the younger 
radio audience that in the past 
has customarily tuned their sets 
to one of the several San 
Francisco stations specializing 
in rock. 
KTIM has dubbed its new four- 
hour program simply “The 
Show.” 
The man behind the turntable 
and microphone for “The Show” 
is Clint Wyrauch, a slender and 
energetic 
23-year-old 
of 
moderately-long hair and an 
inordinately-wide range of in­ 
terests. 
WEYRAUCH, San Francisco 
bom, continues to live there, 
commuting between that city 
and San Rafael for his KTIM job. 
But he is on the alert for a Marin 
apartment that would suit his 
bachelor needs. 
Weyrauch 
attended 
San 
Francisco public schools, but for 
his college education traveled 
across the country to attend 
College 
of 
New 
York 
at 


Schenectady where he earned a 
Bachelor of Arts Degree in 
economics. 
With h i m . to New York 
Weyrauch took a long-felt in­ 
terest in rock music and a 
special fascination for radio. 
ON DAY, he remembers, he 
just happened to stroll into the 
offices radio station, WRUC, 
just out of curiosity — to find 
out how they operated.” 
This led to a discussion with 
the management of Weyrauch’s 
favorite subject, rock music, 
“and before I knew it, they had 
put me to work in the studio.” 
Soon Weyrauch was presiding 
over a program that he says was 
quite similar to his present show 
on KTIM. 


“I FELT THERE was a real 
need for rock music at the 
college,” he says. “It was not 
only what the students wanted, 
but also what they needed.” 
His show there ran from 
midnight to 2 a.m. which, with 
his studies, made for what 
Weyrauch admits was “a rough 
schedule.” Still, he stuck with it, 
and radio became more and 
more a part of his blood stream. 
Among his listeners were not 
only the college of New York 
students, but also the co-eds of 
the all-girl Skidmore College 
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nearby. There the' girls lived in 
all-steel dormitories that shut 
out all radio programming 
except for WRUC which was 
piped into the buildings by 
carrier current through the 
electrical system. 
“ WE HAD .A monopoly,” 
smiles Weyrauch. 
His new-found satisfaction in 
radio caused Weyrauch to obtain 
summer work during vacations 
at home with San Francisco’s 
KMPX for whom he did the 
broadcasting from the much 
publicized Teen Fair at the Cow 
Palace in 1966. 
Weyrauch 
graduated 
at 
Schenectady in June of 1969, and 
went to Europe for awhile, 
touring 
that continent 
by 
motorcycle. 


BACK IN this country, he went 
to work for KTIM which 
broadcasts from the Indepen- 
dent-Journal Building, Fifth and 
B, San Rafael, in May of 1970. 
Not too much later Weyrauch 
found himself shifted to KTIM’s 
sister city in Lake County, KBLC 
at Lakeport, and found that 
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M A R IN 'S 
radio station, 
KTIM, 
calls its 8 p.m. to midnight, four 
nights a week, rock music show 
simply "The Show ." And the man 
behind the microphone and at 
the 
turntable 
is 
young 
Clint 
W eyrauch 
who 
is

tened to San Francisco's rock 
stations. 
His 
aim, 
says

rauch, is to give his audience 
only the best of the rock music, 
and to present it in a pleasina 
format.

“I did a little of everything 
there,” he says. “I announced, 
sold spots, even presided over a 
show called ‘The Trading Post’ 
on which I sold goats and pigs 
and just about anything else.” 


BUT 
WHAT 
troubled 
Weyrauch was the Wake County 
reaction to his beloved rock 
music that he tried to introduce 
to KBLC’s programming. 


“It’s a real farming com­ 
munity,” he says, “and when I 
made the mistake of playing 
some of the underground stuff, 
we got complaints that included 
some threats to turn me in to the 
sheriff’s department. 
“There’s a world of difference 
in the attitudes between Lake 
County and Marin County. Up 
there even the young people — 
and there aren’t too many of.

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them — have very little interest 
in rock music. The country or. 
the popular stuff is their bag.”' 
WEYRAUCH was happy to 
return to Marin and KTIM in 
November of 1970. “There just 
didn’t seem to be enough1 
stimulation up there,” he says of 
the Lake County job. 
Soon after his return KTIM 
general manager Turner and 
Weyrauch began laying plans 
for that station’s first regularly 
scheduled rock music show. 
Previously KTIM had carried 
some “live” rock music from 
The Lion’s Share, but had of­ 
fered no disc jockey program­ 
ming to challenge die big San 
Francisco rock stations of KFRC 
and KYA for the attentions of 
young listeners. 
WAYRAUCH says: “ Hugh 
Turner has been behind me all 
the way. This surprises some, 
since KTIM has something of a 
reputation for a more con­ 
servative, traditional broad­ 
casting. 
But 
a 
closer 
examination would show that 
KTIM has always been in­ 
novative, 
willing 
to 
try 
something new and striving for a 
variety in its programs.” 
What can KTIM offer young 
Marinites in the late hours that 
they cannot already hear on the 
San Francisco stations? 
Greater selectivity, for one 
thing, answers Weyrauch. “We 
try to play the very best rock 
music.” 
And a sensible, appealing 
format, for another. 
“WE DON’T go off on tangents 
with a 15-minute jazz cut or an 
hour of talk,” he says. “In fact 
we try to hold the talk down to a 
minimum. We keep a tight 
show.” 
But Weyrauch does work in 
announcements and comments 
that he feels will be of special, 
local interest to his audience — 
what is coming up at pep- 


perland, scheduled concerts, a 
plug for Marin Open House or 
Center Point, etc. 
Most 
of 
the 
recordings 
Weyrauch plays come from his 
own 
collection, 
which 
he 
estimates to number 1,000 discs 
and tapes “dating back to 1955 or 
so and the heyday of Elvis 
Presley and Chuck Berry.” 
MARIN RECORD shops such 
as the Sound Shop provide him 
with more music. “And of course 
we get some records from the 
promoters.” 
Is there any good reason for 
offering Marin four hours of rock 
music four nights a week? Are 
the songs really worth the 
listening? Are they better, or 
worse, than the music of earlier 
generations? 
“Music has evolved,” says 
Weyrauch. “From the ordinary 
love songs of the past we have 
progressed to music today with 
more depth and with real social 
portent. Each song, if you listen, 
has a social message for our 
day. 
“IN OTHER words, today’s 
music has socially redeeming 
features that go beyond the 
sound itself which many young 
people find so pleasing. There is 
a whole new depth to music.” 
To create interest in “The 
Show,” KTIM launched it by 
giving away a Magic Mountain 
waterbed. 
So far, says Weyrauch, the 
response to the new program has 
been “very good — in fact, 
fantastic. It is evident that we 
are picking up a lot of listeners 


who used to dial the San Fran­ 
cisco stations.” 
AT THE station, Weyrauch 
also sells commercials for the 
A.M. programming “which I 
enjoy less than the music show, 
but which I realize is invaluable 
experience,” and does some of 
the less technical engineering 
tasks required of all personnel 
by 
today’s 
smaller 
radio 
stations. 
Outside the station, Weyrauch 
has a number of interests, three 
of them his modes of travel. 
He 
owns 
a 
big 
Harley 
Davidson motorcycle and he 
also owns a Ferrari automobile 
“that makes me look like a real 
capitalist.” And he also holds a 
pilot’s license, having received 
his flying training in New York 
and at San Carlos, and he 
sometimes rents a Piper or a 
Cessna for a flight. 
HE ATTENDS automobile 
rallies and admits a liking for 
speed although he has not raced 
competitively. 
He is a devotee of a number of 
sports, principally water and 
snow skiing, and he takes in the 
football games. 
As for his social life, he says: 
“I came close to getting married 
once, but was saved.” 
He says he will remain with 
radio as long as he finds it in­ 
teresting — “and I found it 
absolutely exhilarating now” — 
but notes that he always has that 
schooling in economics to fall 
back upon if he needs another 
profession. The mortality rate 
among disc jockeys is high, but 
less so on community stations 
such as KTIM than one of the big 
city stations. So Weyrauch feels 
that “The Show” has a long and 
bright future on the KTIM-FM 
(100.9 on your dial) schedule. 
“The new dimension” that 
Hugh Turner noted in an­ 
nouncing the addition of the 
program 
to 
his 
station’s 
programming is likely here to 
stay.

Conch Shells 
Sell Briskly 
In Bahamas 


Vacationers searching for the 
unusual around the Bahamas 
capital of Nassau, and on Par­ 
adise Island across the harbor, 
are doing a great deal of note- 
making nowadays. 
Not with pencil and paper as 
you might imagine, but with 
conch shells. 
Visitors 
to 
these 
popular 
shores are f i n d i n g that the 
conch, a source of beauty and 
food, can also be the source of a 
powerful 
trumpet-like sound. 
Sales of this easily obtainable 
souvenir continue to be brisk. 
Bahamians have been blow­ 
ing 
4he 
conch 
(pronounced 
konk) for countless generations 
— using the loud blasts over 
stretches of water to herald the 
arrival of their boatloads of 
produce. 
Lately, 
more 
and 
more tourists, intrigued be the 
idea, have been “ horning in” 
on the act. 
To prepare a suitable conch 
shell for blowing purposes, (the 
Lamb Conch is an excellent one 
to use) the point is carefully 
sawed off about an inch from 
the tip, leaving a hole about 
three-quarter-inch in diameter. 
This o p e n i n g is filed until 
smooth for the lips. The conch 
is then blown like a bugle. 
The resulting sound, bound to 
s t a r t l e friends back home, 
beats Jack Benny’s horn that 
blew at midnight by a wide 
margin. 
Uncut conch shells can be 
purchased inexpensively along 
the docks in bustling Nassau. 
Conches already prepared for 
blowing are also available ar­ 
ound town at slightly higher 
cost.

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Traveling Alone Has Advantages 


If your best friend has let you down, 
and you are now faced with spending a 
two-week vacation on your own, per­ 
haps you should consider the positive 
aspects of going it alone. 
Many women a c t u a l l y travel by 
themselves by preference. When there 
are no one else’s plans to consider, you 
can do what you want, when you want 
to do it. You can eat at oddhours, or 
take a nap in the middle of the day, 
and no one will consider you strange, 
or resent it. You have time to think, 
and to develop a new and clearer per­ 
spective about yourself, and people and 
situations around you at home. 
You also have the satisfaction of 
knowing that you can be self-reliant. 
Is it safe? 
A number of women who have been 
lone travelers for a number of years 
were asked this q u e s t i o n , and all 
agreed that safety was never a prob­ 
lem. However, they all also agreed that 
one of the reasons for this was that 
they took normal precautions — usually 
the same ones they exercised at home.

. A c o m m o n fear is that you may 
become ill in a strange city or country. 
Most hotel managers, airline personnel, 
and the U.S. Consulates in cities out­ 
side the U.S. are prepared to direct you 
to a qualified physician, usually one 
who speaks English. 
It is also a good idea to bring some 
basic medications with you for sudden 
upsets, which always seem to happen 


when the local drug store has closed for 
the night, even if it does carry your 
medication. 
Fear of not making travel connec­ 
tions, new foods, and anxieties about 
unfamiliar places often put a strain on 
the digestive system. Take with you a 
preparation for diarrhea, and an anta­ 
cid. (There are also new medications 
especially for relief of gas pains.) 
Aspirin, an a n t i s e p t i c liquid or 
cream , and Band-Aids should also be 
part of a basic kit. 
Will you be lonely? 
In spite of keeping busy and having a 
good time, 
there may be occasions 
when you will be. At such times, put on 
your best dress and makeup and treat 
yourself to a special dinner at an ele­ 
gant restaurant, go see a play, or do 
anything else that you know usually 
your spirits. The idea is not to sit in 
your room and feel sorry for yourself. 
The fact that many women who start­ 
ed to travel on their own for business 
reasons continue to do so on their vaca­ 
tions, is perhaps the best recommenda­ 
tion for your going ahead with the trip 
you planned — even though your friend 
may have cancelled out.

ochre concrete exterior should 
be viewed from all sides, to be 
fully appreciated. Inside, a last 
arrival for a concert may consi­ 
der it a challenge to find the 
way up the multitude of swing­ 
ing and straight stairs to find 
his seat. 
The auditorium itself is sim­ 
ply awe inspiring. Scharoun has 
placed the audience on various 
terraces surrounding the or­ 
chestra stage, so that it is in 
full view from each of the 2,200 
seats. 
Mies van der Rohe’s magnifi­ 
cent New National Gallery — 
with its clear and uncomprom­ 
ising lines — harmonizes with 
the graceful 19th Century St. 
Matthew Church which will be­ 
come the focal point of the cul­ 
tural forum. It was among the 
last and most beautiful crea­ 
tions of the great architect who 
died in 1969, a year after the 
gallery was dedicated. 


FROM THE almost austere 
square steel and glass pavilion, 
stairs lead down to vast halls 
where Berlin’s collections of 
19th and 20th Century art are 
on display. 
Across the street from the 
New National Gallery, the gi­ 
gantic State Library is under 
construction. The first sections 
of this ultra-modern archive — 
h o u s i n g the latest word in 
technical equipment, reading, 
research and storage facilities 
— will open later this year. 
This building, too, was de­ 
signed by Hans Scharoun, no\*r 
an honorary citizen of Berlin, to 
blend with his own Philharmon­ 
ic Hall as well as with Mies’ 
Museum. It is expected that by 
1975 about three million vol­ 
umes will be installed here. The 
ultimate goal for this library is 
about eight million volumes. 
With the opening of the State 
Library Vast collections of inva­ 


luable volumes, documents, or­ 
iental 
and 
o c c i d e n t a l 
manuscripts, 
original 
music 
scores by famous composers, 
incunabula and historic maps 
will return to Berlin. It will be 
the end of their long odyssey 
which started during the war 
when the most important col­ 
lections of the Prussian State 
library were shipped out of 


Berlin. 


PLANS FOR the Tiergarten 
Cultural Center include five ad­ 
ditional museum buildings to 
house the various collections of 
occidental art, a new home for 
the Institute of Music Research 
(another contribution by Schar­ 
oun), and the transfer ot the 
Latin American Institute to the 


new State Library complex. 
The Tiergarten area close to 
the wall was carefully chosen 
as the site for the Cultural Cen­ 
ter to form a continuation of the 
cultural buildings in East Ber­ 
lin. City planners hope that one 
day Berlin’s people will bo able 
to move freely between East 
and West and view entire col­ 
lections.

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Brazilians Understand 


Their Spirit Worlds 


By DON KEOWN 


Brazil, says the Vatican, is 
the w o r l d ’ s largest Roman 
Catholic country. 
True, says David St. Clair. 
But it is also the world’s largest 
Spiritist country. 
The same worshipers who at­ 
tend mass in the churches of a 
Sunday morning are quite like­ 
ly to have been present for 
rituals in the spirit house the 
night before. 
There are p r a y e r s to the 
F a t h e r , the Son and Holy 
Ghost. And there are exhorta­ 
tions to Yemanja, Oxala and 
Ogun as well. 
St. Clair, Ohio-born, Colum­ 
bia University educated, has 
spent 12 years in Brazil as a 
news magazine correspondent 
and freelance writer with a spe­ 
cial interest in voodooism and 
its kin cults. 
In “ Drum & Candle” he re­ 
cords his observations and his 
impressions of a country and a 
people saturated with beliefs in 
ancient gods and spirits. 
And it is not, St. Clair makes 
plain, simply the poor and the 
illiterate who nourish such be­ 
liefs. Brazil’s more sophisticat­ 
ed and more affluent whites 
have their own religious rituals 
that are quite apart from their 
Catholic faith. 
St. Clair breaks down the re­ 
ligious beliefs of Brazilians into 
four divisions. 
First, there is the Roman 
Catholicism which most Brazili­ 
ans profess. 
Second, there are the Can- 
domble b e l i e f s and rituals

b r o u g h t to Brazil by black 
slaves mainly out of the culture 
of Africa’s once great Yoruba 
nation. This, basically, is what 
Americans call “ voodooism.” 
Its s t r e n g t h lies with the 
blacks, particularly the less ed­ 
ucated and those living in the 
backwoods. 
Third, there is the Spiritism 
derived from 18th Century Eu­ 
ropean mysticism and particu­ 
larly from the writings and 
teachings 
of Allan 
Kardek. 
Here the followers are most 
likely to be white and from the 
more affluent strata of Brazili­ 
an society. 
And last there is Umbanda, a 
more complicated, highly or­ 
ganized series of religious prac­ 
tices combining some of the 
aspects of Kardekism with Can- 
domble beliefs. 
St. Clair has studied all these 
in far greater depth than have 
most visitors, and eventually 
confronts 
himself 
with 
this 
question: “ Do I, a white, edu­ 
cated Christian American be­ 
lieve in the p o w e r s of the 
Brazilian spirits?” 
His answer: “ I cannot truth­ 
fully answer no. I must answer, 
truthfully, that I do. There 
it is. In print.” 
And he goes on: “ I do believe 
in the pagan spirits that inhabit 
that vast South American na­ 
tion called Brazil. I have seen 
too much not to believe . . . ” 
Much of his book is a recita­ 
tion of the evidence that has

We much p r e f e r John 
Creasey’s George Gideon or 
Roger West yarns to his oth­ 
er fiction.

ture, “ events that cannot be 
explained in any other way.” 


With St. Clair the reader at­ 
tends exotic rituals and meets a 
diverse assortment of practi­ 
tioners. 
Jose Arigo, an uneducated 
Brazilian who performs diffi­ 
cult surgery with a paring knife 
and tweezers while under the 
spell of a Dr. Fritz, is one of 
the more fascinating characters 
St. 
Clair 
has 
encountered. 
There’s a chilling photo of him 
inserting his knife into the eye 
socket of a “ patient.” 
The flamboyant Edu upon 
whose powers Brazil’s most 
successful soccer tealh relies, 
and Umbanda medium Tancre- 
do da Silva Pinto, “ the black 
pope of Brazil,” are but two of 
many others. 
Spirit worship, St. Clair re­ 
ports, has the advantage over 
Catholicism in the struggle for 
the minds of the Brazilians in 
that the former is strictly a 
Brazilian belief. “ It is theirs 
without outside interference . . . 
as much a part of their lives as 
•their own families, their friends 
and their country. They accept 
it and take it seriously. 
“ Foreigners may laugh and 
criticize, but they don’t under­ 
stand. The Brazilians under­ 
stand. The spirits understand 
the Brazilians. The two planes 
— worldly and unworldly — 
work together and help each 
other. 
“ It’s that complex, and yet 
it’s that simple.” 
And Catholicism in Brazil has 
found it necessary more and 
more to accommodate itself to 
and even to accept spiritism as 
a companion belief, the author 
asserts. 
And St. Clair suggests that 
just perhaps “ these uneducated 
black-skinned descendants of il­ 
literate slaves have something 
we modern sophisticates do not. 
That these people have man­ 
aged to stay pure and natural 
and close to Nature in such a 
way that the secrets of Nature 
are revealed to them. 
“ Now maybe the ways they 
interpret these secrets are not 
100 per cent correct. Maybe 
they see spirits and demons and 
talk to dead friends because 
this is the way that the Great 
Force of Nature (God? Buddha? 
Jesus? Oxala?) can get through 
to them. 
“ Maybe this is the way that 
the 
Brazilians 
understand 
things we refuse to see.” 
St. Clair suggests that for all 
our vaunted science, our own 
society falls far short of the 
Brazilian in its exercising of 
the powers of the mind. In Bra­

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Jan Myrdal: Mao's Charlie McCarthy 


CHINA: THE REVOLUTION CON­ 
TINUED by Jan M yrdal; Pantheon, 
201 pages, $5.95. Reviewed by Bob 
Raab. 
Liu Lung is a hamlet in the Yenan 
area of China’s hinterland. Jan Myr­ 
dal spent most of 1969 there, observ­ 
ing and interviewing the villagers. 
He did the same in 1962 and wrote 
“Report from a Chinese Village.” 
This sequel compares present village 
life to the earlier time. 
Myrdal’s purpose is to give a “true 


picture of the cultural revolution” 
and its impact upon a microcosm of 
the Peoples Republic. 
To the e x t e n t that we learn some* 
thing of the modes, manners and 
aspirations 
of 
agrarian 
Chinese 
there is merit to this work. It is also 
a polemic, and a hopelessly inept 
one. 
Myrdal swallows Maothink without 
a burp, if you would believe him, the 
tug and pul l of life in Liu Lung 
centers on finding the broadest ap­ 


plication of Mao Tse-tung Thought. 
Soil erosion, pig production, manure 
spreading, it’s all there in the aphor­ 
isms of the little red book. (Question: 
is Maofarming superior to Jewish 
farming, or is that a kibbutz?) 
Almost any classic polemic I’ve 
read pulled me into the orbit of the 
author’s rationale, for a time at 
least. Not so Myrdal. 
He believes a report on episodes in 
one village constitutes an exegesis 
and a justification of the cultural 


revolution. In fact, he gives a chill­ 
ing indictment, albeit unintentional­ 
ly. 
B e c a u s e the whole thrus of 
Maothink in Liu Lung is Thinksame. 
Mindless application of Mao’s politi­ 
cal and social philosophy to food 
production, social structure, school 
curricula and family relationships. 
Trenchant questioning, intellectual 
honesty, understanding of individual­ 
ity _ all are lacking in Myrdal.He is 
no more than a Swedish Charlie Mc­ 
Carthy for mao Tse-tung.

Century series of “pop” histo 
ries, 
recording 
the 
events, 
moods and trends of the 20th 
Century a decade at a time. 
The years 1910-1920 are cov­ 
ered in volume two. It was, of 
course, a decade dominated by 
World War I. 
But it was also a decade of 
suffragettes on the march, Pro­ 
hibition, the silent motion pic­ 
ture, the “Tin Lizzie,” George 
M. Cohan, Theodore Dreiser, 
Eddie 
Rickenbacker, 
Irving 
Berlin, the Chautauqua show, 
patriotic fervor, witchhunts and 
much, much more. 
Most generally, it was, for 
America, an age of innocence 
coming to an end. And the be­ 
ginning of a new international 
ego that was to bring responsi­ 
bilities and eventually involve­ 
ment in a war that took the 
lives of thousands of its young 
men. 
They were 
very different 
times from today, and yet they 
were, in Time-Life’s words, 
“afluent times roiled by in­ 
creasing ferment and discon­ 
tent,” a description that could 
be accurately applied as well to 
the late 1960s and early 1970s. 
The Time-Life book captures 
the flavor and spirit of the era 
splendidly, and the collection of 
period illustrations is simply 
marvelous. 
The “This Fabulous Century” 
series ranks as a most com­ 
mendable use by Time-Life of 


its tremendous resources so 
ideally suited to this sort of 
thing.

In all, young Mrs. Wiener 
has gathered more than 200 
meatless recipes, from Flo­

to syrupy

dian lentil soup to herbed 
chickpea salad. 
They’re on the health food 
side, and almost all of them 
sound delicious.

Thralls are something else 
— strictly for the believers. 
Boiled carrots and spinach 
in sauce, squash soup, fruit 
tempura, the like. But even 
here there are some promis­ 
ing suggestions — a barley 
bean soup for instance, an 
apple crisp and s e s a m e 
crackers. 


ART AT AUCTION 1969- 
70 edited by Philip Wilson;

For the connoisseur of art 
treasures, the illustrations 
(many of them in color) in 
this large and lavish book 
are like honey dangled be­ 
fore a bear.It is a veritable 
world’s 
fair 
of 
beautiful 
things. 
What are shown and des­ 
cribed are a sampling from 
the best pieces sold at auc­ 
tion during the 1969-70 sea­ 
son by Sotheby’s of London 
and Parke-Bemet of New 
York City. 
There is no inclination to 


dispute the assertion that 
the 
sales 
made 
through 
these two houses “represent 
the major part of all impor­ 
tant works of art sold at 
auction 
throughout 
the 
world” during the season, 
totalling as they do some­ 
thing over a hundred million 
dollars. 


The items reproduced in 
the 
illustrations 
are 
ar­ 
ranged in categories, each 
with an introduction by Ian 
Bennett. And there are a 
number of special articles 
by experts in specialized 
fields. 


The carefully reproduced 
photographs, from the Nas- 
sak Diamond to a George II 


soup tureen, from a Francis 
Bacon painting (that sold for 
$55,200) to an Edgar Degas 
canvas that went for $168,- 
000, are the big attraction. 
Audubon bird art, 10-centu­ 
ry-old ritual wine vessels a 
magnificent Russian ikon, 
Samuel Cooper’s miniature 
of Charles II, German carv­ 
ings, a Van Gogh ($875,000), 
a Matisse ($230,000), rapiers, 
cups, 
plaques, 
exquisite 
jewelry are among the other 
delights for the eyes. But 
one should not overlook the 
importance of the know­ 
ledgeable and literate com­ 
mentary that has also been 
provided as a worthwhile 
accompaniment to the picto­ 
rial splendor. 
Stephen Potter On The Fine Art Of Gamesmanship 


THE COMPLETE UPMANSHIP by 
Stephen Potter; Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, 3 49 pages, $8.95. Re­ 
viewed by Gordon Parr. 


Stephen Potter authored a number 
of books having to do with the princi­ 
pal of upmanship or the art of being 
one-up on your fellow man in every 
conceivable 
circumstance 
from 
cocktail party conversation to busi­ 
ness. This volume combines all of 
the previously published books by 
Potter on this topic and as such is 
probably a more successful book 
than each of the individual efforts. 
Prolonged commeht on any éne 1 
aspect of Potter’s théories gets to be 
à bit much, but if the Iréader éàn 


pick and c h o o s e from among the 
various applications and examples 
as in this book it is a much more 
amusing exercise. 
Gamemanship, 
Potter 
defines 
briefly as “The art of winning games 
without 
actually 
cheating”. 
This 
body of knowledge was put together 
after much personal observation and 
participation in games of various 
types such as tennis, croquet, ping 
pong, etc. 
Potter found that certain clever, 
individuals 
often 
prevailed 
over 
those more skilled in these sports 
through the use of conversational 
gambits designed to place thq other 
1 fellow !in an awkward poSitibn, one of 
Unease. Other devices were alsb em­ 


ployed when possible such as the 
home-constructed tennis court with 
one back line 6-inches wider than the 
other or the tennis racquet with a 
piano wire in the center which, at a 
strategic moment before the game, 
would be plucked — accompanied by 
the comment, “Always like a tightly 
strung racquet.” This methodology 
was, of course, easily extended to 
other areas of human endeavor. 


Thus the salesman is taught to act 
the role of the kindly idiot, allowing 
the prospect to explain the seeming­ 
ly complex contract to him and in 
fact take it'out of his hauds and sign 
it wfth afgoofl-nkured flourish.

Two little zinnias have broken a record! 
For the almost 40 years that All-America Selec­ 
tions has operated test gardens in many states 
and several countries, that judges have observed 
and scored thousands of entries in the trials, none 
has received so high a score as Peter Pan Pink 
and Peter Pan Plum. Both are gold medal win­ 
ners.

Peter Pan Plum, striking when planted with 
Peter Pan pink, has flowers described variously 
as lavender-rose or rosy purple, in other words a* 
believable plum color. 
Petals of flowers of both varieties are slightly 
curled and the flower forms vary from plant to 
plant; some are cactus type with pointed petals, 
some resemble dahlias in thier fullness and others 
have flattish blooms. 


Remember the name: Mag­ 
nolia soulangeana. 
Too difficult to pronounce? 
Try Saucer Magnolia, then. It’s 
one and the same and no mat­ 
ter how you say it, it’s beauti­ 
ful. 


SAUCER MAGNOLIA is just 
one of several deciduous mag­ 
nolias which are fast becoming 
favorites of California garde­ 
ners. They provide a spectacu­ 
lar winter-time show of color — 
with bare branches suddenly 
being hidden from sight by a 
burst of bloom that smothers 
the plant. Because of the cool 
season color and the modest 
growth habit of deciduous Mag­ 
nolias, they are being relied 
upon to provide special effects 
in modern landscapes.

The Lily Magnolia has more 
tubular blooms, white on the 
inside and purple outside. This 
one has a long blooming season 
and the flowers are large. 
Impressive, 
velvety purple 
flowers adorn Magnolia Veitchii 
(Rubra). It has the darkest co­ 
lored blooms of the deciduous 
varieties. 
Each has distinguishing fol­ 
iage characteristics which can 
be rused ,to advantage in the , , 
landscape.

A Facelifting For Your Fireplace 


If your son t h r o w s a wild 
pitch that sends a baseball 
s m a e k into the side of your 
house, will the siding be dam­ 
aged-' 


That depends on what you 
have on the outside of your 
house. 


CONSIDERABLE 
attention 
and research has been devoted 
by the building industry in re­ 
cent years to the development 
of exterior siding materials, 
m a n y of them maintenance- 
free. All too often, however, the 
new materials had drawbacks, 
such as brittleness or suscepti­ 
bility to impact. 


Impact resistance is one of 
the reasons for the fast-growing 
popularity of hardboard sid­ 
ings. 


Builders 
have 
known 
for 
many years that hardboard pa­ 
neling, because of its density, is 
practically dentproof indoors. 
The same quality has made ex-

terior hardboard ideal for sid­ 
ing. 


Some residential builders use 
it for as much as 80 per cent of 
the homes they build, not only 
for siding but for soffits, fascia, 
porch 
ceilings, 
eaves, 
over­ 
hangs, and even for decorative 
devices such as cupolas and 
under-window panels. 


To avoid bad weather delays 
and cut on-site labor costs, they 
often fabricate and pre-assem- 
ble gable ends and other hard­ 
board components in a shop, 
then t r u c k the units to the 
building site. Or they can buy 
ready-made accessories from 
the hardboard suppliers. 


Exterior hardboard is easy to 
handle and can be sawed and 
nailed without being chipped, 
split or dented. And if workmen 
accidentally walk on a long 
piece of the siding, there’s no 
breakage 
or 
damage 
from 
scuffing and heel marks, build­ 
ers report. 


HARDBOARD siding, fabri­ 
cated in both vertical panels 
and horizontal lap boards, goes 
up swiftly for additional on-site 
labor saving. Both panels and 
the lap siding are available in 
several 
designs, 
including 
smooth, striated, and wood tex- 
tured, either primed or pre-fin- 
ished. 


The panels, some of them V- 
grooved or U-grooved, come in 
standard widths and lengths, 
including a 16-foot panel for 
two-storv houses. 


Fireplaces oftentimes lag be­ 
hind the rest of the house in 
modernization, so if yours isn’t 
a huge stone fixture you may 
want to give it a facelifting. 
Many fireplace walls have too 


many ins and outs — projecting 
mantels, 
recesed 
bookcases 
a l o n g s i d e , and cluttered 
shelves. 


Paneling the wall ^s an easy 
way to update it. First step is 


to re m o v e the mantel and 
frame out the wall with furring 
strips. 


Then nail tongue-and-groove 
boards over the furring. Verti­ 
cal grain w e s t e r n hemlock 
flooring makes 
a handsome 
wall, as do ponderosa pine, su­ 
gar pine or resawn cedar panel­ 
ing.

Wood molding may be added 
-as a frame for the brick or 


marble facing of the opening, 
mitered for a snug fit against 
the paneling. 


If the space is there, consider 
adding a built-in cupboard for 
storing fuel adjacent to the fire­ 
place. 


The updated fireplace wall 
may be sealed and stained, 
either with a tint or clear stain, 
s i m p l y waxed or left unfin­ 
ished. 
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EXTERIOR HARDBOARD is a wood product that can 


take a beating from workmen and the weather. The

texture with eye-pleasing, deep shadow lines. Other 


exterior hardboards come in smooth, striated or 
grooved panels. 


THE AMERICAN Plywood Association has created this two-way 


storage divider that provides a new means for separating adjacent 


rooms while giving both access to a handy shelf area. If can be 


used, for example, to divide a kitchen from a family or living room 


to give both areas greater privacy and to shut off the clatter and 


appliance noise of the kitchen. It is designed with a drop-leaf desk 


and shelves that can accommodate stereo equipment, records, 


tapes and other space-consuming items on its front side, whild 


providing cupboards for china and glassware on the rear side. 


Much of the shelf space is open for display of decorative items, but 


there are also storage drawers providing undercover spots for 


small clutter-creating items. The contemporary look lent to the 


divider by the curved edges of the sliding doors can be sharpened 


by alternating the shelf colors in bright-coordinated hues.

A Weekend Project: 
Cedar In The Closet 
Want to be a handyman and 
save money on home improve­ 
ments? 
The way to start is to under­ 
take an easy project, one that 
will be inexpensive and satisfy­ 
ing. 
A good “ starter project” for 
the unpracticed handyman is 
lining closets with aromatic red 
cedar. 
EVEN THE unhandiest do-it- 
yourselfer can accomplish a 
closet-lining project with ease 
over a weekend — and usually 
for a cost of less than $65. 
Housewives who sometimes 
frown on their hubby’s home 
improvement 
ideas 
usually 
change their tune when they 
l e a r n he’s going to build a 
moth-repellent storage area. 
The job is easy because it 
requires only a hammer and 
saw. Each piece of red cedar 
c l o s e t lining is tongue-and- 
grooved to simplify fitting. Ce­ 
dar closet lining is sold at lum­ 
beryards 
in 
packages, 
each 
containing pieces of random or 
uniform lengths. 
IT’S SIMPLE to figure how 
much material is needed. 
M u l t i p l y the height and 
width. A section three by eight 
would require 24 square feet of 
material. When making calcu­ 
lations, don’t forget to include 
the floor and ceiling as well as 
the inside of the closet door. 
The reason for lining the clo­ 
set completely is to achieve 
maximum 
protection 
from 
moths.' 
The appealing feature of lin­ 
ing a c 1 o s e t with red cedar, 
fijom the novice handyrrtan’s 
Vre\)v, rs that it can be aj 


directly over the old wall sur­ 
face. First, of course, clear the 
wall of any fixtures or hooks. 
CEDAR SHOULD be applied 
from the bottom up. Place the 
first piece of c e d a r , groove 
down, in a horizontal position at 
the bottom of a wall. If it is too 
long, cut it to fit. 
The best way to fasten cedar 
strips to the wall is with small 
finishing nails. Nail into the 
stud, which can be located by 
tapping the wall with a ham­ 
mer. When the tapping has a 
flat sound, the stud has been 
located. To be certain, drive a 
nail. 
MARK THE position of the 
stud with a vertical pencil line 
before starting on another. Use 
the same application technique 
for the ceiling. 
After the closet lining has 
been applied, trim the closet 
with quarter-round cedar mold­ 
ing. Check the door to be cer­ 
tain it closes t i g h 11 y . If it 
doesn’t, use weather-stripping 
to insure an airtight area. 
Cedar shelves 
are recom­ 
mended, too. 
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Some Celling Decorating Tricks 
That Will Give A Room A Lift 
One of the quickest, easiest 
and most inexpensive ways to 
give any room a lift is to decor­ 
ate the ceiling. 
This large — and often ig­ 
nored — area can be used to 
effectively highlight decor, or 
offer a solution for “ problem” 
rooms. 
HERE ARE some useful eye- 
fooling tips: 
Don't Let 
Scraps 
Pile Up 


Better Homes and Gardens’ 
“ Handyman’s 
Book” 
offers 
these helpful suggestions for 
preventing the accumulation of 
scrap materials around your 
.workshop: 
Throw away most scraps of 
ordinary one-inch-thick lumber. 
Its 
common 
use continually 
produces more pieces you’ll be 
able to use. 
Throw away most s c r a p s 
from cutoff sawing. They are 
difficult to work with and sel­ 
dom prove useful. 
Save larger ripping scraps 
for cleats, nailing strips, and so 
on. They may save your ripping 
a good board. 
Save scraps of five-quarter or 
full two-inch thick stock. These 
slightly thicker pieces are very 
often useful. 
Save scraps of plywood for 
use as corner braces and for 
other uses where its two-way 
strength makes it essential. ' 
Save nearly every scrap of 
the expensive cabinet woods. 
The larger pieces can make 
attractice assessories. 


Save useful lengths of mold­ 
ings, especially types you’ve 
used in the house. They will 
simplify matching for repairs 
to existing moldings. 


Store small scraps of ordi­ 
nary lumber in a tall cardboard 
carton. When the box is full, 
burn it, s c r a p s and all, and 
start over again with a new, 
empty box. 


Don’t let scraps and shavings 
pile up so as to constitute a fire 
hazard. It is better to buy new 
than to risk a fire. A sound 
storage place 
can minimize 
that risk. 


While wood scraps make good 
fireplace starters, never use 
painted lumber for that pur­ 
pose.

Some Pop Albums From A & M 


By JOHN SUNIER 
One of the most satisfying and beautiful 
albums I have had the pleasure of hearing 
in many a moon is “ The Winter Consort” (A 
& M 4170). N ever has there been an LP 
so com p letely un pigeon-hole able. 
The titles may look classical, what with 
“Allemande” by Weiss, “ LittleTrain of the 
Caipira” by Villa-Lobos, or a Chorale by the 
organ composer Alain, 
but the glorious 
chamber sound often swings — and in a 
manner so tasteful as to make everything 
from Alec Templeton to Switehed-on Bach 
sound crude. Instrumentation includes lute, 
cello, sax horn, English horn, alto flute, 
marimba and others. 
I’m wearing this one out already; please 
let’s have more quickly from imaginative 
former modern-jazzman Paul Winter and 
his Consort! 
OUR NEXT ALBUM says it was “record­ 
ed by Denis and Craig at home, Sausalito,” 
and is titled “Lambert and Nuttycombe at 


Home” (A & M 4250). 
The contents are two young men and their 
acoustic guitars, with a dozen quiet, har­ 
monious and tuneful duets, mostly their own 
originals. Best of the bunch is probably the 
opener, the tender “Morning.” Very nice 
unamplified and sensitive music-making 
boys. 
“Sea Train 
(A & M 4171) is one of the 
outgrowths of the former “Blues Project,” 
and retains a strong influence of modern 
jazz with sax and flute featured, as well as 
some swinging violin. Their sound on the 
eight originals is finely honed and tasteful, 
much as the Winter Consort, but much more 
in the rock vein. Titles are d i f f i c u 1 1 to 
spotlight — tunes seem to flow into one 
another. 
This is a d e f i n i t e winner in the rock 
deluge and should easily avoid being swept 
out to Sea. 
PROCOL HARUM IS easily one of the 
very best of the British groups, yet has been 


big hit, 
work is 
“ A 
al- 
generally ignored since their 
Whiter Shade of Pale.” Their 
ways concise and polished, yet they can 
shake it up like the Stones when they wish 
to. 
. ’ 
Their albums usually have a theme, and 
this tim e it is obviously nautical in ”A Salty 
Dog” (A & M 4179). The title tune, with a big 
fat orchestral backing, keeps up the theme, 
as does “Wreck of the Hesperus.” 
An astounding variety of instruments are 
heard, most of them seemingly played by 
lead v o c a l i s t Gary Brooker, who wrote 
many of the fascinating tunes as well. 
BRAVO PROCOL Harum, and bravo A & 
M, for setting such high standards of musi­ 
cianship and good taste as evidenced by all 
the above pop albums. 
If owner Herb Alpert has anything to do 
with these policies, he deserves high praise 
and full freedom to go on bleating out his 
Tiajuana brassiness from now til Dooms­ 
day.
